Gifted  with  an  intelligent  mind  and  cheerful  dispo- 
sition, she  was  well  fitted  for  the  enjoyment  of  society, 
and  she  attracted  the  love  of  numerous  friends :  but, 
cherishing  a  salutary  fear  lest  these  pleasures  should 
have  too  much  place,  her  love  of  retirement  increased, 
a  solemn  covering  of  spirit  was  frequently  observable, 
and  she  would  seriously  speak,  in  her  home  circle, 
of  the  emptiness  of  worldly  pleasures,  remarking  that 
a  few  congenial  friends  and  choice  books  were  all  the 
companions  she  desired.  It  is  fully  believed  that  the 
Lord's  glorious  work  of  preparation  had  commenced 
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in  her  soul,  and  that  her  heart  was  often  melted  with 
the  love  of  her  Saviour  whilst  yet  in  health.  During 
the  last  year,  she  several  times  awoke  in  the  night? 
with  weeping,  a  weight  being  upon  her  spirit  for 
which  no  outward  cause  was  known.  She  endured 
a  protracted  and  suffering  illness  with  exemplary 
patience,  beautifully  evincing  the  progress  of  the 
great  Retiuer's  blessed  work:  at  one  time  saying, 
with  calm  serenity,  that  her  Saviour  had  whispered 
peace  to  her ;  yet  even  when  in  a  happy  frame  of  mind, 
rejoicing  in  the  God  of  her  salvation,  she  felt  a  caution 
lest  she  might  lose  the  pearl  through  being  lulled  into 
a  false  security.  For  her  precious  child  she  was  much 
exercised,  enjoining  those  on  whom  his  charge  would 
devolve,  to  "  train  his  soul  for  heaven."  After  a  sea- 
son of  peculiar  suffering  she  ejaculated :  "  Oh  Lord, 
if  consistent  with  Thy  holy  will,  raise  me  from  this 
bed  of  languishing,  but  if  not,  enable  me,  oh  God, 
cheerfully  to  submit  to  Thy  gracious  purposes!"

Her  illness  was  short  but  severe ;  and  though  the 
result  was  unlooked  for  until  a  few  days  previous  to 
her  death,  yet  it  is  believed  she  was  found  watching. 
She  said,  "  I  have  tried  to  live  a  watchful  and  prayer- 
ful life  for  several  years."  She  conversed  freely  and 
with  composure  on  her  approaching  change,  saying, 
"  I  have  long  wanted  to  talk  more  of  these  things, 
but  we  are  so  disposed  to  put  off  and  defer  as  long  as 
we  can.

He  was  born  in  the  State  of  New  York,  and  was 
educated  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  Religion 
as  taught  by  the  Presbyterians.  He  however  sub- 
sequently removed  to  Canada,  where  he  early  con- 
nected   himself  with    the   Episcopal  Methodists, 
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among  whom  he  remained  for  several  years,  and 
by  whom  he  was  much  respected  for  his  general 
integrity  of  character,  as  well  as  his  ardent  zeal  in 
the  cause  of  religion.  At  length,  to  use  his  own  lan- 
guage, bis  mind  became  uneasy,  and  there  gradually 
aro-e  longings  after  greater  simplicity  in  devotional 
exercises.  He  apprehended  that  he  discovered  too 
much  of  the  activity  of  the  creature,  too  much  of  the 
inventions  of  man,  in  the  devotional  engagements 
which  he  had  practised  with  so  mudh  zeal,  and  which 
had  hitherto  afforded  him  satisfaction  and  peace. 
Till  this  time  his  presence  had  been  seldom  wanting 
in  the  prayer  or  in  the  class  meeting,  in  which  he 
uniformly  took  an  active  part,  and  also  took  great 
delight  in  singing  hymns.  The  uneasiness  of  his  mind 
increasing  he  was  led  secretly  and  prayerfully  to 
inquire  after  the  cause,  the  answer  seemed  to  be, 
44  Search  the  Scriptures,"  to  which  engagement  he 
applied  himself,  perhaps,  not  with  renewed  zeal,  but 
in  a  secret  prayerful  frame  of  mind,  that  he  might 
not  be  permitted  to  impose  a  meaning  upon  the  sacred 
text,  but  that  his  mind  might  be  opened  in  simplicity 
and  Godly  sincerity  to  understand  the  mysteries  of 
spiritual  worship  as  they  are  unfolded  in  the  volume 
of  inspiration. 

During  these  seasons  of  scriptural  investigation 
and  secret  spiritual  wrestlings,  he  began  to  doubt  the 
propriety  of  congregational  singing.  It  appeared  to 
him  that  it  did  not  comport  with  the  spirituality  of 
that  worship  which  could  only  be  performed  in  spirit 
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and  in  trnth.  He  was  led  to  bring  bis  new  idea  to 
the  test  of  his  own  experience,  and  soon  discovered 
that  he  was  not  always  prepared  to  sing  whatever 
was  given  out  by  the  minister,  and  for  a  length  of 
time  he  omitted  such  verses  in  the  hymns  as  he  did 
not  feel  applicable  to  the  condition  of  his  mind. 

His  secret  inquiries  did  not  stop  here.  His  tender 
spirit  was  often  sorely  grieved  to  see  those  who  were 
recklessly  profane  joining  in  the  professed  engage- 
ments of  singing  the  praises  of  God.  He  called  to 
mind  that  Israel  could  not  sing  the  Lord's  Song  in  a 
strange  land,  and  his  doubts  increased  until  it 
appeared  clear  that  there  was  an  impropriety  in  the 
idea  that  even  the  most  pious  man,  or  set  of  men, 
could  possibly  arrange  a  form  of  words,  however 
perfect,  that  could  appropriately  be  used  in  worship- 
ping assemblies,  and  felt  restrained  from  longer  en- 
gaging in  that  part  of  the  exercises  in  their  meetings 
for  worship. 

He  next  began  to  doubt  the  propriety  of  speaking 
or  praying  in  religious  assemblies  when  called  upon 
to  do  so,  as  he  saw  that  a  special  impulse  was  need- 
ful to  enable  the  spiritual  -worshippers  to  speak  a 
word,  and  the  more  he  searched  the  Scriptures  the 
more  he  found  these  views  to  be  in  harmony  with] 
them. 

Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  he  understood  tc  I 
be  spiritual,  and  the  practice  of  war  he  clearly  per-:' 
ceived  to  be  at  variance  with  the  benevolence  of  the: 
Gospel. 
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In  passing  through  these  spiritual  conflicts,  while 
the  bond  of  outward  fellowship  which  had  so 
Jong  bound  him  to  the  body  to  wThich  he  was  then 
attached  was  gradually  loosening,  he  knew  little  of 
the  Society  of  Friends,  and  less  of  their  peculiar  reli- 
gious views.  He  had  been  taught  when  young  that 
they  were  a  people  who  ought  to  be  shunned,  because 
of  the  contagious  character  of  their  religious  princi- 
ples, which  are  so  corrupt  that  they  were  not  entitled 
even  to  the  name  of  Christians. 

Various  circumstances,  however,  contributed  to 
excite  in  him  a  desire  to  know  something  of  a  people 
who  were  everywhere  spoken  against.  He  obtained 
a  few  books  and  subsequently  heard  one  of  their 
ministers,  and  to  his  surprise  he  found  their  religious 
views  harmonized  with  those  into  which  he  had  been 
so  singularly  led. 

After  a  time  of  investigation,  and  patiently  trying 
the  fleece,  he  applied  for  membership,  and  wras 
received  among  them,  and  continued  the  remainder 
of  his  days  a  zealous  and  consistent  Friend.  He  was 
intrusted  with  a  gift  in  the  ministry,  and  was 
received  as  such  by  his  monthly  meeting.  He  was 
diligent  in  the  attendance  of  religious  meetings  both 
fbr  worship  and  discipline,  and  his  timely  remarks  in 
the  latter  were  generally  of  an  instructive  character. 

Although  he  had  departed  from,  and,  as  he  believed, 
advanced  beyond  his  early  training,  and  although  he 
had  felt  constrained  to  sever  tbe  outward  bond  of 
fellowship  with  those  wTith  whom  he  had  often  taken 
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sweet  counsel,  yet  such,  was  the  catholicity  of  his 
spirit,  that  he  always  felt  tenderly  attached  to  all 
those  who  gave  evidence  that  they  loved  the  Lord 
Jesus  in  sincerity.  On  the  occasion  of  the  funeral,  a 
large  and  solemn  meeting  for  worship  was  held  ;  it 
was  a  time  of  divine  favor,  when  various  public  testi- 
monies were  borne  to  the  efficacy  of  that  grace  that 
had  sustained  the  departed  father  through  a  length- 
ened period  of  years,  and  enabled  him  to  uphold  the 
standard  of  the  gospel  in  all  its  spiritual  complete- 
ness. Among  other  ministers  a  Methodist  Brother, 
well  acquainted  with  him,  who  had  listened  to  his 
public  communications,  and  who  visited  him  neal  his 
close,  bore  an  affecting  testimony  to  his  blameless 
life,  his  deep  religious  experience,  and  to  his  clear 
spiritual  views  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  u  By  their 
fruits  ye  shall  know  them."  Thus  has  passed  away 
a  devoted  servant  of  the  Lord,  full  of  days  and  full  of 
peace,  prepared  as  we  reverently  believe  through  the 
blood  of  Sprinkling  to  enter  into  the  joy  of  his  Lord.

During  the  short  but  severe  illness  that  terminated 
his  life,  he  gave  very  satisfactory  evidence  that  his 
sins,  which  he  acknowledged  to  have  been  man}T, 
were  all  washed  away  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb. 
But  severe  was  the  spiritual  conflict,  and  earnest  his 
petitions  for  forgiveness  and  mercy,  before  he  could 
assure  his  anxious  friends  that  the  way  was  all  clear. 
Though  his.  sufferings  were  very  acute,  and  utter- 
ance rendered  difficult  by  laborious  breathing,  yet  he 
earnestly  exhorted  his  children  and  other  attendants 
to  prepare  for  the  solemn  event  at  which  he  had 
arrived,  emphatically  enjoining  upon  them  the  duties 
of  loving  one  another,  and  of  often  drawing  near  to 
the  Throne  of  Grace  in  prayer.  He  expressed  his 
sanse  of  the  awfulness  of  the  change  that  awaited 
him,  yet  said,  "  My  sufferings  are  such  as  I  cannot 
describe,  but  they  are  none  too  much.  Thy  will,  oh, 
Lord,  and  not  mine  be  done  1"  and  petitioned  for 
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assistance  to  endure  with  patience  unto  the  end.  He 
devoted  his  last  few  hours  to  exhortation  and  appro- 
priate counsel,  particularly  urging  on  his  surrounding 
family  and  friends  the  duty  of  both  secret  and  family 
prayer.  He  expressed  his  gratitude  for  being  per- 
mitted to  die  in  the  midst  of  his  family  and  friends ; 
for  the  kindness  they  had  manifested,  and  feelingly 
contrasted  his  own  with  the  sad  condition  of  those 
who,  on  the  battle-field,  are  left  to  perish  without  the 
care  or  sympathy  of  those  they  love.

The  memory  of  this  dear  Friend  remains  as  the 
odor  of  precious  ointment.  Called  in  early  life  to  be 
a  laborer  in  the  great  harvest  field,  she  was  not!  dis- 
obedient to  the  heavenly  vision,  but  was  enabled 
with  cheerful  resignation  to  acquiesce  in  the  will  of 
her  Heavenly  Father,  and  the  language  is  true  in 
regard  to  her — 

"  He  asked  for  my  will,  I  gave  it  to  Him, 
And  He  gave  his  own,  in  token  of  His  love."" 

Being  concerned  to  live  near  her  Saviour,  she  par- 
took largely  of  the  consolations  of  the  Spirit. 

Her  ministry  was  sound  and  lively,  and  she  was 
gifted  in  a  remarkable  manner  with  discernment  of 
spirits,  so  that  in  her  ministerial  communications, 
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states  and  conditions  were  very  often  spoken  to  with 
such  clearness,  that  many  can  bear  testimony  that 
the  language  of  the  still  small  voice  to  their  hearts 
has  been  "  Thou  art  the  man.1' 

But  her  testimony  of  herself  was,  that  she  had 
often  to  wade  in  deep  waters ;  often  to  go  down  to 
the  washing  pool,  and  sometimes  even  to  the  bottom 
of  Jordan,  where  she  was  given  stones  of  memorial  to 
carry  forth  to  His  praise,  and  she  could  adopt  the 
language,  "  Not  by  works  of  righteousness  which  we 
have  done,  but  according  to  His  mercy  ho  saveth  us 
by  the  washing  of  regeneration  and  renewing  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  which  he  hath  shed  on  us  abundantly, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord." 

The  last  years  of  her  life  were  peculiarly  instructive. 
Being  confined  at  home  by  the  infirmities  incident  to 
advanced  age,  the  spiritual  strength  that  supported 
her  under  them  was  an  evidence  of  the  power  of 
Divine  Grace.  Her  faith  was  unwavering,  calm, 
peaceful,  and  resigned  ;  she  could  wait  *all  the  days  of 
her  appointed  time — yet  in  this  state  she  said  she  had 
to  labor  day  by  day  for  daily  bread.  Strong  and 
lively  was  her  solicitude  for  the  welfare  of  the 
Church  to  the  latest  period  of  her  life.  Those  who 
visited  her  chamber  felt  that  she  dwelt  in  an  atmo- 
sphere of  love,  and  few  went  away  without  having 
received  a  crumb  of  Heavenly  bread.  Cheerful  and 
affectionate,  she  was  easy  of  access,  so  that  the  young 
and  those  who  needed  counsel  and  encouragement 
found  in  her  a  sympathizing  friend.  t, 
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To  her  the  language  of  the  Psalmist  might  be  ap- 
plied, "  They  that  be  planted  in  the  house  of  the 
Lord,  shall  flourish  in  the  courts  of  our  God.  They 
shall  still  bring  forth  fruit  in  old  age,  they  shall  be  fat 
and  flourishing."

While  in  the  bloom  of  youth  and  the  vigor  of  health 
she  felt  that  her  life  would  be  short,  and  before  her 
brief  illness  endeavored  1  with  sweet  and  filial  sympa- 
thy with  their  age  and  dependence  on  her'  to  prepare 
her  parents  for  the  change  that  would  soon  reach 
them. 

Her  intelligent  Christian  mind  led  her  to  take  a 
deep  interest  in  freedom  for  the  slave,  and  in  the  tem- 
perance reform,  and  the  sick  and  the  afflicted  had 
her  active  sympathy. 

She  was  prostrated  by  a  severe  attack  on  her  head 
and  throat,  which  mostly  deprived  her  of  her  reason- 
ing faculties.  She  said  to  her  father  that  she  had 
prayed  with  the  ability  afforded  her,  and  felt  resigned^ 
and  after  a  week  of  suffering  her  gentle  spirit  was 
released.

This  beloved  Friend  was  born  in  Guildford  County, 
North  Carolina.  His  opportunities  for  obtaining  an 
education  were  limited,  but  great  perseverance  and 
an  ardent  desire  for  knowledge  made  amends  for 
many  deficiencies.  He  has  been  heard  to  speak  of 
studying  grammar  when  ploughing,  leaving  his  book 
on  the  fence  whilst  he  crossed  the  field  and  returned ; 
being  careful  to  occupy  his  spare  moments  also,  he 
acquired  a  good  English  education  pretty  early  in 
life,  quite  superior  to  most  of  those  around  him,  and 
commenced  teaching  school  when  about  nineteen 
years  of  age.  His  parents  were  members  of  the 
Society  of  Friends,  and  were  careful  to  train  their 
children  as  became  their  religious  profession. 

In  1820,  he  was  married  to  Naomi  Hiatt,  who 
now  survives  him  after  forty-two  years  of  great  unity 
and  comfort  together.  They  settled  on  a  farm  which 
he  managed  in  a  small  way,  near  New  Garden  Meet- 
ing House,  and  was  also  at  times  engaged  in  teach- 
ing school.  In  1822,  he  was  appointed  clerk  of 
North  Carolina  Yearly  Meeting,  with  his  friend, 
Zimri  Stuart,  as  assistant.    On  looking  back  many 
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years,  he  writes,  "It  now  excites  my  wonder  that 
two  persons  so  young,  and  as  to  myself,  so  waiting 
in  religious  experience,  should  have  been  placed  in  a 
station  of  so  much  importance,  but,  I  believe,  un- 
worthy and  inexperienced  as  I  was,  we  were  both 
helped  by  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  to  perform 
the  service  to  a  good  degree  of  satisfaction  to 
Friends."  •  The  situation  of  Friends,  in  North  Carolina 
as  well  as  the  other  slave  states,  was  uncomfortable 
and  often  very  unsatisfactory.  They  had  indeed 
cleared  their  own  hands  of  the  holding  their  fellow- 
men  in  bondage,  but,  with  this  painful  condition  all 
around  them,  the  minds  of  many  turned  to  the  great 
West  for  homes  where  freedom  was  the  privilege  of 
all.  Whilst  residing  in  North  Carolina,  Elijah  Coffin 
was  a  member  of  an  Emancipation  Society,  but  his 
great  aversion  to  slavery,  and  his  strong  desire  to 
have  his  children  brought  up  away  from  its  influence, 
was  the  principal  cause  of  his  emigrating  to  Indiana, 
in  1824. 

With  very  limited  means  he  with  his  little  family 
first  settled  in  a  small  cabin  on  the  banks  of  the 
Whitewrater,  near  where  the  village  of  Milton  now 
stands.  They  have  often  been  heard  to  speak  of  the 
loneliness  they  felt  in  a  strange  land,  with  but  few  of 
the  comforts  of  life;  all  around  them  were  new 
settlers  who  had  to  labor  hard  in  clearing  off  the 
trees,  opening  farms,  and  preparing  themselves 
homes.  The  first  five  months  were  spent  in  a  log 
cabin  about  twenty  feet  square,  with  no  window, 
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anl  but  one  door;  the  only  opportunity  to  read 
during  the  long  winter  evenings,  being  by  the  light 
of  a  large  wood  fire.  But  the  country  was  fertile 
and  promising,  emigration  was  setting  rapidly  in, 
many  of  the  new  settlers  were  members  of  our 
religious  Society,  and  kindness  and  hospitality  pre- 
vailed. Of  course,  in  such  a  chaotic  condition  of 
civil  and  religious  society,  an  active-minded  person 
like  Elijah  Coffin  found  an  ample  field  of  labor,  and 
he  was  soon  known  as  a  useful  and  influential  man  in 
public,  as  well  as  in  his  own  religious  Society.  But 
there  were  hardships  connected  with  this  early  • 
settlement  to  which  his  bodily  strength  was  unequal, 
and  he  was  attacked  with  fever,  which  confined  him 
to  his  house  for  six  weeks.  Lacking  the  comforts 
requisite  for  a  protracted  illness,  it  is  not  surprising 
that  he  felt  greatly  discouraged,  and  at  times  looked 
back  with  anxious  thought  to  his  native  land.  But 
he  had  left  that  country  from  conscientious  mo- 
tives, and  bravely  meeting  the  troubles  he  encoun- 
tered, he  maintained  his  position  where  he  had 
selected  a  home.  He  purchased  about  forty  acres  of 
fertile  land,  erected  a  comfortable  log  dwelling 
thereon,  and  opened  a  school,  in  which  many  persons 
who  are  now  past  middle  age  obtained  their  earliest 
education.  He  continued  teaching  until  the  year 
1828 ;  and  there  has  always  existed  between  him  and 
his  scholars  of  that  period,  many  of  whom  are  now 
useful  citizens,  and  members  of  our  religious  Society, 
a  bond  of  affection  which  nothing  ever  severed.  As 
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I  teacher,  he  was  thorough  and  efficient ;  he  mingled 
freely  with  his  scholars,  and  joined  in  their  sports, 
the  liveliest  of  the  lively;  he  ruled  by  kindness,  but 
maintained  excellent  order,  and  trained  his  scholars 
to  unqualified  obedience.  He  has  since  often  spoken 
of  the  time  he  spent  in  teaching  as  having  been 
profitable  to  himself.  This  occupation  gave  him  a 
thoroughness  in  education,  and  a  critical  care  in 
pomposition,  penmanship,  etc.,  which  were,  in  after 
life,  eminently  useful  to  him.  But,  more  than  all,  it 
gave  him  a  knowledge  of  the  wants  of  the  young, 
and  caused  that  feeling  of  sympathy,  which  in  after 
years  so  much  attached  that  class  to  him.  About 
this  period  of  his  life  he  served  for  a  long  time  as 
clerk  of  the  Monthly  and  Quarterly  Meetings,  of  which 
lie  was  a  member,  and  in  other  positions  wThere  he 
could  be  useful  to  the  Church.  Love  for  Christ, 
although  not  so  thoroughly  developed  as  in  later 
years,  was  even  now  the  moving  spring  of  his  life, 
and  led  him  to  earnest  labor  in  the  Church  and  in 
the  world  for  the  advancement  of  His  kingdom 
among  men.  His  love  for  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
which  led  him  to  do  so  much  for  their  spread  among 
men,  was  about  this  time  made  more  apparent.  He 
had  them  read  daily,  and  used  as  a  class-book  in  his 
school,  when  it  was  not  generally  practised.  His 
earnest  desire  for  the  guarded,  religious,  and  literary 
education  of  the  youth  of  our  Society,  induced  him  to 
advocate  at  an  early  date,  the  establishment  of  a 
Boarding  School  by  the  Yearly  Meeting ;  a  proposi- 
3* 
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tion  for  which  was  made  by  Whitewater  Qaarterly 
Meeting  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  in  1832.  A  commit- 
tee was  appointed  to  consider  the  subject,  which 
reported  favorably.  It  proved  to  be  the  work  of 
years  to  build  up  in  the  Society  the  desire  necessary 
to  accomplish  such  an  object;  but  by  slow  degrees 
the  labors  of  its  friends  were  successful,  and  the 
buildings  were  by  great  exertion  partly  completed 
and  occupied  in  1847,  fifteen  years  after  the  first 
introduction  of  the  subject  into  the  Yearly  Meeting. 
Elijah  Coffin  was  a  member  of  the  first  committee 
that  had  charge  of  the  school,  and  by  his  thorough 
business  habits  and  educational  experience,  was  able 
to  render  efficient  aid  in  bringing  about  an  excellent 
system  of  order  and  discipline. 

He  always  retained  his  interest  in  the  institution, 
and  for  the  last  three  years  of  his  life  devoted  much 
time  and  labor  to  it,  often  visiting  it,  mingling  with 
the  scholars  at  their  exercises,  and  with  the  officers 
in  their  councils.  He  delivered  a  course  of  lectures 
on  practical  business  points  to  the  students,  which 
was  highly  appreciated.  But  his  interest  and  labors 
were  especially  directed  to  the  Scriptural  instruction 
of  the  students,  and  he  had  much  to  do  in  bringing 
about  the  thorough  attention  to  that  branch  of  study 
which  now  characterizes  Earlham  College.  His  labors 
were  thoroughly  appreciated  by  the  faculty  and  super- 
intendent, and  they  bore  unqualified  testimony  to 
their  great  loss  by  his  death.  Yet  whilst  teaching 
others,  he  neglected  not  his  own  family,  but  com- 
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jbeno3cl  with  their  earliest  years  to  instruct  his  obil- 
fereo  from  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and,  as  soon  as  they 
Were  old  enough,  almost  daily  required  them  to  read 
portions  and  answer  questions  upon  them.  lie  intro- 
duced, too,  about  this  period,  1823,  the  practice  of 
daily  reading  the  Holy  Scriptures  in  his  family,  in  a 
collective  capacity  with  a  devotional  pause.  lie  made 
it  an  invariable  rule,  that  not  only  his  own  children, 
but  all  his  household,  including  those  in  his  employ, 
or  temporarily  sojourning  with  him,  should  be  pre- 
sent on  these  occasions ;  and  his  children  look  back 
to  them  as  a  marked  feature  in  the  family,  and  as 
having  exerted  a  very  useful  influence.  In  the  year 
1S'27,  although  then  a  young  man,  less  than  twenty- 
nine  years  of  age,  he  was  appointed  clerk  of  Indiana 
Yearly  Meeting,  a  position  he  continued  to  fill  for 
thirty-one  years,  never,  during  that  time,  missing  a 
single  sitting.  In  1829  he  gave  up  the  employment 
of  teaching,  and  embarked  in  mercantile  business  in 
the  village  of  Milton.  In  this  change  he  felt  the  ne- 
cessity for  great  watchfulness  and  care,  lest  he  should 
by  any  imprudent  step  bring  dishonor  upon  the  cause 
of  Truth.  He  set  out  with  the  most  scrupulous  sense 
of  the  obligation  of  contracts,  and  with  a  determina- 
tion to  make  no  engagements  which  he  could  not 
promptly  meet;  to  observe  strict  integrity  and  justice 
in  his  dealings;  and  in  every  respect  to  do  as  he 
would  be  done  by.  Holding  that  we  owe  to  God  all 
our  blessings,  and  that  godliness  is  profitable  for  all 
things,  having  the  promise  of  the  life  that  now  is,  as 
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Well  as  that  which  is  to  come :  he  made  it  a  rule  not 
to  let  business  interfere  with  his  religious  engage- 
ments, but  to  seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God,  with  the 
full  assurance  that  all  things  necessary  would  be 
added.  He  often,  in  later  life,  bore  testimony  to  the 
truthfulness  of  this  position,  and  to  the  fact  that  God 
had  abundantly  fulfilled  His  promise.  Feeling  the 
obligation  he  was  under  in  purchasing  goods  on  cre- 
dit to  supply  his  store  to  be  burdensome  to  him,  in 
1833  he  connected  himself,  by  a  satisfactory  arrange- 
ment with  a  wholesale  house  in  Cincinnati,  where  he 
was  entirely  easy  as  to  any  deht.  Here  his  efforts 
succeeded  beyond  his  anticipations,  and  the  prospect 
of  speedily  accumulating  wrealth  was  before  him.  But 
as  business  increased,  it  required  so  large  a  portion  of 
his  time,  and  so  fully  occupied  his  mind,  as  to  pre- 
vent him  from  devoting  himself  to  religious  objects  so 
much  as  he  desired.  This,  together  with  the  impres- 
sion that  his  family  could  be  more  readily  trained  to 
a  religious  life  in  the  country,  caused  him  to  accept  a 
position,  wThich  was  tendered  him  in  the  fall  of  1834, 
as  cashier  of  the  Branch  of  the  State  Bank  of  Indiana 
at  Eichmond,  a  new  institution  then  about  com- 
mencing. This  movement  was  not  made  without 
deep  though tfulness  and  prayer;  and  although  it  led 
to  a  sacrifice  of  prospects  of  greater  gain,  he  ever  felt 
that  the  hand  of  Divine  Providence  was  in  the  open- 
ing, and  that  it  resulted  in  good  to  himself  and  his 
family.  In  the  year  1844  he  passed  through  one  of 
those  seasons  of  deep  mental  conflict  which  some- 
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times  overtake  the  Christian,  and  are  intended  for 
his  farther  purification  and  refinement.    His  soul 
was  poured  out  repeatedly  in  strong  cries  and  prayers 
to  Grod;  daily  and  often  during  the  day  much  time 
was  spent  in  retirement  and  prayer.  Finally  faith  ob- 
tained the  victory,  and  he  came  out  further  advanced 
in  the  pathway  of  holiness  ;  the  face  of  his  Heavenly 
Father  shone  upon  him,  and  his  spirit  spake  peace  to 
his  soul.    It  was  a  well-marked  era  in  his  life,  and 
made  a  strong  impression  upon  his  family  as  well  as 
himself.     In  the  year  18-46  he  was  appointed  an 
Elder.    His  thorough  knowledge  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, and  religious  weight  of  character,  rendered  him 
well  qualified  for  that  position.  With  him  it  was  not 
merely  a  nominal  office  to  which  he  had  attained 
from  negative  qualities,  a  consistent  outward  appear- 
ance, and  because  no  especial  objection  could  be 
urged  against  him.    He  had  very  clear  views  of  gos- 
pel ministry,  and  advised,  encouraged,  or  warned 
those  engaged  in  it  as  occasion  required.   He  labored 
faithfully  to  feed  the  flock  over  which  he  was  over- 
seer, and  many  remember  with  affectionate  interest 
his  kind   and  sympathetic  advice  and  his  words  of 
counsel  and  encouragement.    In  Meetings  for  Disci- 
pline he  was  especially  useful — his  clear,  sound,  and 
well- expressed  views  having  great  weight  with  his 
Friends.    His  labors  for  the  advancement  of  every 
good  cause  were  earnest  and  indefatigable  ;  his  habits 
of  system  and  order  being  eminently  useful  in  the 
practical  affairs  of  the  church.    A  few  times  in  his 
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life  he  spoke  in  Meetings  for  Worship  in  a  forcible 
and  striking  manner,  and  was  several  times  engaged 
in  visiting  families  and  individuals  to  encourage  them 
in  a  religious  life.  His  earnest  and  almost  life-long 
concern  for  the  promotion  of  First-day  schools  for 
scriptural  instruction  must  not  be  omitted.  As  early 
as  1817  he  was  one, of  a  few  young  Friends  who  were 
instrumental  in  forming  a  First-day  school  at  New 
Garden,  North  Carolina.  In  this  they  encountered 
much  opposition  from  the  opposition  of  some  good 
people  ;  however,  it  may  be  remembered  that  at  that 
early  date  the  subject  was  new,  and  many,  who  at 
first  looked  coldly  on,  afterwards  became  more  favor- 
able. On  his  removal  to  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  in  1833, 
one  of  his  first  acts  was  to  establish  the  Friends' 
First-day  school,  of  which  he  was  the  only  teacher, 
during  his  residence  there.  In  the  summer  of  1835 
we  find  him  at  Richmond,  Indiana,  engaged  in  this 
important  branch  of  Christian  labor,  and  in  awaken- 
ing an  interest  in  the  cause;  a  school  was  soon 
opened  there,  which  was  afterwards  taken  under 
charge  of  a  Monthly  Meeting's  committee,  and  held 
in  the  meeting-house.  In  this  school  he  performed 
the  duties  of  superintendent  for  twenty-seven  years, 
until  the  time  of  his  death.  It  is  alike  impossible 
and  unnecessary  to  follow  him  throughout  his  labors 
in  this  cause,  both  within  and  without  his  own  reli- 
gious Society,  having  continued  an  earnest  worker 
and  strenuous  supporter  of  the  cause  until  the  close 
of  his  life,  and  left,  as  a  testimony  of  his  devotion,  a 
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series  of  Scripture  Question  Books,  which  show  great 
biblical  knowledge  and  research.     He  was  instru- 
mental, in  connexion  with  other  religious  professors, 
in  establishing  Union  Sabbath  schools  in  localities 
where  there  were  none  under  the  care  of  religious 
denominations,  and  in  these  labors  instances  have 
occurred  which  have  given  evidence  that  an  especial 
blessing  rested  upon  the  work.    He  was  filled  with 
an  expansive  Christian  love,  and  believed  in  a  close 
union  of  Christian  hearts,  in  the  spread  of  the  simple 
gospel  truths;  and,  while  he  expressed  an  ardent  love 
for  his  own  church,  his  spirit  rose  above  all  sectarian 
feeling  into  the  purer  atmosphere  of  love  to  God  and 
to  his  fellow-men,  without  regard  to  name  or  condi- 
tion.   This  is  shown  in  the  following  extract  from 
Rotes  taken  of  the  last  address  he  delivered  in  public. 
|  M  Every  real  Christian  should  possess  that  love 
which  embraces  the  whole  human  iamily ;  and  any- 
thing like  an  exclusive  feeling  that  would  hinder  us 
from  uniting,  under  a  genuine  concern  for  our  own 
preservation  in  the  truth,  in  efforts  with  any  fellow- 
Christian  for  the  good  of  others,  he  was  fearful  came 
from  a  wrong  source.    Nor  is  there  any  need,  while 
laboring  in  this  spirit  outsice  our  religious  Society, 
of  compromising  our  own  precious  although  peculiar 
principle?.  As  a  people,  we  owe  a  duty  and  a  service, 
not  only  to  our  own  members,  but  to  society  at  large, 
and  it  well  becomes  us  as  Christians  to  inquire  whe- 
ther we  are  coming  up  to  our  own  line  of  duty  in  this 
respect.    He  had  often  felt  interested  in  the  establish- 
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ment  of  these  schools  without  the  pale  of  our  Society, 
and  had  sometimes  labored  therein  with  those  not  in 
profession  with  himself,  and  from  his  own  experience 
he  could  testify  that  these  efforts  had  not  lessened  his 
love  or  attachment  for  the  truth  as  professed  by 
Friends.  In  this  Christian  interest  he  would  encou- 
rage such  labors,  and  when  the  motive  to  the  work 
springs  from  a  love  to  Christ,  he  believed  a  blessing- 
would  attend  the  service."  In  allusion  to  this  dis- 
tinguishing feature  of  his  character,  a  brief  extract  is 
taken  from  a  letter,  written  after  his  decease  by  his 
highly-honored  friend  Benjamin  Seebohm  to  a  mem- 
ber of  his  family:  "No  narrow-minded,  sectarian 
spirit  was  permitted  to  mar  the  beauty  and  symmetry 
of  his  character  as  a  faithful  Friend,  and  it  is  com- 
forting to  reflect  to  what  a  large  extent  he  was  made 
the  means  of  blessing  to  the  Christian  community  to 
which  he  belonged,  while  his  sphere  of  usefulness 
was  by  no  means  confined  to  their  limits."  As  a 
further  evidence  of  this  truly  catholic  spirit,  the  fol- 
lowing passage  in  the  Memoirs  of  Elizabeth  Dudley 
delighted  him  exceedingly :  marking  the  margin,  he 
wrote,  "  Heartily  approved,"  signing  it  with  his  full 
name,  in  abroad  hand.  "  It  is  interesting  to  see  real 
heartfelt  religion  flourish  amidst  the  shades  of  differ- 
ence which  outwardly  distinguish  professing  Chris- 
tians ;  and  I  believe  more  frequent  intercourse  among 
the  spiritually-minded  of  all  denominations  would 
increase  our  toleration  for  each  other,  by  bringing 
under  the  influence  cf  that  charity  which  'seeketh 
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not  her  own,1  but  'rejoioeth  in  the  truth  wherever 
found. '  "  Much  of  his  life  was  devoted  to  the  service 
of  the  Society,  to  the  spread  of  vital  Christianity  and 
a  loving  spirit  among  its  members.  Under  appoint- 
ment of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  lie  frequently  took  long 
Journeys  to  visit  the  churches.  Within  the  last  two 
years  of  his  life,  he  thus  visited  Iowa  and  Kansas, 
besides  attending  North  Caroliua,  New  York,  and 
New  England  Yearly  Meetings.  He  was  himself  a 
strict  observer  of  the  peculiarities  of  the  Society  in 
iress  and  language,  and  brought  up  his  children  in 
conformity  to  them  ;  but  as  he  grew  older,  he  placed 
less  stress  on  these  minor  points,  and  felt  more 
earnest  in  repentance,  conversion,  change  of  heart 
and  life,  and  thorough  submissionto  the  operation 
cf  Divine  grace. 

He  feared  that  many  relied  too  much  upon  the 
minor  points,  and  neglected  the  weightier  matters  of 
the  law.  lie  often  remarked,  that  if  we  made  clean 
the  inside  of  the  cup  and  platter,  the  outside  would 
be  clean  also.  He  was  especially  concerned  in  the 
latter  part  of  his  life,  and  during  his  first  illness,  that 
those  in  more  advanced  years  and  occupying  promi- 
nent stations  in  society,  might  thoroughly  examine 
themselves,  and  seek  to  know  whether  they  had 
passed  from  death  unto  life,  and  his  kind  and  earnest 
conversations  with  some  of  this  class  were  peculiarly 
touching  and  interesting.  While  entertaining  these 
views  and  feelings  in  regard  to  his  own  religious  So- 
ciety, he  had  the  most  extended  charity  and  love  for 
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those  of  other  Christian  denominations.    He  mingled  : 
freely  with  all  such  in  promotion  of  the  great  objects 
of  life,  and  was  ever  ready  to  participate  with  them 
in  any  movement  which  he  considered  to  be  for  the  1 
good  of  his  fellow-men.    While  maintaining  tho-  | 
roughly  what  he  believed  to  be  true  Christian  doc- 
trine  as  to  the  freedom  and  spirituality  of  the  gospel  ] 
ministry,  and  the  necessity  for  Divine  aid  in  the  exer-  \ 
cise  thereof,  and  in  prayer,  he  was  careful  not  to  1 
judge  others  harshly,  though  they  differed  from  him, 
nor  to  discourage  exercises  of  that  kind  which  they 
believed  to  be  right. 

During  his  last  illness  he  received  with  much  com- 
fort the  visits  of  ministers  and  others,  members  of 
other  denominations,  and  some  seasons  of  prayer  on  || 
such  occasions  were  deeply  affecting  to  himself  and 
his  family.  His  feelings  were  simply  and  beautifully 
expressed  to  one  of  this  class :  "  While  I  love  my 
own  church  and  brethren  with  an  ardor  indescribable, 
I  love  you  all — I  lov#  all  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  because  they  love  Him."  With  an  abounding 
sense  of  his  own  infirmities  and  unworthiness,  he  felt 
that  to  the  mercy  of  God  he  owed  all  that  he  was, 
and  he  was  fearful  almost  to  a  fault,  in  laying  claim 
to  be  a  servant  of  Christ,  and  in  speaking  of  his  own  I 
spiritual  advancement.  But  his  life  was  to  those  who  ' 
were  most  acquainted  with  him  a  beautiful  exemplifi- 
cation of  the  gradual  work  of  sanctification,  and  of 
that  path  of  the  just  which  shines  more  and  more 
unto  the  perfect  day. 
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His  heart  hai  at  an  early  period  been  given  to 
God  ;  he  had  experienced  conversion,  and  showed  by 
his  after  life  and  conversation  that  his  great  object 
was  to  serve  the  Lord,  benefit  his  fellow-men,  and 
attain  finally  to  one  of  those  mansions  prepared  for 
them  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus. 

It  is  not  professed  that  he  was  clear  of  faults.  He 
was  naturally  of  an  irritable,  nervous  temperament, 
and  had  a  strong  will  to  subdue — but  he  labored 
earnestly  and  faithfully  to  this  end.  Nor  did  he  per- 
mit a  sense  of  his  own  weakness  to  prevent  his 
labors  for  the  good  of  others.  He  felt  keenly  the 
Wickedness  by  nature  of  his  own  heart,  his  constant 
liability  to  fall  into  temptation,  and  the  necessity  for 
Watchfulness  and  prayer.  With  a  clear,  strong  mind 
he  readily  grasped  a  proposition,  and  when  he  saw 
the  expediency  of  any  measure  which  he  thought 
was  for  the  good  of  the  church  or  the  world,  it  was 
difficult  for  him  to  have  sufficient  patience  with  those 
who  differed  from  him,  and  he  sometimes  pressed  his 
points  with  such  earnestness  as  to  give  him  the  ap- 
pearance of  being  overbearing.  But  he  was  ever 
ready  both  publicly  and  privately  to  confess  his 
faults,  and  frequently  poured  out  his  soul  in  prayer 
for  forgiveness  of  sins,  and  strength  to  overcome  the 
evil  of  his  nature :  for  this  he  relied  solely  on  that 
fount  which  is  opened  for  sin  and  for  uncleanness — 
the  precious  blood  of  Christ.  "With  a  keen  sense  of 
honor  and  justice  he  was  ready  to  make  amends  to 
any  whose  feelings  he  had  wounded,  or  explanation 
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to  those  who  felt  themselves  aggrieved.  Thus  he 
passed  through  life  with  fear  and  trembling,  still 
growing  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  It  was  interesting  and 
instructive  to  those  who  were  associated  with  him,  to 
note  the  progressive  development  of  his  religious  ex- 
perience, and  his  continued  steady  progress  in  the 
highway  to  holiness. 

As  further  illustrating  the  life  and  labors  of  this 
devoted  servant  of  Christ,  the  following  extracts  are 
presented  from  his  private  journal,  which  portray  his 
strong  desires  from  day  to  day  to  be  doing  his  Mas- 
ter's will,  his  earnest  craving  for  strength  from  on 
high,  and  his  deep  contrition  on  account  of  his  mis- 
steppings. 

"  12mo.  10th,  1848.— Returning  from  West  Grove 
Monthly  Meeting  we  were  hospitably  entertained  at 
the  house  of  D.  H.  We  had  a  pleasant  interview 
with  the  dear  family  at  Scripture  reading  in  the 
evening.  After  some  time  in  silence,  I  addressed  first 
the  young  people  and  children  in  a  simple  way,  and 
then  the  parents ;  and  had  much  peace  in  going  to 
bed  under  the  feeling  which  attended. 

25th. — Many  very  serious  considerations  to-day.  It 
it  designated  as  the  day  upon  which  the  Saviour  of 
the  world  was  born.  The  event  was  a  glorious  one 
beyond  all  expression.  "  God  so  loved  the  world 
that  He  gave  His  only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever 
believeth  on  Him  should  not  perish  but  have  eternal 
life."    Eternal  life !  what  a  consideration  !    And  just 
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to  think  of  our  lost  and  miserable  condition  without 
our  Saviour's  love  !  A  lively  sense  of  unutterablo 
gffttitllde  should  rill  our  hearts  for  the  great  mercy  of 
(1  d  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  May  I  ever 
think  of  it ;  and  may  it  have  a  marked  inlluence  over 
my  conduct,  and  my  life.  And  as  the  time  rapidly 
approaches,  when  it  will  he  infinitely  beyond  every 
other  ei moderation,  to  bo  found  in  Christ  among 
them  that  are  saved,  may  I  more  and  more  yield  to 
be  His  servant  in  truth  and  sincerity  now,  and  seek 
to  be  more  thoroughly  under  Ilis  kingdom  and 
government.  May  the  Lord  help  mo  with  His  Holy 
Spirit,  and  may  my  faith  and  obedience  be  increased. 

Bmo,  2d,  1849. — This  is  the  day  on  which  my  dear 
wife  and  I  were  united  in  marriage,  at  New  Garden, 
in  North  Carolina,  in  the  year  1820,  now  twenty-nine 
years  ago.  This  was  a  movement  so  deeply  interest- 
ing to  hoth  of  us,  aud  so  momentous  in  its  conse- 
quences as  connected  with  our  happiness  in  this  pre- 
sent life,  that  it  comes  into  my  mind  very  frequently 
at  other  times  in  the  year,  when  the  date  is  brought 
into  view.  I  have  ever  regarded  our  matrimonial  con- 
nexion as  one  of  Divine  ordering ;  have  esteemed 
marriage  as  honorable  in  all,  when  rightly  entered 
into ;  and  many  have  been  my  grateful  feelings  that 
a  good  Providence  brought  us  together.  I  have  al- 
ways looked  upon  the  gift  to  me  to  be  one  of  those 
precious  blessings  for  which  I  ought  to  be  continually 
thankful.  The  day  passed  away  in  a  good  degree  of 
comfort,  and  the  evening  was  spent  as  part  of  many 
4* 
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others  lately  have  been,  in  hearing  my  dear  Naomi 
read  in  the  Memoirs  of  Maria  Fox.  It  seems  to  me 
that  some  of  the  experience  related  in  that  journal, 
which  was  read  this  evening,  is  exactly  my  own. 

6mo.  26th. — Having  been  appointed  by  our  last 
Yearly  Meeting,  one  of  a  committee  to  meet  in  con- 
ference with  like  committees  of  other  Yearly  Meet- 
ings at  Baltimore,  on  Second  day,  the  9th  of  7th  mo., 
the  subject  has  been  weightily  upon  my  mind  for  a 
considerable  time.  The  fearful  prevalence  of  the 
cholera  at  Cincinnati,  the  prospect  that  it  may  soon 
be  here,  my  own  feebleness  of  body,  the  stripped  con- 
dition in  which  we  must  leave  our  dear  girls,  the 
burdens  that  must  come  upon  my  dear  Charles,  in 
consequence  of  my  absence,  and  perhaps  many  other 
causes,  appear  to  discouragejcne  ;  besides  I  have  very 
little,  if  any,  sense  of  advantage  to  Society,  which  can 
result  from  my  attendance.  I  must  however  leave 
that,  and  after  fully  considering  and  reconsidering,  I 
think  I  shall  feel  most  in  my  duty,  and  most  easy  to 
give  up  to  set  off,  and  endeavor  to  be  resigned  as  to 
the  result. 

7mo.  8th,  Baltimore,  First  day. — Last  evening  and 
this  morning  I  have  met  with  most  of  the  dear 
Friends  who  are  in  attendance  here  from  the  several 
Yearly  Meetings  on  committees  of  conference. 
Meeting  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.  An  interesting  meeting. 
Our  friend  Ki chard  Mott,  of  New  York,  spoke  at 
considerable  length  in  the  ministry,  beginning  with 
the  text,  "  And  the  Lord  shut  him  in,"  Gen.  7c,  16 v. 
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9th,  Second  day. — This  day  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.,  our 
several  committees  of  conference  met  together  at 
Friends'  meeting-house  in  Baltimore.  The  meeting 
was  very  solemn,  and  I  believe  all  the  members  felt 
low  and  humble,  greatly  desiring  preservation  and 
right  direction.  Richard  Mott  offered  prayer.  After 
a  suitable  timo  of  silence,  business  was  proposed.  I 
was  appointed  clerk  fur  the  day,  and  the  meeting 
fairly  opened  by  reading  the  several  minutes  of  ap- 
pointment, and  calling  the  names. 

The  following  Friends  were  present :  From  New 
York — Richard  Mott,  Thomas  Willis,  lienry  Rown- 
tree,  Richard  Carpenter,  William  F.  Mott,  Samuel  F. 
Mott,  James  Brown,  and  James  Congdon.  (Three 
of  their  committee  not  here.)  From  New  England — 
Rowland  Greene,  John  Osborne,  John  D.  Lang, 
Stephen  A.  Chase,  David  Buffum,  Samuel  Boyd 
Tobey,  John  Meader,  Samuel  Taylor,  Jr.,  and  Samuel 
Boyce.  From  Indiana — George  Carter,  Elijah  Coffin, 
Thomas  Evans,  Eleazer  Bales,  and  Henry  Wilson. 
(Four  of  our  committee  not  here.)  From  Baltimore 
— Hugh  Balderston,  Richard  H.  Thomas,  Samuel 
Worthington,  Joseph  King,  Jr.,  Nathaniel  C.  Cren- 
shaw, Jonah  Sands,  William  A.  Thomas,  John  Scott, 
Isaac  Brooks,  and  Joel  Cook.  (J.  C.  did  not  arrive 
until  next  morning.)  From  North  Carolina — Aaron 
Stalker,  Thomas  Kennedy,  James  Peelle,  Richard 
Me  ^denhall,  Nereus  Mendenhall,  and  Joshua  Stanley. 
Our  dear  friends,  Benjamin  Seebohm,  and  Robert 
Lindsay,  from  England,  being  in  the  city,  and  having 
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come  here  under  religious  concern  to  attend  the  con- 
ference, it  was  agreed  that  they  should  be  invited  to 
attend.  After  some  discussion,  and  the  appointment; 
of  a  committee  to  propose  a  clerk,  the  conference 
adjourned  until  four  o'clock  P.  M.  At  the  meeting  in 
the  afternoon,  our  dear  friends  aforenamed  were  pre-  ■ 
sent,  and  their  company  is  expected  hereafter.  After 
considerable  discussion,  on  various  interesting  sub- 
jects, a  committee  was  appointed  to  take  them  more 
fully  into  consideration,  and  the  conference  adjourned ! 
until  ten  o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 

10th. — A  report  was  received  this  morning,  which 
brought  the  state  of  Society  plainly  to  view.  After 
much  communication,  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
prepare  a  document  to  be  submitted  with  our  report 
to  the  Yearly  Meetings,  respectively  that  appointed 
us. 

12th. — In  the  afternoon  to-day  the  document  was 
adopted ;  also  ajfull  report,  with  entire  unanimity. 

After  the  rise  of  the  conference,  which  closed'in 
great  solemnity  and  much  brotherly  affection,  we 
parted,  and  several  Friends  set  off  homeward  by  the 
evening  train. 

lOmo.  10th. — My  mind  is  frequently  turned  to  think 
of  the  mercies  of  the  Lord,  and  to  crave  Hi  s  favor 
and  blessing.  I  have  felt  low,  and  as  if  I  am  not  all 
I  ought  to  be.  To  have  one's  whole  life  and  man- 
ners made  conformable  to  the  sweet  spirit  of  the  gos- 
pel of  peace,  is  indeed  a  great  consideration  ;  yet  de- 
sirable beyond  anything  here  below.    I  have  not  felt 
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entirely  clear  in  my  mind  ;  a  fear  and  something  like 
i  conviction  baa  attended  me,  at  times,  that  I  lack 
ttrach,  very  much,  and  I  have  looked  forward  to  the 
prospect  that  some  affliction  might  he  permitted  to 
overtake  me.  My  desire  is  very  great  that  I  might 
be  better  prepared  for  whatever  may  he  allowed  to 
come  ;  and  O !  that  Divine  mercy  and  goodness  may 
be  with  me  all  the  days  of  my  life. 

5mo.  30th,  1850. — Meeting  for  Sufferings.  Several 
important  matter-  were  disposed  of  in  harmony,  and 
to  satisfaction.  Having  long  felt  a  lively  desire  for 
increased  concern  and  energy  among  our  members  in 
the  several  meetings  in  the  procuring,  reading,  and 
circulating  of  suitable,  sound,  approved  books  and 
tracts,  on  the  history,  faith,  and  doctrines  of  our  reli- 
gious Society,  and  also  on  religious,  moral,  and  scien- 
tific subjects,  and  that  our  libraries  might  be  revived, 
increase  1,  and  rendered  more  useful,  I  was  engaged 
to  lay  t'ie  subject  fully  open  before  our  Meeting  for 
Sufferings.  The  meeting  entered  into  the  concern  in 
a  lively  manner,  and  a  large  committee  was  appointed 
thereon,  which  was  a  great  satisfaction  to  me.  They 
are  to  report  at  next  meeting." 

The  expression  of  this  concern  which  had  for  some 
time  engaged  the  serious  attention  of  Elijah  Coffin, 
resulted  in  the  organization  of  the  Central  Book  and 
Tract  Committee  of  Indiana  Yearly  Meeting,  in  the 
management  of  which  he  took  an  increasing  interest, 
and  of  which  he  served  as  clerk  during  the  remainder 
of  his  life. 
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A  few  days  before  his  close,  he  dictated  the  follow- 
ing  affectionate  address,  to  wit : 

To  the  Central  Book  and  Tract  Committee — 
My  Dear  Friends — My  soul  glows  in  the  most ; 
tender  warmth  of  affection  toward  you,  individually 
and  collectively,  and  as  a  small  testimonial  of  myi 
love  and  remembrance  and  near  fellowship,  after 
many  years'  labor  in  connexion  with  yourselves,  I 
wish  to  make  you  a  donation  of  a  few  articles  of  fur- 
niture for  your  office.  Then,  as  I  believe,  in  a  mea- 
sure of  the  love  of  Christ,  I  bid  you  affectionately 
farewell,  desiring  your  prosperity  in  the  cause  in 
which  we  have  been  engaged,  and  your  perseverance 
in  the  good  work,  hoping  the  Lord  may  add  his 
blessing. 

Elijah  Coffin. 

Eichmond,  12th  mo.  26,  1861. 

The  annexed  minute  adverting  to  his  decease,  and 
adopted  at  the  Meeting  of  the  Committee,  held  First 
month  27,  1862,  a  few  days  after  his  dissolution, 
gives  expression  to  the  feelings  of  its  members,  and 
will  furnish  a  proof  of  the  estimation  in  which  his 
services  were  held. 

"  We  have  met  this  morning  under  feelings  of  no 
ordinary  character.  Our  beloved  clerk  and  cor- 
respondent is  no  more;  he  who  has  served  the  cause 
in  which  we  are  engaged  so  faithfully,  even  since  the 
organization  of  the  Committee,  has  left  a  vacancy 
that  we  feel  cannot  easily  be  filled.   .It  is  not  only  on 
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account  of  his  services  as  Clerk  and  Correspondent, 
but  his  labors  in  writing,  selecting,  and  correcting  of 
tracts ;  tbe  superintendency  of  printing,  and  bis  gene- 
ral oversight  of  the  whole  concern,  together  with 
tbat  hearty  good  cheer  in  which  he  ever  met  us  at 
our  Quarterly  Meetings,  that  we  feel  our  loss  so 
keenly.  May  we  be  increasingly  stimulated  to  a  faith- 
ful discharge  of  the  work  which  lay  so  near  bis  heart." 

We  again  quote  from  bis  journal — 

M  6mo.,  22d. — After  a  long  time  of  dry  weather, 
we  have  been  blessed  since  last  date  with  very  fine 
and  refreshing  rains,  which  have  revived  the  droop- 
ing vegetation,  and  cheered  the  spirits  of  the  husband- 
men. We  ought  to  remember  that  every  good  gift, 
whether  temporal  or  spiritual,  comes  to  us  through 
the  favor  of  Him  whose  Providence  rules  through  all 
His  works,  and  that  gratefulness  and  thankfulness  of 
heart  are  ever  due  to  Him,  without  whose  favor 
what  would  our  lives  be  !  Another  great  blessing  is 
now  generally  enjoyed  in  this  country,  calling  for 
gratitude  and  acknowledgment;  that  is,  the  blessing 
of  general  good  health. 

11  mo.  17th. — I  do  not  forget  to-day  I  am  fifty- 
two  years  old.  It  is  a  very  solemn  thing  to  consider 
how  time  and  the  period  allotted  to  us  in  this  state 
of  existence,  passes  away.  I  feel  that  much  evil  is 
near  me,  and  that  many  temptations  press  hard  upon 
me,  and  such  is  my  weakness  and  frailty,  that  I  feel 
discouragement  at  times,  under  a  humiliating  sense 
of  my  unworthiness  and  shortcoming ;  yet  do  I  not, 
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entirely,  lose  my  faith  and  hope,  and  have  some- 
times to  rejoice  with  thanksgiving,  for  the  evidences 
of  Divine  love  and  mercy  which  are  granted  to  me. 
I  mourn  that  I  am  not  more  thoroughly  consistent 
and  perfect,  for  why  should  I  not  follow  Him  in 
whom  I  have  confidence,  under  whom  I  have  en- 
listed, and  who  all  the  time  gives  me  more  "than  I 
could  pretend  to  deserve  ?  Let  my  faith  and  confi- 
dence increase,  and  may  best  help  be  afforded  me  to 
be  at  all  times,  and  under  all  circumstances,  a  Chris- 
tian indeed.  0 !  the  blessedness  of  that  situation,  of 
being  an  Israelite,  indeed,  in  whom  is  no  guile ! 

Imo.  12th,  1851. — Another  week  of  engagement  in 
my  regular  business.  I  have  met  with  perplexities, 
in  which  I  have  not  maintained  the  Christian  cha- 
racter with  that  kind  of  dignity  which  afforded  me 
as  much  satisfaction  as  I  could  desire.  I  must  still 
strive  to  become  better  as  I  grow  older. 

6mo.  13th. — Our  favorite  dog,  that  for  several  years 
has  been  so  useful,  and  has  shown  toward  me  an  at- 
tachment so  faithful  and  strong,  was  found  dead 
under  one  of  our  trees  this  morning.  This  may 
serve  to  impress  upon  one's  mind  renewedly  and  for- 
cibly, that  the  things  here  are  transitory,  and  that 
our  outward  gifts,  however  much  esteemed,  are  not 
to  remain  with  us.  The  coming  close  of  our  own 
earthly  pilgrimage  may  be  hinted  to  us  by  the 
changes  which  take  place  around  us." 

The  above  entry  brings  to  view  a  trait  of  character 
for  which  Elijah  Coffin  was  well  known— his  kind- 
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1089  to  the  brute  creation,  and  love  for  animals.  On 
the  occasion  alluded  to,  his  children  well  recollect 
Ming  him  shod  tears  at  the  loss  of 'his  faithful  and 
"  favorite  dog."  It  was  equally  shown  in  his  care 
for  a  horse  or  cow  which  he  owned.  Ho  rarely  sold 
either.  A  bone  which  he  had  owned  for  many 
years,'and  which  was  too  old  to  be  of  much  value,  he 
requested  at  his  death,  to  be  provided  wTith  a  home 
'where  he  would  be  cared  for  and  not  abused.  Elijah 
Collin  was  a  striking  exemplification  of  the  proverb, 
"  a  righteous  man  regardeth  the  life  of  his  beast." 

mo.  17th,  1852. — My  reflections  this  day  are  of  a 
solemn  character.  I  am  now  fifty-three  years  old. 
Year  after  year  glides  rapidly  away,  and  it  is  a  very 
serious  thought  that  each  one  brings  me  nearer  to 
the  end  of  my  journey  in  this  world.  Eternity ! 
what  a  solemn  thought !  "  I  cannot  go  where  uni- 
versal Love  smiles  not  around."  Yet  I  fear  that  I 
am  not  deep  enough,  not  sufficiently  and  thoroughly 
practical  as  a  Christian ;  too  superficial,  not  possessed 
of  enough  of  that  enduring  faith,  that  certain  confi- 
dence which  I  desire,  assuredly  to  be  with  me  when 
the  departing  hour  shall  come.  I  acknowledge  that 
I  have  hope  in  the  Divine  mercy,  and  I  am  some- 
times encouraged  by  an  assurance  of  having,  in  my 
heart,  the  love  of  the  brethren.  0!  may  I  grow 
deeper  in  religious  experience ;  may  my  faith  and 
thorough  obedience  be  increased. 

2mo.  26th,  1853. — I  have  been  closely  engaged  with 
my  ordinary  vocation.    Often  has  my  mind  been 
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turned  to  crave  Divine  assistance  and  the  good  help  v 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  keep  me  out  of  evil,  and  enable  m 
me  to  live  the  life  of  a  Christian .  Having  made  oc-  r 
casional  misses  for  the  want  of  continued  watchful  ?.: 
obedience  and  devotedness,  much  uneasiness  and  pain  is 
have  been  the  result.  But  the  Divine  goodness  is 
to  be  commemorated  for  that  I  have  been  blessed  u 
with  so  many  comforts,  both  spiritual  and  temporal. 

llmo.  17th. — Another  year  is  now  added  to  my  life,    i  • 
Time  will  soon  pass,  and  eternity  will  follow.    O  L 
Lord!  I  pray  for  the  forgiveness  of  every  sin,  the  > 
wiping  out  of  every  blot.    u  Create  in  me  a  clean  ■■, 
heart,  and  renew  a  right  spirit  within  me."    O  !  in-  i 
crease  my  faith,  and  help  me  to  increase  and  abound  t 
in  love  to  Thee  and  to -my  fellow-men  ;  enable  me  to  u 
be  more  and  more  grateful  for  Thy  unspeakable  love, 
condescension,  and  mercy,  through  my  ever  blessed  I 
Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  in  that  Thou  still  ( 
visitest  me  with  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  Thy  love,  Thy  v 
mercy,  and  Thy  blessings,  spiritual  and  temporal.    0 1  T 
help  me  in  my  many  weaknesses,  keep  me  from 
temptation,  and  deliver  me  from  evil,  as  in  Thy  great 
goodness  Thou  mayest  see  meet.    Help  me  to  feel 
effectualiy  that  the  Holy  name  of  the  Lord  is  ever 
worthy  of  eternal  adoration ! 

lmo.  25,  1856. — A  vision  in  my  sleep  last  night.  :. 
My  father,  in  conversation  with  me  concerning  my 
religious  condition  (perfectly  natural,  without  any 
appreciation  on  my  part,  of  his  being  long  since  de- 
ceased) brought  borne  to  me  in  a  concise  way,  that  , 
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my  conduct  was  not  right  in  tho  Divine  sight,  having 
reference  to  the  fretful  manner  in  whioh  I  sometimes 
speak  to  others  in  business  at  tho  counter,  and  sup- 
ported his  remark  by  the  evidence  of  a  quiet  man,  a 
disinterested  witness  against  me,  and  I  saw  no  place 
of  eseape  from  the  gnilt  and  condemnation.  I  awoke 
under  a  strong  impression  of  humiliation. 

0  LorC,  I  erave  Thy  mercy  !  I  crave  Thy  forgive- 
ness of  my  sins !  Grant  to  me  ability  to  pray  avail- 
ably for  pardon,  through  Jesus  Christ  and  for  His 
sake.  Now,  whatever  may  ho  my  pretence  and  pro- 
fession as  to  religion,  if  others  see  in  my  countenance, 
and  in  my  conduct,  and  hear  in  my  words  and  tone, 
what  does  not  correspond  with  my  profession,  where 
am  I  in  their  view  ?  "Where  am  I  really,  by  the  im- 
partial standard?  Is  not  my  vision  too  true?  Am 
I  not  short  in  doing  as  I  ought,  to  complete  the 
Christian  character  which  I  profess,  to  fill  the  station 
which  I  occupy,  and  the  just  expectation  of  others 
who  look  for  it  from  me  ? 

4mo.  2. — Our  boarding-school  has  been  attended 
by  about  one  hundred  aud  twenty-five  students 
during  the  session  just  closed.  I  have  been  taking 
an  interest  in  promoting  a  more  efficient  course  of 
scriptural  instruction  by  visits  to  the  school  at  large, 
in  classes,  and  before  the  committee.  A  kind  regard 
has  been  had  towards  my  suggestions,  and  I  believe, 
now  that  the  session  has  come  to  its  close,  that  there 
has  been  considerable  substantial  improvement  in  this 
valuable  and  necessary  part  of  education 
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6mo.  5. — Oar  First-day  School  has  been  progress- 
ing to  good  satisfaction,  the  average  attendance  has 
been  about  one  hundred.  Truly  an  interesting  com- 
pany. May  we  be  helped  to  go  out  and  come  in 
rightly  before  them. 

.3 mo.  12,  1858. — I  have  lately  read  "Trench  on 
Bible  Bevision,"  which  I  have  found  interesting  and 
informing.  The  subject  is  treated  of  learnedly,  yet 
moderately  and  with  candor  and  fairness.  My  wife 
and  I  have  been  reading  together  of  evenings,  u  The 
Higher  Christian  Life,"  by  Dr.  Boardman,  and  find  it 
a  lively,  experimental,  and  instructive  work.  We  do 
not  agree,  of  course,  with  his  views  on  war,  and  on 
some  minor  points,  but  esteem  his  work  as  pervaded 
with  a  high-toned  spirit  of  vital  Christianity.  I  have 
been  for  some  time  past  engaged  in  preparing  a  volume 
of  "  Scripture  Exercises  "  for  the  higher  classes  of 
students,  to  follow  Matthew,  Mark,  and  Genesis,  em- 
bracing the  gospels  of  Luke  and  John  in  harmony, 
with  copious  references  to  other  parts  of  Scripture, 
particularly  to  Matthew  and  Mark,  also  with  expla- 
natory notes. 

lOmo.  2. — Yearly  Meeting.  First-day.  Two  very 
large  meetings  for  public  worship  were  held  as  usual. 
Then  in  the  evening,  a  meeting  on  the  subject  of 
First-day  Schools  for  Scriptural  instruction.  It  was 
concluded  to  recommend  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  to 
appoint  a  special  committee  on  that  subject. 

The  proposition  received  a  favorable  response,  and 
a  large  committee  was  appointed  to  have  the  care  of 
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that  interesting  subject,  "  for  the  further  advancement 
of  the  cause,  and  for  greater  efficiency  of  action  upon 
it  in  the  subordinate  meetings."  The  event  of  a  First- 
day  school  association  becoming  a  part  of  the  regular 
business  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  was  regarded  by  Eli- 
jah Ooihn  with  no  ordinary  emotion,  he  having  been 
one  of  the  first  to  suggest  the  expediency  of  such  a 
measure. 

lmo.  10,  18G0. — We  hear  to-day  of  the  decease  of 
our  dear  and  valued  friend  Dr.  Richard  H.  Thomas, 
of  Baltimore.  He  was  indeed  a  brother  beloved,  to 
whom  my  heart  was  greatly  attached  in  the  bonds  of 
Christian  unity  and  fellowship.  He  was  one  of  those 
members  of  the  church  who  understood  the  doctrines 
of  Christianity,,  and  who  was  a  Christian  from  expe- 
rience, knowing  the  realities  of  religion  by  its  practi- 
cal operation.  I  feel  great  confidence  that  he  has 
entered  into  rest,  and  that  he  is  receiving  the  end  of 
his  faith,  even  the  salvation  of  his  soul.  The  church 
on  earth  has  lost  in  him  a  valuable  member,  and  his 
personal  friends  a  dear  and  affectionate  brother. 

2 mo,  30  and  31. — Having  undertaken  to  visit  the 
families  in  Sevastopol,  a  suburban  village  near  Kich- 
mond,  to  ascertain  the  state  of  supply  of  Holy  Scrip- 
tures among  them,  these  two  days  were  partly  occu- 
pied with  that  service.  Fifty-three  families  were 
visited,  and  those  who  were  not  supplied  were  fur- 
nished, except  four  destitute  Eoman  Catholic  families, 
who  declined  to  be  supplied.  Tracts  were  distributed 
at  most  places. 
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10mo,  7.  Yearly  Meeting,  First-day.— Solemn 
meetings  were  held,  one  at  ten  a.m.,  and  the  other  at  | 
three  p.m.  as  usual.  Then  at  seven  p.m.  a  meeting 
for  worship  was  held  by  and  for  the  youth,  at  their 
proposal,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 
The  lower  floor  of  the  large  meeting-house  was 
closely  filled,  and  some  went  into  the  gallery,  the 
number  was  probably  not  less  than  2000.  It  was  a 
remarkable  season,  which  continued  until  twelve 
o'clock,  or  five  hours.  The  meeting  was  very  solemn, 
a  large  number  offered  prayer  who  had  not  before 
done  so  in  a  public  manner,  and  a  confident  hope  is 
entertained  that  many  were  incited  to  a  more  earnest 
consideration  of  the  things  appertaining  to  everlast- 
ing life.  "Bless  the  Lord,  0  my  soul !  and  all  that 
is  within  me,  bless  His  holy  name I"  was  the  over- 
flowing exercise  of  many  hearts.  The  Lord  was 
pleased  in  His  goodness  to  be  there,  and  this  memo- 
rable time  cannot  be  soon  forgotten. 

9th  and  10th. — Our  very  dear  children  all  left  daring 
the  week  for  htheir  respective  homes.  We  had  a 
solemn  family  meeting  together  in  our  parlor  on  the 
evening  of  the  9th,  a  time  of  much  prayer. 

24th.  Monthly  Meeting. — A  minute  was  granted 
my  wife  to  attend  the  Yearly  Meeting  in  North  Caro- 
lina, also  one  to  me  as  her  companion.  Our  daughter 
Miriam  goes  with  us.  I  also  go  as  a  deputation  from 
our  Yearly  Meeting  to  theirs,  to  examine  more  fully 
into  the  embarrassing  debt  of  their  boarding-school." 

Neither  time  nor  circumstances  had  dissolved  the 
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attachments  that  Elijah  Coffin  had  for  the  place  of 
his  birth.  With  mingled  sensations  of  pleasure  and 
sadness,  he  once  more  visited,  in  company  with  his 
■wife  and  daughter,  M.  A.  R.,  the  scenes  of  his  youth- 
ful days.  It  was  an  event  of  solemn  and  melancholy 
interest  to  them.  Near  forty  years  had  elapsed  since 
they  left  that  country,  and  they  had  returned  but 
once.  At  the  time  of  their  removal,  the  Quarterly 
Meeting  was  large,  and  many  valuable  ministers  be- 
1  to  it ;  now  it  was  very  small,  and  the  few  who 
were  left  were  discouraged,  and  many  of  them  were 
anxious  to  leave.  The  soil  had  become  impoverished, 
and  the  country  generally,  from  being  pleasant  and 
desirable,  had  become  desolate  and  lonely,  the  result 
of  slavery.  The  tender  emotions  of  the  heart  of  Eli- 
jah Coffin  were  easily  vibrated,  as  he  recalled  the 
scenes  through  which  he  had  passed  during  his  earlier 
years,  and  which  now  so  sadly  bore  the  marks  of 
time.  In  allusion  to  this  visit  a  friend  writes :  u  We 
had  some  interesting  walks  around  the  meeting-house 
ground  where  his  youth  was  spent  and  his  first  labors 
in  the  church  were  entered  upon.  On  one  of  these 
occasions  I  remarked  that  he  seemed  to  be  sent  back 
at  an  eventful  day  to  resume  his  position,  as  though  the 
link  had  never  been  broken.  He  pressed  my  hand  with 
his  usual  affection,  while  tears  fell  silently  from  him." 

TTe  again  quote  from  his  journal : 

"  The  Monthly  Meeting  was  small,  only  20  males 
and  13  females,  young  and  old,  present,  very  few  of 
whom  were  active  members. 
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11  mo.  3.— At  eleven  o'clock  a.m.  attended  the 
North  Carolina  Yearly  Meeting  of  Ministers  and 
Elders  at  Deep  Elver,  about  43  men  and  25  women 
being  present — a  good  meeting. 

4th.  First-day. — At  eleven  o'clock  a.m.  the  Yearly 
Meeting  for  worship  convened,  having  about  600  to 
700  persons  in  attendance. 

6th.—  This  is  the  day  of  the  Presidential  election. 

When  the  Yearly  Meeting  convened,  it  was  unitedly 
agreed  that  in  consideration  of  the  great  blessings  of 
enlightened  civilization  and  good  government,  under 
which  it  has  been  our  happy  privilege  to  live,  the 
obligations  of  gratitude  which  we  owe  to  the  great 
Kuler  of  Nations  on  that  account,  and  the  great 
struggle  now  in  progress  in  our  beloved  country,  we 
should  unite  in  solemn  worship  and  prayer  to  the 
Almighty  that  he  might  continue  his  blessings  and 
overrule,  according  to  His  will,  all  affairs  for  the  good 
and  happiness  of  the  nation.  The  men  and  women 
Friends  accordingly  spent  about  an  hour  and  a  half 
together  in  worship  and  prayer.  It  was  indeed  a 
very  solemn  time.  Then  proceeded  with  business 
as  usual.  By  the  reports  on  spirituous  liquors  which 
were  read  to-day,  it  appeared  that  there  were  1361 
members  over  eighteen  years  of  age  who  are  clear  of 
the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  drink,  81  who  use 
it,  and  71  not  inquired  of,  making  in  all  1513  mem- 
bers over  eighteen  years  of  age.  If  we  add  to  this  524 
children  under  eighteen,  reported  by  the  education 
committee,  we  have  the  number  of  2037  as  the  total

number  of  members  of  North  Carolina  Yearly  Meet- 
ing. But  several  of  the  Quarterlies  were  deficient  in 
reporting  the  number  of  children;  we  must  therefore 
add  probably  from  200  to  500  to  make  up  this  defi- 
ciency, so  that  the  real  total  is  probably  between 
2300  and  2400. 

17th. — To-day  I  am  sixty-two  years  old.  O  God  ! 
give  me  a  heart  more  truly  after  thee ;  increase  my 
faith  and  trust;  take  not  thy  Ifoly  Spirit  from  me; 
pardon  all  my  sins  for  Jesus1  sake  ;  pour  out  thy  Spi- 
rit upon  my  soul  plentifully,  according  to  Thy  will,  to 
promote  holiness  and  for  my  sanctification.  O  fit  me 
more  and  more  for  heaven  and  the  blessed  realities  of 
thy  people  in  glory  ;  and  when  it  shall  be  Thy  will 
that  I  shall  depart,  grant  me  admittance,  in  Thy  kind- 
ness and  mercy,  into  Thy  kingdom  above.  Much  more 
would  I  say ;  but  Thou  knowest  what  I  have  need  of, 
and  what  I  desire,  before  I  ask  Thee.  Bless  Thy  peo- 
ple and  Thy  church  everywhere.  Amen.  It  is  easier 
to  write  a  prayer  here  than  it  was  to  deliver  one 
vocally  in  the  evening  in  a  solemn  sitting  in  the 
family,  when  I  felt  much  as  if  I  ought  to  have  done 
so,  but  had  not  sufficient  faith  and  assurance,  and  yet 
I  did  not  feel  well  satisfied  afterward  with  having 
omitted  the  effort.  I  felt  a  fear  that  leanness  of  soul 
might  follow  as  a  just  consequence,  and  that  the  spi- 
rit of  prayer  might  be  taken  from  me  on  such  occa- 
sions in  future.  I  must  rely  on  the  kindness  and 
mercy  of  God  to  overlook  this  omission,  and  implore 
that  the  fear  of  man  may  be  more  and  more  taken 
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from  me,  and  a  clear  assurance  of  duty  given  to 
me. 

28th. — We  arrived  at  our  depot  just  in  time  for 
our  Monthly  Meeting,  to  which  we  made  return  of 
our  minutes.  Our  friends  received  us  with  much 
affection  and  cordiality ;  sweet  indeed  it  was  to  be 
again  at  home,  and  in  gratitude  to  our  Father  in 
heaven  I  believe  our  hearts  were  full  for  His  preserva- 
tions, kindness,  and  mercy,  with  which  we  had  been 
so  largely  favored  in  this  long  and  interesting  jour- 
ney. Thanks  be  to  God  for  the  unspeakable  gift  of 
His  Son ;  thanks  for  the  gift  and  visitation  of  the 
Holy  Spirit ;  and  thanks  for  His  goodness,  providen- 
tial care,  and  mercy  to  us  His  feeble  unworthy  crea- 
tures, who  have,  through  His  grace,  some  hungering 
and  thirsting  after  righteousness,  and  some  ardent 
desire  to  be  inheritors  of  His  kingdom. 

lmo,  1,  1861. — I  am  engaged  about  home,  and 
much  of  my  time  in  compiling  my  little  work  of 
Scripture  Exercises  on  the  Old  Testament,  to  be 
added  to  the  book  of  Genesis  and  included  with 
that  in  one  volume.  We  are  feeling  in  degree  the 
feebleness,  tenderness,  and  infirmities  of  advancing 
age;  but  my  dear  wife  and  myself  would  wish  to 
bear  in  our  hearts  deep  and  living  gratitude  and  ado- 
ration for  the  many  favors  we  enjoy  from  the  Divine 
Giver,  and  the  comforts  and  privileges  with  which 
we  are  surrounded.  For  these  may  we  ever  bless 
the  good  name  of  the  Lord ! 

We  have  been  reading  together  with  much  interest 
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the  "  Memoirs  ftnd  1  >iary  of  John  Ycardley,"  including 
an  account,  also,  of  his  amiable  and  gifted  wife,  Martha 
Yeardley,  a  work  which  has  not  failed  to  edify  us." 

Through  the  spring  and  summer  of  18G1  his  health 
became  very  feeble,  lie  made  a  journey  to  Kansas 
to  inspect  Friends'  Mission  school  there,  but  returned 
weaker  than  he  set  out.  lie  was  able  to  attend  the 
Yearly  Meeting  very  partially,  and  only  for  a  short 
time  at  once. 

lOmo.  4th. — Those  who  were  privileged  to  attend 
this  sitting  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  will  remember  the 
erect  and  wasted  form  of  him  who  had  nearly  per- 
formed his  allotted  task  on  earth,  as  he  pressed  the 
claims  of  personal  religion  upon  his  hearers  in  nearly 
the  following  language : 

i:  Our  Saviour  had  a  significant  meaning  when  he 
said,  1  Feed  my  lambs,  feed  my  sheep,'  and  the  Apos- 
tle when  he  said,  1  Feed  the[flock  of  God.'  A  proper 
concern  has  been  felt  by  many,  because  some  of  our 
youth  do  not  manifest  all  that  attachment  to  our 
principles  and  practice  which  they  desire.  A  very 
serious  inquiry  arises  why  this  should  be  so,  and  a 
deep  sense  of  our  responsibility  should  take  hold  of 
our  minds.  If  those  who  are  further  advanced  in 
years,  and  on  whom  the  weight  of  Society  mainly 
rests,  do  not  manifest  an  example  of  hearty  devoted- 
ness  to  Christ,  and  commend  that  example  by  sound, 
careful,  tender  instruction ;  if  they  do  not  through 
the  aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit  dispense  spiritual  food, 
they  cannot  exnect  a  growing  attachment  to  their 
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profession  in  the  youth.  Care  as  to  the  outward 
restraints  is  necessary  and  indispensable,  as  well  as  a 
due  regard  to  our  Christian  testimonies  of  plainness 
of  speech  and  apparel.  But  these  alone,  without 
spiritual  nourishment  and  instruction,  would  be  like 
starving  the  flock  within  the  fold  wrhich  protects  it 
from  outside  dangers.  So  if  our  youth,  on  being 
awakened  to  some  sense  of  their  spiritual  need,  on 
coming  to  hunger  and  thirst  after  righteousness,  and 
to  feel  an  interest  in  their  eternal  welfare,  should  not 
find  living  bread  at  home,  they  will  be  likely  to  seek 
for  it  elsewhere.  So  also  those  who  are  not  awak- 
ened, will  fail  to  see  anything  attractive  in  our  forms, 
except  a  refined  morality,  where  there  is  no  life  of 
religion  making  its  impression  from  those  to  whom 
they  look.  Let  us,  therefore,  be  stirred  up  to  a  due 
sense  of  our  situation  and  responsibilities.  Let  the 
love  of  Christ  and  a  hearty  devotion  appear  in  our 
lives,  and  conduct,  and  words.  Let  prayer  abound, 
not  prayer  talked  of,  but  prayer  practised  1  with  the 
spirit  and  with  the  understanding  also.'  Do  our 
children  ever  hear  us  pray  ?  Do  they  know  that  we 
ever  do  pray  ?  While  we  inadvertently  or  otherwise 
speak  slightly  of  the  prayers  of  others,  are  we  not  in 
danger  of  suppressing  right  •  exercises  in  our  youth, 
and  of  the  fearful  error  of  4  quenching  the  spirit  V 
Let  us  practise  devotional  family  reading.  The  Holy 
Scriptures  and  the  Holy  Spirit  assuredly  come  to  our 
aid.  In  all  devotional  exercises,  the  only  test  is 
whether  they  are  owned  or  attended  by  the  spirit  of 
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[Jhrist.  If  they  are,  all  opposition  proceeds  from  a 
(rrong  source.  Our  testimony  lies  against  formal  and 
ifelese  prayer.  Let  us  encourage  those  who  are  reli- 
ioasly  exercised,  and  help,  instruct,  correct,  and  lead 
brward  such  in  a  loving  spirit.  And  at  small  meet- 
ngs  where  there  may  he  little  of  the  life  of  religion, 
et  the  members  be  stirred  up  to  greater  practical 
Jevotedness  and  life  in  their  profession.  Let  their 
peetiugs  be  held  in  the  power  of  God,  and  we  believe 
hat  where  our  profession  is  commended  by  the  over- 
lowing  of  the  love  of  God,  the  attachment  of  our 
routh  and  others  will  be  secured,  and  that  Society 
md  fellowship,  and  love  and  unity,  will  grow  and 
pcrease.  We  should  also  remember  our  inherent 
md  guaranteed  privileges  of  family  worship,  either  in 
bagle  families,  or  where  others  may  join  as  a  private 
fecial  engagement.  And  families  living  remote,  or 
drile  travelling,  should  attend  to  this  solemn  duty 
md  obligation,  which  w^ould  tend  to  keep  up  the  life 
n  themselves  and  their  families,  and  commend  their 
>rofession  to  others." 

These  remarks  of  Elijah  Coffin  were  characterized 
>y  a  spirit  of  earnest  zeal  for  the  Master;  and  the 
neeting  directed  the  clerk  to  embody  them  in  the 
oinute  on  the  state  of  Society.  The  First-day, 
kmool  Conference  of  Friends  which  was  to  be  held 
it  Cincinnati  during  the  week  following  the  Yearly 
kleeting,  had  promise  of  being  an  occasion  full  of  in- 
erest  to  one  who  so  much  loved  the  cause  as  Elijah 
3offin  did,  and  although  scarcely  able  to  leave  his 
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own  threshold,  he  could  not  easily  forbear  making 
the  attempt  to  be  present.  His  family  also  did  not 
feel  satisfied  without  further  efforts  to  arrest  the  pro- 
gress of  his  disease,  and  desired  that  his  case  might 
be  examined  by  a  valued  physician  and  friend  in  that 
city. 

29th. — He  derived  benefit  while  at  Cincinnati,  by 
the  removal  of  acute  pain,  but  there  was  such  a  loss  of: 
power  on  the  part  of  the  digestive  organs,  that  the 
nutrition  received  from  his  food  was  so  totally  insuffi- 
cient, he  returned  home  in  a  confirmed  decline.  The 
nature  of  his  disease  combined  with  a  nervous  tem- 
perament, at  times  incapacitated  him  for  keeping  in 
full  subjection  all  the  natural  shades  of  his  character. 
The  enemy  was  at  times  suffered  to  lead  him  into  the 
mountain  of  temptation,  and  buffet  him  with  nervous 
irritability,  which  he  occasionally  manifested.  He 
was  frequent  in  offering  the  fervent  effectual  prayer 
that  "  availeth  much."  "  Get  thee  behind  me, 
Satan,"  was  the  language  of  his  spirit.  It  is  a 
recorded  promise,  that  "  they  who  seek  shall  find,'7 
which  was  touchingly  verified  in  the  experience  of 
this  dear  invalid.  He  who  u  was  in  all  points  tempt- 
ed like  as  we  are,"  came  "  to  succor,"  the  "  infirmi- 
ties of  the  flesh  "  were  overcome,  and  the  grace  of 
God  was  conspicuously  manifested.  > 

On  the  morning  of  the  25th  of  12ma.  he  was  ex- 
ceedingly prostrate.  His  physician  candidly  told  him 
that  if  his  system  could  not  be  aroused  1k>  could  not 
continue  long,  probably  not  more  than  forty-eight 
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hoars.  He  received  the  information  with  perfect 
calmness,  and  with  heavenly  sweetness  said,  "I 
know  it  to  be  so  from  my  feelings."  His  great  com- 
posure and  presence  of  mind  was  beyond  what  those 
around  him  could  command  ;  he  immediately  desired 
his  eldest  daughter  to  write  and  inform  bis  absent 
Children  of  his  situation,  remarking,  14  that  they  need 
not  be  taken  by  surprise."  lie  rallied  on  the  26th, 
and  by  the  time  his  three  youngest  daughters  had 
arrived,  the  prospect  of  his  immediate  dissolution 
Was  removed. 

It  was  the  first  time  that  any  of  his  children  had 
returned  to  the  parental  home  without  being  met 
by  him  at  the  gate  and  welcomed  with  his  accustom- 
ed tender  and  affectionate  greeting.  Long  after  he 
■ras  enfeebled  by  disease  he  would  totter  forth  to 
meet  them  on  their  arrival  for  a  short  visit ;  but  this 
was  for  ever  past,  and  now  they  sought  him  within 
his  own  apartment,  and  there  received  his  happy 
smile,  rinding  him  as  perfectly  natural  as  though  long 
life  was  before  him.  When  his  son  and  daughter, 
Y\~m.  H.  and  C.  E.  L.  came  to  him  he  clasped  his 
arms  around  them  and  said,  "I  wish  to  bless  the 
good  name  of  the  Lord,  who  so  abundantly  blesses 
me.  I  feel  very  comfortable  and  happy,  I  am  very 
peaceful,  and  at  times  He  grants  me  especial  favors. 
I  feel  His  love  to  flow  through  my  heart.  0  may 
we  bless  and  magnify  His  holy  name!" 

lmo.  1, 1862. — To  his  son  who  watched  by  his  bed- 
side through  this  night,  he  reviewed  the  labors  of  his 
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past  life  in  tlie  cause  of  education,  of  Sabbath 
Schools,  the  Bible  and  Tract  Societies,  &c,  and  al- 
luded particularly  to  his  labor  in  connexion  with 
Earlham  College ;  of  his  "  often  going  there  through 
cold  and  heat,  storm  and  rain,  to  lecture,  to  the  com- 
mittee meetings,  &c,  when  he  was  weak  and  in  poor 
health,"  as  "  having  been  prompted  by  his  love  for 
Christ,"  that  he  "  could  not  now  in  looking  back 
think  of  any  other  motive  that  influenced  him  to 
such  labor,"  and  ntfw,  said  he,  in  the  retrospect  they 
afford  me  "  unqualified  satisfaction,  but  I  do  not  feel 
that  they  afford  any  hope  for  salvation."  His  "  only  ', 
hope  was  through  the  precious  blood  of  Christ." 
He  then  spoke  beautifully  of  it,  saying,  "  some  object  I 
to  set  value  by  it,  I  look  for  salvation  by  none  other,  I 
prefigured  by  the  sacrifices  of  the  law,  and  by  the  : 
whole  old  dispensation,  it  is  not  our  business  to  in-  i 
quire,  why  we  are  thus  saved,  but  thankfully  to  ac-  | 
cept  the  proffered  boon  in  humility  and  confidence."  n 
He  desired  his  son  to  deliver  to  the  Sabbath  School  | 
of  which  ha  was  superintendent,  u  an  especial  mes-  i 
sage  of  love  to  the  officers,  teachers,  and  students,  : 
individually,"  adding  "  that  his  long- continued  inte-  g 
rest  in  the  cause  of  Scriptural  instruction  and  Sab- 
bath Schools,  was  unabated  to  the  last,  and  those  (. 
with  whom  he  was  more  immediately  connected  in  : 
these  labors,  he  continued  especially  to  love  with  j 
ardent  affection." 

In  speaking  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  of  which  i 
he  had  been  a  member  for  thirty-three  years,  he

said,  his  heart  was  nearly  united  in  love  to  all  its 
members,  and  he  wished  a  message  of  it  communicat- 
ed to  them,  also  to  the  various  committees  with 
which  he  was  connected,  and  to  the  officers  and 
teachers  of  Earlham  College." 

During  the  same  night  he  said  to  his  son,  u  If  I 
Could  speak  to  the  multitude  assembled  to  do  the  last 
solemn  rites  for  me  at  my  funeral,  I  would  proclaim 
to  the  utmost  extent  of  my  voice,  Glory  to  God  in 
the  highest !    Praise  the  name  of  the  Lord." 

He  bore  strong  testimony  to  the  fact  that  God 
hears  and  answers  the  prayers  of  those  who  seek 
Him,  and  his  soul  very  frequently  drew  near  to  the 
Lord.  On  one  of  these  occasions  he  supplicated  in  a 
striking  manner,  for  himself  and  wife  separately,  and 
then  for  their  children,  and  during  the  greater  part 
of  one  night,  lie  poured  forth  a  remarkable  strain  of 
thanksgiving  and  praise.  lie  often  gave  utterance  to 
expressions  of  thankfulness,  that  he  was  not  permitted 
to  be  troubled  with  doubts  and  fears,  his  faith  in  the 
efficacy  and  all-sufficiency  of  the  sacrifice  of  Christ 
never  wavering,  even  amid  the  acutest  suffering;  and 
those  who  were  privileged  to  attend  him,  were  in- 
deed witnesses  that  he  was  "  kept  by  the  power  of 
God.  through  faith  unto  salvation."  His  mental  ca- 
pacities, instead  of  being  weakened  with  the  increased 
feebleness  of  the  body,  grew  brighter  as  immortal 
glories  opened  to  him,  and  he  neared  his  eternal  rest. 
His  son,  Wm.  H.  C.;  arrived  on  the  3d  of  lmo.  He 
was  greatly  rejoiced  at  seeing  him  and  said,  "  Now 
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my  last  prayer  in  reference  to  the  things  of  this  eartln 
is  answered."  After  this  he  had  no  prayer  in  regard! 
to  the  things  of  time,  excepting  for  a  "  quiet  and  easy 
departure;"  thanksgiving  and  praise  comprising  the 
greater  part  of  what  he  said. ,  The  language  was  par- 
ticularly applicable  to  him,  w  Lord,  now  lettest  thou, 
thy  servant  depart  in  peace."  His  mind  being  de- 
lightfully quiet  and  peaceful,  his  individuality  was 
preserved  to  his  latest  hour,  and  whenever  his  pros- 
tration was  not  too  great,  he  took  an  interest  in  what- 
ever was  going  on  both  within  and  without.  He  re- 
called to  mind  the  kindness  of  one  who  was  once  as 
faithful  female  servant  in  the  household,  and  though 
she  had  not  been  in  their  employ  for  nearly  four  years, 
he  wished  her  sent  for  to  his  bedside,  expressed  to 
her  his  grateful  remembrance  of  her  services,  and  tes- 
tified his  regard  by  making  her  a  present.  He  did 
not  omit  to  avow  his  obligations  to  those  then  in  their  i 
service  in  the  same  manner,  nor  did  he  ever  receive^ 
from  them  the  smallest  attention  without  a  grateful 
expression  of  acknowledgment.  He  spoke  of  "his 3 
love  of  Christ  constraining  him  to  feel,  a  continued 
interest  in  all  labors  which  tended  to  promote  His 
kingdom  among  men,"  saying,  "  if  time  to  him  should 
be  but  for  an  hour,  he  could  not  but  feel  just  the 
same  interest  that  he  had  done."  At  one  time  he< 
said,  that  "  in  reviewing  his  past  life,  he  felt  that  he 
had  not  at  all  times  spoken  for  his  Saviour  when  it 
would  have  been  proper  for  him  to  have  done  so  ; 
that  in  his  self- examinations,  he  had  often  searched 
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to  Bee  whether  he  was  called  to  the  ministry,  but 
after  carefully  and  prayerfully  doing  so,  he  had  con- 
cluded years  since,  that  his  religious  labors  ran  in 
another  channel,  and  this  had  caused  him  to  be  back- 
ward in  speaking  in  public  assemblies  of  his  Saviour: 
he  wished  all  to  do  their  duty  in  this  respect,  as  he 
felt  that  he  had  Buffered  a  loss  for  not  more  fully 
doing  his."  lie  did  not  feel  in  the  retrospect  of  his 
life  that  its  pilgrimage  journey  had  been  a  dreary 
waste,  a  gloomy  past,  and  that  misery  exceeds  happi- 
ness here  below ;  he  had  been  u  not  slothful  in  business, 
fervent  in  spirit,  serving  the  Lord,"  and  now  as  he 
turned  back  the  pages  of  the  past,  he  saw  in  its  re- 
view, that  "  goodness  and  mercy  had  followed  him 
all  the  days  of  his  life,"  and  in  reference  to  this  he 
said  many  times,  "  This  world  is  a  beautiful  one,  it 
has  been  a  joyous  one  to  me,  and  I  have  no  anxiety 
to  leave  it,  but  feel  ready  at  my  Master's  will,  and 
have  full  faith  that  the  transition  will  be  one  of  un- 
speakable glory."  He  many  times  expressed  regrets 
that  his  bodily  weakness  was  so  great  that  it  would 
not  admit  of  more  religious  communion  with  those 
who  called  to  see  him.  It  was  when  dwelling  upon 
this,  that  he  gave  a  touching  message  to  be,  delivered 
at  his  funeral.  He  would  clasp  his  arms  about  those 
with  whom  he  had  been  associated  in  religious  and 
social  circles,  and  in  the  sweetest  manner  give  such 
parting  salutations  that  none  present  could  restrain 
their  tears.  He  almost  daily  said  to  his  friends  of  all 
denominations,  that  "  if  they  felt  the  spirit  of  prayer, 
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he  hoped  they  would  not  withhold,"  and  almost  as 
often,  prayer  flowed  through  his  chamber. 

On  third  day  afternoon  the  21st  of  Imo.,  between 
five  and  six  o'clock  in  the  evening,  he  passed  through 
intense  suffering,  attended  with  acute  pain  and  diffi- 
culty of  breathing.  On  one  of  h}s  sons  repeating  to 
him  the  text,  u  Though  I  walk  through  the  valley  and 
shadow  of  death  I  will  fear  no  evil,  for  Thou  art  with 
me,"  he  responded  by  an  expressive  look.  He  fre- 
quently inquired  whether  it  was  thought  he  was  dy- 
ing, and  said,  u  It  would  be  a  great  comfort  to  me 
now  to  depart  and  be  with  Christ."  He  had  during 
his  last  week,  frequently  expressed  this  wish,  and 
several  times  asked  his  family  if  they  could  not 
unite  with  him  in  prayer,  that  he  might  be  released. 

At  midnight  being  told  by  a  friend  who  had  remain- 
ed with  him,  that  he  thought  he  would  soon  exchange 
this  suffering  tabernacle,  for  one  of  those  glorious 
mansions  prepared  by  our  Lord  for  those  who  love 
Him,  he  replied,  "  O  yes !  I  know  it."  Soon  after 
this  his  attendants  were  changing  his  position,  when 
he  at  once  remarked,  "There,  you  have  it.  How 
delightfal  I  feel !  So  comfortable !  I  have  all  the  time 
believed  there  would  be  a  season  of  rest  for  me 
before  my  final  release,  and  now  I  am  in  it.  Bless 
the  good  name  of  the  Lord  for  it."  He  did  not  ap- 
pear to  suffer  after  this,  though  he  became  restless 
towards  morning.  On  being  asked  if  he  was  in  pain, 
he  answered,  "Not  in  pain,  but  I  feel  very  weak." 
He  had  entered  the  swelling  tide  of  the  dark  river, 
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and  found  the  everlasting  Arms  to  be  underneath. 
The  sting  of  death  was  so  far  removed  that  he  could 
hardly  distinguish  that  he  was  passing  "over  to  the 
other  side.''  Not  ten  minutes  before  his  close,  he 
gave  one  of  his  sons  a  bright  look  of  recognition,  then 
there  sat  upon  his  countenance  an  expression  of  calm 
joy,  his  breath  grew  softer  and  fainter  until  it  died 
away,  without  a  sigh. 

"  How  blest  the  righteous  when  he  dies  I 
When  sinks  a  weary  soul  to  rest, 
How  mildly  beam  the  closing  eyes, 
How  gently  heaves  the  expiring  breast.11 

The  victory  was  won  over  the  last  enemy — his 
prayers  for  a  quiet  and  easy  departure  were  merci- 
fully answered — setting  another  seal  to  the  promise, 
F  Whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  My  name,  that  will  I 
do."  Infinite  mercy  presided  over  those  solemn  mo- 
ments— the  promised  Comforter  was  there.

In  the  life  and  character  of  this  dear  Friend,  we  J 
have  a  striking  evidence  of  the  efficacy  of  that  grace 
which  comes  by  Jesus  Christ.    She  was  not  only  a 
consistent  believer  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Gospel,  but 
was  a  diligent  laborer  in  the  vineyard  of  her  Lord. 
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Her  faith  remained  strong  during  a  painful  and 
protracted  illness,  which  she  boro  with  Christian  pa- 
tience and  resignation ;  and  at  intervals,  when 
strength  was  afforded,  she  was  deeply  engaged  to  im- 
part counsel  and  advice  to  those  around  her,  and  ut- 
tered many  weighty  expressions,  which  gave  evidence 
of  a  preparation  for  the  solemn  change.

To  a  friend 
she  said,  "  0  !  be  faithful,  fight  manfully  the  Lamb's 
warfare ;  fear  not  the  cross ;  the  crown  lies  beyond. 
I  always  loved  my  friends,  but  never  more  than 
now;  yes,  I  can  include  the  whole  human  family. 
0 !  the  precious  principles  of  our  Society,  they  will 
bear  the  test,  they  will  spread  more  and  more,  as 
Friends  are  faithful.  They  have  done  much  already 
to  bring  people  to  Christ,  4  The  Light  of  the  world.'  " 
She  was  unable  to  speak  for  some  hours,  though  she 
seemed  perfectly  conscious  until  the  last,  and  thus 
quietly  passed  away. 

The  influence  of  her  life,  both  by  example  and  pre- 
cept, was  such  that  in  truth  it  may  be  said,  she  being 
dead  yet  speaketh.

He  had  sustained  a  good  moral  character,  but 
when  brought  to  a  bed  of  sickness,  found  that  it  was 
not  sufficient  to  justify  him  in  the  Divine  sight,  and 
that  the  great  work  of  the  soul's  salvation  had  been 
too  much  neglected  in  the  time  of  health. 

He  spoke  of  the  privilege  and  duty  of  attending 
religious  meetings,  and  regretted  that  in  time  past' 
he  had  not  been  sufficiently  careful  when  there  to 
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hare  his  mind  gathered  in  reverent  waiting  on  the 
Father  of  Mercies  for  ability  to  worship  Him  in  spirit 
and  in  truth. 

He  passed  through  much  mental  exercise  during  his 
protracted  illness,  bat  was  eventually,  through  re- 
deeming love,  enabled  to  experience  forgiveness,  and" 
Lis  mind  was  clothed  with  peace.  Reviewing  his 
life,  he  said  that  he  had  been  travelling  in  the  broad 
way  to  destruction,  but,  through  mercy,  had  been 
brought  to  see  the  exceeding  sinfulness  of  sin,  and  to 
experience  the  goodness  of  God  through  Jesus  Christ, 
lie  desired  to  praise  Him  for  his  long-suffering  corn* 
passion,  often  expressing  thankfulness  that  he  had 
not  been  taken  away  in  the  early  part  of  his  illness 
in  an  unprepared  state. 

lie  said  that  he  had  been  permitted  to  have  a  view 
of  the  glorious  heavenly  kingdom,  where  holy  angels 
were  praising  God,  and  much  desired  that  his  parents 
and  brothers  and  sisters  might  endeavor  to  live  so  as 
to  be  prepared  to  meet  him  in  that  happy  home, 
*  where  the  wicked  cease  from  troubling  and  the 
weary  are  at  rest." 

To  a  young  person  of  his  acquaintance  he  said, 
"  Put  not  off  from  time  to  time  to  make  thy  peace 
with  God,  for  death  may  snatch  thee  hence ;  and  in 
the  grave  there  is  no  knowledge,  nor  device  ;  no  place 
for  repentance.  Millions  have  been  called  from  time 
to  eternity  while  slumbering  in  sin  or  in  a  career  of 
wickedness.  Seek  to  become  wise  unto  salvation, 
and  to  be  reconciled  to  God  through  Christ  Jesus, 
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our  Lord  and  Saviour.  Thou  canst  not  effect  it 
through  any  oilier  name.  There  is  no  other  name 
given  whereby  sinners  can  be  made  heirs  of  salvation. 
Lead  not  a  giddy  and  unthinking  life,  but  work  out 
thy  soul's  salvation  while  it  is  day,  for  the  night 
cometh,  and  thou  wilt  then  be  unable  to  do  it.  Dwell 
not  on  idle  thoughts — on  airy  nothings;  seek  a  man- 
sion above  the  sky  ^prayer  and  a  thirsting  for  God, 
as  the  hart  panteth  after  the  water-brooks.  Xeglect 
not  thy  immortal  soul,  and  bestow  not  labor  to  deco- 
rate thy  body  which  is  but  dust.  Beware  of  the 
vanity  and  flattery  of  the  world ;  love  God  with  thy 
whole  heart,  that  thou  may  be  able  to  say  in  truth, 
1  My  record  is  on  high,  and  my  reward  is  with  my 
God.'  Having  once  entered  a  mansion  of  the  blest, 
God  will  wipe  away  all  tears  from  thy  eyes,  and  thou 
shaltbe unutterably  happy  forever."

He  was  fond. of  reading,  and  jx)ssessing  a  reten- 
tive memory,  his  mind  was  stored  with  facts  and 
opinions  culled  from  the  best  authors  in  our  lan- 
guage. A  natural  refinement  and  a  cultivated  taste 
fitted  him  for  the  enjoyment  of  country  life;  its 
serenity  and  peaceful  communing  with  nature  giving 
free  scope  to  his  love  for  and  sense  of  the  beautiful 
and  the  sublime. 

His  heart  was  thus  often  raised  to  the  great  Crea- 
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tor  of  all  things,  while  contemplating  the  wonders  of 
the  universe,  and  he  would  repeat  the  words  of  the 
Psalmist :  li  When  I  consider  the  Heavens,  the  work 
If  Thy  fingers,  the  moon  and  the  stars  which  Thou 
ha<t  ordained,  what  is  man  that  Thou  art  mindful  of 
him,  and  the  son  of  man  that  Thou  visitest  him." 

His  disposition  was  kind  and  sympathising,  prompt 
in  forgiving  injuries,  and  ever  ready  to  east  the  man- 
tle of  charity  over  the  faults  of  others.  The  poor  and 
the  sorrowful  found  in  him  a  devoted  friend  and  self- 
Facritleing  helper.  Services  of  kindness  to  those  who 
needed  them,  and  words  of  love  and  encouragement, 
fcrere  the  ready  answer  to  every  appeal.  The  friends 
who  witnessed  his  daily  life  were  often  reminded  of 
those  who  queried  u  Lord,  when  saw  Ave  Thee 
ahungered  and  fed  Thee  ?  or  thirsty  and  gave  Thee 
drink  ?"  so  little  consciousness  of  merit  mingled  with 
benevolence. 

Hut  all  the  rectitude  of  a  moral  life,  and  all  the 
esttem  of  men,  all  mental  acquirement  and  all  human 
conception  of  the  power  and  majesty  of  the  Creator, 
were  realized  by  him  to  be  utterly  insufficient  in  the 
great  work  of  the  soul's  salvation.  His  knowledge  of 
scripture  was  extensive,  and  he  was  comforted  and 
encouraged  by  its  holy  promises  and  blessed  teach- 
ings. He  was  earnest  in  the  application  of  the  text : 
M  Ye  must  be  born  again,"  and  fully  realized  the  ne- 
cessity of  Divine  aid  in  this  regeneration. 

His  later  years  were  marked  by  suffering  and  its 
depressing  influences.    Humbled  under  a  sense  of  his 
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own  unworthiness  he  sought  with  fervent  prayer  to  1 
be  admitted  among  the  redeemed  of  the  Lord. 

His  affections  were  now  set  on  things  above,  seek- 
ing that  communion  with  God,  and  that  peace  and] 
joy  in  believing,  which  are  His  gift.  Maintaining  his 
confidence  in  the  truths  of  the  Gospel,  he  was  atl 
last  enabled  to  say  that  his  hope  was  in  Jesus  and 
"  that  He  is  able  to  save  them  to  the  uttermost,  that  1 
come  unto  God  by  Him." 

"Thou  art  gone  to  the  grave — and  its  mansion  forsaking, 
Perhaps  thy  tried  spirit  in  doubt  lingered  long, 
But  the  sunshine  of  heaven  beamed  bright  on  thy  making,  » 
And  the  song  which  thou  heard'st  was  the  seraphim's  song. 

Thou  art  gone  to  the  grave — but  'twero  wrong  to  deplore  thee, 
When  God  was  thy  ransom,  thy  guardian,  thy  guide; 
He  gave  thee,  and  took  thee,  and  soon  will  restore  thee, 
AVhere  death  hath  no  sting,  since  the  Saviour  hath  died."''

He  was  esteemed  for  his  prudence,  integrity,  and 
judgment.  His  careful  Christian  walk  was  truly 
exemplary  and  instructive,  and  many  mourn  the  loss 
of  his  tender  counsel.  He  filled  the  station  of 
Elder  thirty-seven  years,  and  we  believe,  it  may  be 
said,  through  Divine  favor,  under  an  increasing  sense 
to  the  last,  of  the  solemn  responsibility  which  at- 
taches to  such  a  service,  and  of  the  need  of  best  wis- 
dom and  of  holy  help  in  order  to  do  the  Lord's  work. 
He  was  strongly  attached  to  the  Society  of  Friends 
— zealous  for  the  discipline,  and  a  firm  believer  in  the 
doctrines  of  the  Gospel,  as  they  were  from  time  to 
time  opened  to  his  view  in  greater  fulness  and  rich- 
ness ;  and  as  the  love  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus  became 
more  and  more  manifest  to  his  spiritual  eye,  his  love 
to  man,  to  the  cause  of  truth,  and  to  his  Redeemer, 
abounded.  At  the  close  he  made  no  remarks,  being 
suddenly  prostrated  by  paralysis.

Under  the  watchful  care  of  a  pious  mother,  he  in 
early  life  gave  evidence  of  an  interest  in  the  Saviour, 
and  although  he  left  the  paternal  roof  at  the  age  of 
seventeen,  and  was  placed  more  in  the  way  of  tempta- 
tion, he  lost  none  of  the  serious  impressions  of  youth, 
but  felt  an  increased  care  over  his  own  conduct.  By 
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kindness  and  affability  lie  secured  tlie  esteem  and 
respect  of  those  among  whom  hia  lot  was  cast.  The 
Bible  was  his  daily,  and  it  might  be  said,  almost  his 
hourly  companion,  a  copy  of  which  he  kept  in  the 
room  where  he  worked,  and  the  leisure  moments 
Mr ci  employed  in  reading  its  sacred  pages. 

lie  was  faithful  in  the  attendance  of  all  our  reli- 
gion* Meetings,  not  allowing  his  business  to  deter 
him  from  this  important  duty,  and  way  was  some- 
lines  remarkably  made  for  him  to  attend  them,  his 
lorn  pan  ions,  even  those  not  connected  with  Friends, 
Bering  to  take  his  place,  and  release  him  to  go. 

Writing  to  his  father,  under  date  of  4mo.  1836, 
44  My  business  is  quite  good  at  present, — neither 
hard  nor  verp  confining,  which  allows  me  an  oppor- 
tunity to  attend  week-day  Meetings.  I  desire  to 
prize  this  as  a  great  favor,  and  hope  I  may  rightly 
Improve  thereby.  Not  that  going  to  Meeting  is  to 
do  the  work  for  us,  but  when  we  make  the  sacrifice 
for  His  Bake,  whose  eye  discerns  in  motive  all  that 
constitutes  an  act  of  duty,  it  will  not  fail  to  meet  the 
reward,  and  we  can,  in  the  conclusion,  look  upon 
these  opportunities  as  affording  renewed  evidence  of 
an  increase  of  strength,  to  walk  in  the  path  that  leads 
to  the  land  of  promise,  which  by  the  eye  of  faith  is 
clearly  seen.  I  trust  I  write  this  in  a  small  degree 
of  that  love  that  would  extend  to  all  the  inviting 
language  of  scripture — 1  Come  ye,  and  let  us  go  up  to 
the  mountain  of  the  Lord,  to  the  house  of  the  God  of 
Jacob  ;  and  He  will  teach  us  of  his  ways,  and  we  will 
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walk  in  His  paths  !'  Am  I  willing  to  be  taught  of 
Him  ?  is  a  question  I  often  desire  to  apply  to  myself. 
How  encouraging  are  those  seasons  when  we  can  re- 
tire from  the  world,  with  our  brethren  and  sisters,  to 
worship  God  in  spirit  and  in  truth  P  " 

Tmo.  29,  1838.  "  I  have  been  favored  at  times  to 
feel  that  peace  which  the  world  cannot  disturb,  for 
it  is  only  in  the  sustaining  confidence  of  the  Lord 
that  we  shall  be  preserved,  and  our  heads  carried 
above  the  waves. 

a  There  is  encouragement  still  to  trust  in  the  Lord, 
and  put  our  confidence  in  Him,  for  he  careth  for  us. 
May  we  be  favored  to  walk  so  as  not  to  miss  the 
blessings  intended.  Although  often  sensible  of  my 
many  infirmities,  and  favored  to  feel  my  own  nothing- 
ness, I  think  I  may  say  these  are  moments  of  peaceful 
enjoyment ;  but  it  is  all  of  His  mercy  who  giveth  rest 
to  those  who  labor  and  are  heavy  laden.  Then  who  will 
not  come  unto  Him  ?  who  will  not  serve  Him  ?" 
.  2mo.  1839.  "  This  state  of  peaceful  poverty  I  con- 
sider a  privilege  indeed ;  and,,  although  it  is  said, 
1  Honor  the  Lord  with  thy  substance,'  which  is  very 
worthy  of  attention,  yet  when  we  are  stripped  of  all 
if  we  keep  the  word  of  His  patience,  the  promise  is, 
these  shall  be  kept  in  the  hour  of  trial  as  in  the  hol- 
low of  His  holy  hand — nothing  shall  harm  them,  no- 
thing shall  be  able  to  separate  these  from  the  love  of 
God  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord;  these  will  be  honored 
of  Him,  and  enabled  to  bring  honor  to  His  great  and 
worthy  name.    '  Ye  are  they  which  have  continued 
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with  me  in  my  temptations,  and  I  appoint  unto  yoir 
a  kingdom  !'  " 

By  submitting  to  the  yoke  of  Christ,  and  attending 
in  humble  obedience  to  the  teachings  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  he  was  qualified  to  fill  many  important  sta- 
tions in  the  Church,  and  particularly  to  sympathize 
with  those  who  travel  on  Gospel  missions — fre- 
quently leaving  his  home  to  accompany  them;  and 
often  has  the  weary  traveller  found  a  quiet  resting- 
place  under  his  hospitable  roof. 

lima  1S53. — Writing  to  a  dear  Friend  in  the 
ministry,  in  whose  welfare  and  that  of  his  family  he 
felt  a  deep  interest,  and  referring  to  his  removing 
from  the  place  where  he  then  resided,  he  says, 
u  May  you  know  that  it  is  in  the  way  cast  up  by 
Him  who  knows  what  is  best  for  us ;  and  whilst  I 
do  not  presume  to  see  for  others,  or  even  attempt  it? 
I  greatly  desire  that  you  may  see  for  yourselves.  It 
will  be  no  new  thing  for  you  to  be  told  that  the  path 
of  the  dedicated  followers  of  our  blessed  Lord  is  a 
tribulated  one,  and  one  that  is  found  to  be  nearly  in 
the  way  of  the  cross  to  our  own  inclinations.  You 
are,  doubtless,  fully  aware  that  it  is  everything  to 
abide  in  the  line  of  Divine  appointment,  whether  it 
be  to  do  or  to  suffer. 

u  I  believe  that  it  is  the  experience  of  those  wTho 
abide  in  the  Truth,  that  they  often  feel  their  situa- 
tion to  be  as  in  a  dry  and  thirsty  land,  even  where 
no  water  is ;  but  as  they  patiently  continue  with 
their  Divine  Master,  with  their  expectation  only 
8* 
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from  Him,  His  good  pleasure  remains  to  be  to  give 
them  the  kingdom  ;  so  that  I  desire  your  encourage- 
ment to  follow  Him  in  all  things,  and  I  believe  that 
wherever  your  lot  may  be  cast,  you  will  have  to 
acknowledge  that  wisdom's  4  ways  are  ways  of 
pleasantness,  and  all  her  paths  are  peace,'  and  that 
you  will  be  led  in  green  pastures  and  beside  the  still 
waters,  where  to  your  unspeakable  joy  His  banner 
over  you  will  be  love.  This  I  desire  for  you  as  for 
my  own  soul,  that  we  may  be  owned  of  the  Lord, 
and  patiently  abide  as  at  Ilis  feet,  in  order  that  we 
may  be  instructed  of  Him  in  all  that  appertains  to 
our  peace,  and  be  qualified  at  his  bidding  to  arise 
when  He  is  pleased  to  call  for  us,  and  stand  resigned 
to  His  will  in  all  things." 

12mo.  1863. — To  a  dear  young  friend,  he  writes : 
11  It  will  not  only  be  given  thee  to  believe  on  His 
name  ;  but  thou  wilt  also  have  to  suffer  for  His  sake. 
I  do  not  mention  this  by  way  of  discouragement, 
but  rather,  when  through  faithfulness  unto  the 
Divine  requiring  of  our  Lord,  thou  shalt  be  counted 
worthy  to  suffer  for  His  name's  sake ;  thou  mayest 
well  rejoice,  lias  it  not  been  the  experience  of  the 
righteous  in  every  age,  that  their  afflictions  have  been 
many  ?  Yet  these  have  been  constrained  to  acknow- 
ledge that  through  unmerited  mercy  the  Lord  has 
delivered  them  out  of  them  all ;  and,  at  times,  they 
have  been  ready  to  inquire,  what  has  become  of  my 
sorrow  ?" 

To  the  same,  lOmo.  1854: : 
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44 1  have  cause  as  well  as  others  to  remember  the 
days  of  darkness,  and  I  humbly  trust  I  have,  at 
seasons,  witnessed  something  of  His  arising  that  has 
Men  as  a  morning  without  clouds.  This  we  cannot 
commai!'!,  therefore  it  must  be  waited  for." 

2mo,  ls.r)j. — Writing  to  friends  travelling  in  the 
ministry ,  he  say s :  "We  could  rejoice  with  you  in 
being  thus  mercifully  preserved,  and  enabled  to  do 
tl  at  which  your  hands  found  to  do.  We  know  the 
work  is  the  Lord's,  and  that  He  can  do  Ilis  own 
work  without  the  aid  of  feeble  and  unworthy  instru- 
ment. 

M  There  is  groat  encouragement  for  those  who  are 
(willing  to  leave  all  for  the  sake  of  the  dear  Master, 
and  methinks  you  have  known  the  reward  for  so 
doing.  May  you  be  strengthened  still  to  trust  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  and  enabled  to  stay  your  souls 
upon  (rod,  that  you  may  be  prepared  for  every  good 
word  and  work  to  which  He  may  appoint  you." 

To  dear  friends  he  writes :  u  I  have  been  permitted 
to  sympathize  with  you  under  your  varied  trials,  and 
this  language  has  revived — 'he  that  is  washed  needeth 
rot  save  to  wash  his  feet,  but  is  clean  every  whit :' 
and  you  know  how  it  was  with  those  who  bore  the 
Ark  of  the  Lord  in  the  midst  of  Jordan,  that  they 
were  to  remain  with  their  feet  upon  the  bottom 
thereof,  until  the  people  were  clean  passed  over. 
Notwithstanding  you  may  have  had  to  bear  the 
burden  in  the  heat  of  the  day,  I  have  desired  your 
encouragement  in  all  things,  to  submit  to  every  dis- 
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pensation  you  may  have  to  pass  through,  that  you 
may  realize  to  the  full,  in  the  day  of  deliverance, 
strength  to  erect  an  altar  with  the  very  stones  you 
brought  up  from  the  bottom  of  J ordan." 

5  mo.  1857. — To  his  daughter  on  leaving  home  he 
writes :  "  As  the  time  draws  near  when  we  must 
part  for  a  season,  and  thou  art  to  leave  the  home  of 
thy  childhood,  I  have  thought  much  of  thee, 
remembering  the  time  when  it  was  my  lot  to  press  a 
father's  and  a  mother's  hand,  and  say  to  each,  fare- 
well! 

"It  was  the  language  of  the  Psalmist,  '  When  my 
father  and  my  mother  forsake  me,  then  the  Lord  will 
take  me  up.'  And,  my  dear  child,  I  believe  He  is 
waiting  to  manifest  Himself  unto  thee  more  fully  and 
clearly  than  He  has  hitherto,  even  to  call  thee  by 
name  as  He  did  Samuel.  My  desire  has  been  that 
thou  may  be  willing  to  hear  what  He  would  say 
unto  thee,  and  that  thou  may  choose  the  Lord  for 
thy  portion,  and  the  God  of  Jacob  for  the  lot  of  thine 
inheritance;  then  I  believe  He  would  crown  thee 
with  loving  kindness  and  tender  mercies,  and  thou 
wouldst  know  there  is  no  greater  joy  than  to  see  the 
children  walking  in  the  Truth. 

"  The  present  is  an  eventful  period  with  thee,  one 
that  may  be  of  lasting  benefit,  if  rightly  improved. 

"  It  is  written  for  our  instruction,  'the  wages  of  sin 
is  death  ;  but  the  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.'  To  this  gift  in  thy  own 
heart  I  desire  to  commend  thee  as  unto  a  teacher 
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that can  not  be  removed  into  a  corner;  but  if  thou 
wilt  hoar  Him,  He  will  instruct  thee,  and  if  thou 
attend  unto  the  tilings  which  He  shall  say,  He  will 
tell  thee  more:  and  thou  wilt,  with  thy  mental  ear, 
hear  a  voice  behind  thee  saying,  'this  is  the  way, 
walk  thou  in  it,'  when  thou  turnest  to  the  right 
hand,  and  when  thou  turnest  to  the  left. 

"  As  thou  art  willing  to  obey  the  teachings  of  the 
Spirit  in  thy  own  heart  thou  wilt  clearly  see  what 
thou  should  do,  and  what  should  be  left  undone.  It 
|i  retUy  i  great  blessing  to  be  taught  of  the  Lord, 
and  to  witness  the  peace  which  attends  obedience.'' 

His  health,  which  was  naturally  delicate,  yielded 
to  the  power  of  disease,  and,  in  the  autumn  of  1860, 
taking  a  severe  cold,  it  was  soon  attended  with 
alarming  results.  Although  able  to  attend  to  bis 
business  until  the  following  spring,  be  was  impressed 
from  an  early  period  of  his  sickness,  that  it  would  be 
his  last. 

lie  was  remarkably  cheerful  and  resigned  through- 
out his  sickness,  and  much  enjoyed  the  company  of 
his  friends.  He  listened  daily  to  the  reading  of  the 
Scriptures,  and  was  sometimes  able  to  hear  other 
reading. 

A  piece  of  poetry  entitled,  "My  Guest,"  being 
read  to  him,  the  last  three  verses  seemed  particularly 
to  interest  him,  and  he  exclaimed,  "  Beautiful,  beauti- 
ful S"  evidently  applying  them  to  himself. 

"  Yet,  Saviour,  ne'er  depart 
From  this  poor  cottage  home, 
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Until  the  Father  bid  me  come, 
Whispering  within  my  heart. 

I  shake  these  cottage  walls, 
Tear  not;  at  my  command  they  bow ; 
My  heavenly  mansion's  open  now, 

As  this  poor  dwelling  falls. 


For  the  last  five  weeks  lie  seemed  to  be  reposing  in 
the  arms  of  Love,  quietly  awaiting  his  summons; 
and  when  asked  if  the  change  in  prospect  seemed 
pleasant,  he  replied,  "Yes!  There  has  not  been 
that  dazzling  brightness  which  some  have;  but  I  see 
nothing  in  my  way.  I  have  been  enabled  to  put  my 
trust  in  the  Lord,  having  been  counselled  of  my 
Heavenly  Father  to  1  trust  and  not  be  afraid. 
1  They  that  trust  in  the  Lord  shall  be  as  Mount  Zion, 
which  cannot  be  removed,  but  abideth  for  ever  and 
if  the  Lord  give  quietness,  who  then  can  make  us 
afraid  ?" 

On  inquiring  if  the  doctor  could  do  anything  to 
alleviate  his  distress,  and  being  told  that  he  thought 
his  sufferings  nearly  over,  he  looked  up  with  a  smile 
and  said,  "  That  is  cheering !  that  is  cheering !  it 
will  be  cause  for  rejoicing,  that  one  more  from  life's 
vexed  ocean  has  attained  the  shore."

As  the  last  hour  approached,  he  remarked  with 
renewed  aaaaranoe,  that  the  prospect  looked  "bright 
and  animating."  As  death  lias  no  terrors  for  such  a 
Spirit,  ho  was  favored  peacefully  and  quietly  to  pass 
away,  we  doubt  not,  to  enter  one  of  the  many  man- 
sions prepared  for  the  people  of  God.

The  death  of  this  young  man  has  left  a  vacancy 
deeply  felt  by  a  large  circle  of  friends. 

With  a  mind  of  superior  order,  cultivated  by  assi-ij 
duous  study,  he  was  preparing  to  fill  a  useful  place  ini 
the  community. 

The  impressions  and  tendencies  of  his  earlier  years 
had  been  carefully  guarded  and  developed  by  the* 
fostering  care  of  a  wise  and  tender  mother,  and  thus 
his  mind  became  imbued  with  those  sentiments  of 
rectitude  which  marked  his  maturer  years. 

One  of  his  teachers  thus  alludes  to  him  :  "  Having 
known  him  from  childhood,  and  observed  with  more 
than  ordinary  interest  the  excellence  of  his  character, 
through  his  school-boy  days,  it  is  with  deepfelt  sor- 
row that  we  now  record  the  loss  of  one  so  much 
beloved  and  full  of  promise.  AVhen  at  an  early  age 
Ave  witnessed  him  earnestly  solving  difficult  problems 
of  science  during  the  hours  of  intermission,  unheeding 
the  laugh  of  his  schoolmates,  our  admiration  ripened 
into  affection.  In  the  midst  of  temptation  he  heeded 
well  the  kind  admonition  and  careful  training  of  his 
watchful  parents,  and  his  constant  efforts  for  mental 
improvement  and  moral  culture  gave  much  promise 
for  future  usefulness." 


In  business,  active  industry  ami  a  conscientious 
regard  for  the  interest  of  his  employers  marked  his 
oonr^e.  The  last  live  years  of  his  life  were  spent  in 
the  Post  Olhee  of  his  native  town,  in  which  situation 
be  was  preatly  esteemed  for  his  faithfulness  to  the 
duties  assigned  him. 

It  is  thought  few  young  men  looked  forward  with 
more  hopeful  feelings  or  cherished  desires  of  greater 
Usefulness;  but  when  a  conviction  of  his  actual  state 
dawned  upon  him,  his  resignation  to  the  will  of  his 
Heavenly  Father  soon  became  manifest,  and  his  faith 
was  >trong  and  abiding  in  the  superior  wisdom  and 
tender  kindness  of  the  Omniscient  One,  in  calling  him 
to  another  and  sublimer  sphere.  From  the  moment 
when  he  became  convinced  that  he  was  destined,  ere 
long,  to  enter  another  world,  his  thoughts  seemed 
entirely  withdrawn  from  tilings  of  earth,  and  fixed 
in  meditation  on  tilings  of  Heaven. 

He  gave  frequent  evidence  of  his  readiness  to  meet 
his  Saviour,  and  took  much  delight  in  conversing  on 
the  sweetness  of  the  joys  on  which  he  expected  soon 
to  enter,  and  impressed  on  the  minds  of  those  around 
him  the  necessity  of  being  prepared  when  the  sum- 
mons should  come. 

During  the  last  day  he  spent  on  earth  he  took  leave 
of  a  number  of  friends  who  called  to  see  him,  giving 
to  many  of  them  touching  admonition  and  counsel. 
During  the  afternoon  he  took  an  affectionate  leave 
also  of  the  members  of  the  family,  dwelling  tenderly 
with  each,  saying,  "  I  cannot  shed  a  tear  in  view  of 
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the  glorious .  prospects  before  me.  I  shall  enter  the 
pearl  gate  into  that  glorious  city  where  I  shall  meet 
my  Saviour  and  my  dear  mother,  and  all  the  holy 
angels.  I  wish  I  had  strength  to  tell  all  the  people 
of  the  beauties  of  that  ever  glorious  city.''  It  was 
his  earnest  desire  that  they  should  all  so  live  that 
there  would  be  a  certainty  of  their  meeting  again  in 
that  happy  land. 

Through  the  evening  he  expressed,  at  different 
times,  his  desire  to]  be  permitted  to  depart  and  be 
with  Christ,  saying,  u  but  my  time  is  not  yet,  and  I 
desire  not  to  be  impatient.'' 

A  dear  servant  of  the  Lord,  who  had  been  watching 
by  his  side  for  several  hours,  whispered  in  his  ear 
that  he  would  soon  be  with  Jesus ;  he  replied,  "  I 
know  it,'1  and  then,  with  outstretched  arms,  said 
earnestly,  "  Come,  Lord  Jesus,  come  quickly."  Yery 
soon  after  this  his  purified  spirit  took  its  flight,  it  is 
reverently  believed,  to  that  glorious  mansion  which 
he  had  shortly  before  been  so  eloquently  describing. 

The  following  lines,  composed  to  his  memory,  may 
interest  others  of  his  age.

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Early  in  life  she  felt  her  heart  abound  in  love  to 
her  fellow  creatures,  and  became  a  kind  and  sympa- 
thizing friend  to  the  afflicted,  ever  ready  to  assist 
those  who  required  her  time  and  attention.  Through 
an  unwearied  adversary,  she  was  at  one  time  betrayed 
into  a  disbelief  of  the  divinity  of  the  Lord  her  Sa- 
viour. Yet  the  Grace  of  God,  which  came  by  Jesus 
Christ,  continued  to  follow  her,  saying,  "This  is  the 
way,  walk  thou  in  it ;"  and,  yielding  thereto,  she  felt 
constrained  to  acknowledge  Him  in  all  His  attributes, 
that  He  was  made  a  sacrifice  for  sin  for  her,  for  all, 
and  that  He  now  sitteth  at  the  right  hand  of  God,  our 
Advocate  and  Intercessor.

She  was  the  daughter  of  William  and  Mercy  Ellis, 
of  the  same  place,  whose  religious  care  was  appre- 
ciated by  their  child,  and  proved  a  blessing  to  her. 
In  early  life  she  manifested  much  religious  thought- 
fulness  and  tenderness  of  spirit,  and  by  yielding  to 
the  work  of  Divine  Grace  upon  her  heart  she  became 
an  humble,  watchful  Christian,  possessing  "the  orna- 
ment of  a  meek  and  quiet  spirit,"  one  in  whom  the 
u  fruits  of  the  Spirit"  shone  conspicuously.  She  was 
scrupulously  careful  of  the  reputation  of  others,  and 
discouraged  the  unnecessary  repetition  of  circum- 
stances prejudicial  to  the  character  of  any;  and  the 
baneful  practice  of  detraction,  when  indulged  in  her 
presence,  met  with  a  gentle  but  prompt  rebuke. 
Though  retiring  in  disposition  and  diffident  of  her 
abilities,  yet  her  sound  judgment  and  deep  religious 
experience  were  highly  valued  by  her  friends  and 
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neighbors.  She  entered  warmly  into  sympathy  with 
those  around  her,  when  trials  of  mind  or  body 
assailed  them,  and  many  such  have  been  soothed  and 
comforted  by  her  counsel  and  aid.

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won!  or  movement  she  ceased  to  breathe;  yet  we 
doubt  not  that  as  a  faithful  servant,  waiting  her 
Lord's  coming,  s!ie  was  found  u  with  oil  in  her  vessel 
with  her  lamp,"  and  that  her  purified  spirit  has 
entered  one  of  those  mansions  prepared  by  our  Sa- 
viour for  those  that  h>ve  lliin.

He  was  early  deprived  of  his  mother,  and  his  father 
committed  him  to  the  guardianship  of  three  sisters, 
whose  kind  watchfulness  was  continued  to  the  close 
of  his  life.

Her  loss  is  deeply  felt  by  all  who  were  connected ; 
with  her  in  the  various  relations  of  life.  She  bore  ai 
lingering  illness  with  remarkable  patience  and  re- 
signation, and  her  bereaved  family  and  friends  have< 
the  consoling  evidence  that  their  loss  is  her  eternal 
gain. 

During  her  recent  labors,  for  more  than  three 
years,  among  the  Indians  in  Kansas,  the  following; 
touching  testimony  to  one  of  her  Gospel  communi-i 
cations,  was  publicly  borne  by  a  noted  and  pious 
Shawnee  Chief.  After  he  had  faithfully  and  impres- 
sively translated  the  sermon  into  his  native  tongue, 
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and  had  dwelt  at  some  length  on  a  portion  of  its 
contents,  he  turned  his  face  towards  her  and  those 
-who  sat  near  her,  and  in  an  affecting  and  broken 
manner  spoke  as  follows  : 

"  Friends,  it  seem  to  me,  this  Gospel  I  hear  to-day 
touch  my  very  heart ;  I  believe  this  I  hear  to-day 
is  living  Gospel  preaching;  and  it  seem  to  me  that 
last  part,  about  narrow  way  and  straight  gate,  how 
it  lead  to  peace  and  happiness ;  and  O !  that  broad 
way  and  that  wide  gate,  how  it  lead  so  many  down 
to  misery  and  destruction ;  and  when  you  refer  to 
these  before  me,  and  tell  us,  you  leave  dear  children 
behind,  all  dear  friends  behind,  and  everything 
behind,  and  come  here  to  try  help  us,  O  !  how  it  cut 
my  heart  all  up  in  little  pieces.  It  make  me  weep ;  I 
weep  with  them  that  weep  ;  I  long  time  see,  I  must 
put  trust  in  God,  and  not  in  man. 

u  Friends,  it  seem  to  me  I  can't  help  acknowledge 
this  time,  the  goodness  of  the  Lord  in  thus  caring  for 
the  Red  man.  I  hope  He  will  touch  our  hearts  ;  and 
He  will  touch  our  hearts,  and  we  will  know  it,  and  we 
will  feel  it ;  and  I  do  believe  He  will  be  with  yon  too, 
and  bless  you,  and  preserve  you,  and  will  take  care  of 
your  friends  at  homeP 

At  a  period  some  two  years  later,  this  pious  chief 
resigned  the  office  of  Head  Chief  in  the  Shawnee  na- 
tion, because  he  could  not  conscientiously  pronounce 
sentence  of  death  upon  a  member  of  his  tribe  who 
had  been  convicted  of  murder.

She  was  mild,  circumspect,  and  unassuming,  with 
much  sweetness  of  disposition.  She  was  taken  ill 
while  from  home,  and  the  disease  made  such  rapid 
progress  that  a  fatal  termination  soon  became  evi- 
dent. 

Notwithstanding  her  blameless  life,  she  was  brought 
into  great  conflict  of  spirit,  and  came  to  realize  the 
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need  of  redemption  through  Jesus  Christ.  At  one 
time  her  distress  of  mind  was  very  great  in  view  of 
her  shortcomings  and  unworthiness,  and  she  shed 
many  tears,  and  inquired  of  a  friend  if  she  thought 
there  was  any  mercy  for  one  who  had  sinned  out 
their  day  of  visitation.  The  friend  replied  that  it 
was  evident  from  her  feelings  of  sorrow  and  repent- 
ance, that  such  was  not  her  case,  and  encouraged  her 
to  hope  in  a  Saviour's  mercy.  Ho  who  is  infinite  in 
goodness  and  love  to  His  repenting  children,  was 
pleased  to  pour  the  halm  of  Ills  consolation  into  her 
contrite  heart,  and  before  morning  she  expressed  her 
belief  that  God  had  pardoned  all  her  sins.  Another 
day,  in  conversation  with  a  friend,  she  acknowledged 
her  many  deviation.-,  and  said  that  from  a  child  she 
had  felt  the  necessity  of  a  more  perfect  dedication  of 
heart,  but  had  delayed  the  great  work.  She  said 
repeatedly,  she  did  not  understand  why  she  had  been 
so  neglectful  when  her  Saviour  had  done  so  much  for 
her ;  but  now  she  could  leave  all  in  the  Lord's  hand, 
and  felt  happy  in  so  doing.  She  seemed  like  one  of 
her  Saviour's  little  ones,  loving  and  depending  on  Him 
alone.  Seeing  her  mother  greatly  distressed,  she  said, 
"  Mother,  all  is  well."  As  her  sister  bent  over  her, 
she  said,  "  I  am  going."  Her  sister  asked  her  if  she 
was  going  happy.  Sheanswered,  u  Yes."  14  All  is  well."

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She  was  naturally  of  a  very  gay  and  lively  tem- 
perament, and  i:i  early  youth  was  impressed  with  the 
belief  that  it  would  one  day  he  required  of  her  to 
testify  to  others  of  the  goodness  of  the  Lord,  hi  the 
thirty-second  year  of  her  age  she  yielded  to  tin's  re- 
quirement, and  was  thenceforward  engaged  to  follow 
her  Ma-tor  in  the  way  of  His  leadings.  She  travelled 
extensively  on  this  continent,  visiting  all  the  Yearly 
Meetings  exoepl  one,  and  many  of  the  meetings  con- 
stituting them  :  also  holding  meetings  among  those  not 
inemhers  of  our  Society,  and  visiting  many  of  the 
families  of  b'riends.  In  social  life  she  was  affable  and 
kind,  "given  to  hospitality,"  "careful  to  entertain 
st  rangers."  mindful  of  the  poor,  to  whom  she  gave 
freely  of  her  substance,  and  a  most  affectionate  wife 
and  mother.  She  expressed  the  desire  that  she  might 
be  spared  a  lingering  illness,  and  the  wish  was  grant- 
ed. While  pursuing  her  ordinary  avocations  the 
Master  called,  and  at  once  her  spirit  returned  to  God 
who  gave  it.  Her  loss  is  deeply  felt  by  her  family, 
the  community,  and  the  meeting  in  which  she  had 
so  long  studied  to  show  herself  M  approved  unto  God 
—a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed  rightly 
dividing  the  word  of  truth." 

Elizabeth  Hiatt,  Milford,  lad,  91  11  mo.  11  1862 
An  Elder.    Widow  of  Benajah  Hiatt. 
She  was  daughter  of  Isaac  and  Catharine  White, 
and  was  born  at  Core  Sound,  North  Carolina,  on  the 
24th  of  12th  month,  1770.  At  that  time  Friends  still 
owned  slaves.    Several  were  held  by  her  father;  bat 
10* 
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they  were  treated  as  members  of  the  family,  and  were 
ultimately  liberated. 

She  often  spoke  of  them  even  when  she  was  far 
advanced  in  years,  in  terms  of  affectionate  remem- 
brance. Her  parents  removed  when  she  was  about 
fourteen  years  of  age  to  New  Garden  in  North  Caro- 
lina, then  a  comparatively  new  section  of  the  coun- 
try. She  was  married  in  1797  to  our  late  beloved 
friend  Benajah  Hiatt,  a  valuable  minister,  who  died 
in  1847.  Not  much  is  known  of  her  early  religious 
experience,  but  they  set  out  in  married  life  with  a 
determination  to  seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and 
His  righteousness,  and  after  many  years  of  faithful 
dedication  were  able  to  say,  that  uall  things  necessary" 
had  been  added.  They  had  a  large  family,  ten  chil- 
dren, and  she  was  consequently  cumbered  with  many 
cares.  She  spoke  in  later  years  of  this  period  of  her 
life  as  having  been  spent  "  in  sinning  and  repenting," 
that  is,  her  good  resolutions  were  frequently  broken, 
and  she  did  not  attain  to  that  state  of  entire  dedica- 
tion to  her  Divine  Master  which  she  so  ardently  de- 
sired, and  which  [her  calm  and  settled  faith  gave  evi- 
dence of  in  later  years.  Both  her  husband  and  her- 
self were  remarkable  for  their  kindness  and  hospitality 
to  the  poor,  the  fatherless,  and  the  widow,  and  espe- 
cially to  the  stranger.  Their  house  was  always  open 
to  the  latter  class,  and  they  rarely  spent  a  night 
alone  in  the  more  active  period  of  their  lives.  Nearly 
as  many  orphan  children  as  they  had  of  their  own 
were  adopted  into  their  family,  and  partook  of  the  same 
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kind  care  as  their  own  children.  One  of  these,  now  a 
valued  and  beloved  elder  in  our  religious  society,  says: 
t  It  is  now  fifty-nine  years  since  I  was  first  placed 
under  her  care  and  that  of  her  worthy  companion  who 
acted  as  parents  to  me ;  since  that  time  I  have  ever 
hold  them  and  their  dear  children  in  much  esteem 
and  kind  remembrance,  and  although  forty-nine  years 
have  elapsed  since  I  was  one  of  their  family  circle, 
I  often  recur  with  feelings  of  humble  gratitude  to 
leasoofl  of  divine  favor  which  I  experienced  while 
under  their  care."  * 

Elizabeth  Hiatt  was  a  person  of  but  few  words, 
but  possessed  a  very  calm  and  mature  judgment. 
She  was  particularly  careful  to  avoid  causes  of  offence, 
and  escaped  remarkably,  for  one  of  her  activity  and 
usefulness,  the  reflection  and  censure  of  others.  She 
was  an  excellent  adviser,  always  counselled  modera- 
tion and  forbearance,  and  when  appealed  to  by  her 
children  or  other  persons  whose  impetuosity  would 
lead  them  to  a  state  of  excitement,  she  would  calmly 
hear  their  statements,  call  their  attention  to  the  other 
side  of  the  question,  and  advise  them  to  look  at  the 
matter  on  every  point  of  view,  "  to  pause,  pondei4, 
sift thus  she  often  preserved  them  from  the  evil 
effects  which  would  have  followed  hasty  and  rash 
action.  So  in  difficulties  which  arose  in  religious 
society  and  amongst  her  neighbors,  her  influence  was 
extended  as  a  peace-maker.  These  traits  in  her  cha- 
racter joined  to  religious  experience  and  great  dedi- 
cation to  her  Divine  Master,  made  her  a  fit  overseer 
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of  the  flock.  She  was  appointed  an  elder  early  in  life, 
and  continued  usefully  in  that  state  more  than  fifty- 
four  years.  She  was  an  active  and  useful  participant : 
in  the  discipline  of  the  church,  and  frequently  took 
long  journeys  on  horseback  through  the  new  and 
sparsely  settled  country  in  its  service.  She  accom- 
panied Miriam  Mendenhall,  a  minister  of  the  gospel, 
in  the  year  1821,  in  a  religious  visit  to  Indiana,  and 
attended  the  first  Yearly  Meeting  in  that  State.  The 
journey  occupied  several  months,  and  was  laborious 
and  exposing,  the  country  being  new,  with  poor 
facilities  for  travelling,  and  but  few  comforts  amongst 
the  settlers.  On  account  of  their  conscientious  ob- 
jection to  slavery,  against  which  both  her  husband 
and  herself  bore  an  earnest  and  uncompromising  tes- 
timony, they  left  their  native  State  removing  to  In- 
diana in  the  year  1824,  and  settled  at  Milford,  where 
they  continued  to  reside  daring" the  remainder  of  their 
lives.  She  was  one  of  that  class  of  Christians  who 
pass  quietly  on  through  life,  fulfilling  her  duty  to  her 
family,  her  neighbors,  and  the  church,  without  osten- 
tation or  display.  As  the  infirmities  of  advancing 
years  began  to  press  upon  her,  she  feared  that  she 
might  mar,  rather  than  advance  the  good  work  by 
continuing  actively  to  participate  in  the  affairs  of  the 
church,  and  voluntarily  gave  up  the  disciplinary 
affairs  to  those  in  younger  years,  whilst  she  yet  at- 
tended meetings  both  for  worship  and  discipline,  and 
greatly  enjoyed  mingling  with  her  friends  therein. 
For  the  last  ten  years  of  her  life,  she  was  confined 
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almost  entirely  to  the  boose.  Her  mental  powersde- 
cllned  very  crr.nl n ally,  until  she  became  totally  obli- 
vious to  almost  everything  around  her,  but,  even  then, 
it  was  interesting  to  observe  at  times  that  the  name 
of  the  Saviour  would  rouse  her  mind  to  life  when  she 
bad  even  forgotten  her  own  children;  finally,  how- 
ever, years  before  her  death,  the  period  seemed  to 
haw  arrived  when  responsibility  had  ceased,  when 
it  was  Baid,  "he  that  is  righteous,  let  him  be  right- 
eous si  ill,'"  and  her  osefdl  life  was  practically  closed.

He  was  beloved  by  a  large 
circle  of  friends,  some  of  whom  were  witnesses  of  his 
patient  endurance  of  suffering  and  cheerful  submis- 
sion to  the  will  of  his  heavenly  Father.

Daughter  of  Dr.  K  B.  and  Eliza  L.  Hill. 

She  was  a  member  of  Back  Creek  M.  M.,  Is  orth 
Carolina.  Some  weeks  previous  to  the  attack  of  ill- 
ness which  proved  to  be  her  last,  this  dear  child 
manifested  an  earnest  desire  for  forgiveness  and 
redemption  through  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ,  and  was  favored  to  find  acceptance  with 
Him ;  so  that  when  suddenly  called  to  pass  through 
the  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death,  she  could  say,  "  I 
fear  no  evil,  Thy  rod  and  Thy  staff  they  comfort  me." 
Very  precious  to  her  were  the  promises  contained  in 
the  Holy  Scriptures,  which  she  often  desired  to  have 
read  to  her,  and  especially  dear  to  her  seemed  the  in- 
viting language,  "And  the  spirit  and  the  bride  say, 
Come,  and  let  him  that  heareth  say,  Come,  and  let 
him  that  is  athirst,  come;  and  whosoever  will,  let 
him  take  the  water  of  life  freely."  On  the  evening 
of  her  death,  after  suffering  severe  pain,  her  mind 
seemed  stayed  upon  God,  and  among  other  passages 
of  holy  writ  she  quoted,  "  Blessed  are  the  dead 
which  die  in  the  Lord  from  henceforth ;  yea,  saith 
the  Spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from  their  labors,  and 
their  works  do  follow  them."  During  her  illness  she 
had  often  prayed  that  if  it  were  in  accordance  with 
the  will  of  God  she  might- be  permitted  to  pass  away 
in  sleep — a  petition  which  was  mercifully  granted. 
"When  near  her  close  she  repeated  a  portion  of  the 
Lord's  prayer,  and  then  quietly  sank  into  a  sweet 
slumber,  from  which  she  never  awoke.

Cherry  Grove,  Ind.  Wife  of  Elijah  Hinshaw. 
She  was  from  early  life  strongly  attached  to  the 
principles  of  the  Gospel  as  professed  by  Friends, which 
it  was  her  endeavor  to  carry  into  practice  in  her  daily 
life ;  and  though  for  about  eight  years  she  resided 
nearly  four  miles  from  Meeting  she  was  rarely  absent. 
The  earnest  desire  of  her  heart  is  expressed  in  the  fol- 
lowing memorandum  in  her  writing,  in  1857 : — "If  I 
expect  to  gain  admittance  with  the  ransomed  and  re- 
deemed of  the  Lord,  I  must  serve  God  supremely. 
Oh !  Holy  Father,  be  pleased  to  draw  near  and  watch 
over  me,  enabling  me  to  walk  in  the  narrow  way 
which  leac^s  to  Thee."  In  reference  to  an  apprehen- 
sion that  a  dispensation  of  the  gospel  was  committed 
to  her,  she  writes  in  1859,  "  I  have  for  three  years 
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believed  it  would  be  my  duty  to  proclaim  to  others 
the  glad  tidings  of  the  gospel.  Can  it  be  that  such  an 
unworthy  child  as  I  am,  should  be  called  by  the  great 
Head  of  the  Church  thus  to  speak  to  the  people  ?  I 
have  feared  at  times  lest  it  might  be  an  insinuation  of 
the  grand  enemy  of  all  good  ;"  but  seeding  in  humi- 
lity to  be  preserved  in  the  right  way,  the  faithfulness 
of  her  Saviour  was  not  wanting,  and  she  was  enabled 
to  testify  of  His  love  and  power  to  save,  to  the  com- 
fort of  her  friends  and  her  own  peace.  With  regard 
to  this  service  she  has  at  times  remarked  on  the  deep 
sorrow  that  filled  her  heart  when  through  fear  lest 
she  should  mar  the  good  work  she  had  withheld 
what  she  apprehended  to  be  required  of  her,  but,  she 
says,  tkI  believe  my  Father  in  heaven  has  forgiven  me, 
as  it  was  not  through  any  wilful  disobedience ;  and 
when  I  have  yielded  to  apprehended  duty,  what 
sweet  peace  has  filled  my  heart."  On  8mo.  19th,  18G0, 
she  wrote,  M  I  have  felt  the  Lord  to  be  very  near  me 
this  day,  and  the  spirit  of  prayer  has  filled  my  heart 
in  a  remarkable  manner,  and  I  have  been  enabled  to 
return  thanks  unto  Him  for  His  many  favors  to  me, 
a  poor  child  ;  I  have  sincerely  craved  that  I  might 
more  and  more  experience  His  presence  near  me,  de- 
siring that  I  might  be  more  diligent  to  know  and  to 
do  His  will.  My  health  for  months  past  has  been 
delicate.  Oh!  the  necessity  of  a  preparation  for 
death  !  Wilt  Thou  assist  me,  Heaven\y  Father,  in 
this  work,  enabling  me  to  see  the  sinfulness  of  sin, 
and  teach  me  the  way  of  truth  and  righteousness, 
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that  I  may  spend  the  remainder  of  my  days  in  Thy 
service.

S!ie  was  a  woman  of  few  words,  of  a  cheerful  dis- 
position, anil  the  prevailing  principle  in  the  conduct- 
ing of  her  domestic  concerns  was  love,  thus  enforcing 
in  her  example  what  she  was  concerned  to  teach  by 
precept,  thereby  endearing  herself  to  a  large  circle  of 
Friends.

Her  amiable  disposition  endeared  her  to  many. 
During  a  long  and  trying  confinement  with  pulmo- 
nary disease,  she  manifested  much  patience,  express- 
ing her  entire  resignation  to  the  Divine  will,  and  her 
humble  confidence,  that  she  would  through  adorable 
mercy  be  received  within  the  pearl  gates.

At  the  age  of  fourteen  she  became  a  member  of 
Friends  society  by  the  request  of  her  parents ;  and 
through  all  the  trials  of  life  she  remained  firm  in  that 
faith — feeling  that  the  greatest  treasure  we  can  re- 
ceive, both  for  this  life  and  the  life  everlasting,  is  an 
unwavering  trust  in  the  great  gift  of  God,  which  is 
"  Eternal  life  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord."  She 
was  constant  in  her  attendance  at  meeting,  arranging 
all  her  temporal  duties  that  they  might  not  interfere 
with  her  duty  to  her  Heavenly  Father.  In  the  first 
month,  1849,  she  was  called  to  part  with  a  tenderly 
loved  daughter,  who  died  of  consumption  after  an 
illness  of  several  month  ;  and  on  the  3d  of  seventh 
mo.  1850,  a  beloved  son  was  buried  in  California. 
Even  then  the  heart-stricken  mother  was  enabled  to 
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soy  to  the  sorrowing  family,  14 It  is  the  Lord,  let  Him 
do  what  seemeth  to  Him  good.1'  Much  of  the  time 
during  the  last  two  years  of  her  life,  she  was  confined 
to  her  room  with  a  painful  disease.  These  were 
hours  which  can  never  pass  from  the  memory  of  her 
•hildren.  Hours  in  which  they  were  taught  by  her 
patience  In  Buffering  and  by  her  cheerful  faith,  that 
there  is  a  reality  in  the  Christian's  hope — a  strength 
which  is  able  even  to  take  the  sting  from  death. 

For  several  months  before  her  death  she  seemed  to 
rare  that  her  life  was  near  its  close,  and  made 
every  arrangement, — often  speaking  of  her  father  and 
mother,  and  children,  that  were  gone  before,  saying, 
M  I  shall  soon  be  with  them  ;  and  in  a  little  while  we 
shall  all  be  there,  where  there  are  no  more  tears, 
and  where  we  shall  no  longer  say,  I  am  sick." 

During  the  winter  previous  to  her  death,  her  eyes 
being  weak,  she  could  read  but  little,  and  much 
enjoyed  hearing  Friends'  books.  The  last  read  was 
11  The  Memoir  of  Stephen  Grellet."  It  was  nearly 
finished,':  but  the  Sixth  day  evening  before  her  decease, 
she  wished  to  hear  the  Bible  read  instead,  saying : 
l>  Head  the  sermon  on  the  mount,  and  then  the  four- 
teenth chapter  of  John."  When  it  was  finished  she 
folded  her  hands  and  closed  her  eyes,  apparently  in 
prayer.  Those  around  sat  in  silence,  looking  at  her 
calm  pale  face,  as  she  sat  lost,  as  it  seemed,  to  every- 
thing around  her,  looking  into  the  New  Jerusalem, 
even^befbre  the  gates  were  opened  to  her. 

On  First  day  morning  she  attended  Meeting  as 
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usual,  but  was  taken  ill  with  pleurisy  before"  she 
reached  home,  and  died  the  next  Fifth  day  evening- 
She  was  not  thought  to  be  dangerously  ill  until  a  few 
hours  before  her  close,  and  then  her  mind  was  wan- 
dering, and  she  spoke  with  difficulty.  Her  heart 
seemed  filled  with  love.  She  looked  at  the  different 
members  of  the  family,  as  they  stood  around  her  bed ; 
and  mentioning  the  names  of  an  absent  son  and 
daughter,  said,  "  If  they  were  only  here  how  happy 
we  should  be."  After  a  short  silence  she  said,  "  He 
is  very  merciful,  I  have  so  little  pain  ;  very  merciful." 
And  again:  u Don't  put  off  the  day  of  salvation. 
Eead  the  Bible ;  read  it  all,  from  Genesis  to  Revela- 
tion."

Her  parents  were  consistent  members  of  the  Society 
of  Friends,  and  concerned  to  bring  up  their  children 
in  strict  observance  of  its  testimonies.  During 
her  childhood  the  North  Meeting  was  blessed  with 
the  ministry  of  Thomas  Scattergood  and  several  others 
of  kindred  spirit.  The  public  labors  and  company  of 
these  devoted  servants  early  made  a  deep  impression 
on  her  mind.  This  was  often  recurred  to  in  after  life 
with  expressions  of  thankfulness,  that  she  had  been 
thus  drawn  to  choose  the  paths  of  religion  and  avoid 
vanities  that  leave  a  sting  behind  them.  The  awful 
visitation  of  yellow  fever  in  1793,  which  found  many 
victims  in  the  district  where  she  resided,  some  of 
them  near  relatives  and  dear  friends,  was  often  spoken 
of  as  having  deepened  her  religious  impressions. 
But  it  is  much  regretted  that  no  written  memoranda 
of  her  feelings  at  this  period  are  to  be  found.  When 
very  young  her  sympathies  were  awakened  for  the 
poor  and  ignorant  with  desires  to  help  them.  She 
used  to  gather  the  little  children  of  a  neighboring 
court  under  a  great  willow  tree  in  her  fathers  yard, 
where,  on  seats  formed  by  boards  supported  on  bricks, 
she  arranged  her  pupils.  A  few  years  later  she  united 
with  some  young  friends  of  congenial  feelings,  in 
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■binding  the  Aim  well  Sol  tool,  for  poor  girls,  which, 
for  soino  time,  they  taught  in  rotation,  until  the 
increase  of  their  funds  enabled  them  to  employ 
teachers.  Deep  interest  in  schools,  teachers,  and  all 
connected  with  the  OOWTM  of  education,  w,as  a  strongly 
marked  trait  in  her  character.  Long  a  memher  of 
the  Wait >D WO  School  Committee,  her  attention  was 
riven  with  heartfelt  de-ire  to  promote  the  welfare  of 
every  part  of  the  institution,  visiting  kitchen  and 
laundry  with  pleasant  words  of  cheer  for  those  who 
faithfully  performed  the  duties  of  the  lowliest  station 
as  well  as  the  highest. 

One  who  long  and  faithfully  labored  there  as  teacher 
and  governor  said,  it  was  her  encouraging  language 
that  induced  him  to  persevere,  when  ready  to  give 
out  at  the  very  commencement  of  his  efforts.  The 
influence  of  her  cheerful  spirit  was  felt  throughout 
the  place — but  by  none  more  than  the  children,  when 
feeling  their  loneliness  when  first  separated  from  the 
endearments  of  home.  These  she  would  gather 
around  her,  not  to  encourage  the  morbid  feeling,  but 
to  enliven  and  stimulate  by  the  expression  of  kindly 
interest.  Those  far  from  home  she  would  often  cheer 
by  special  attentions,  or  invite  to  spend  their  vaca- 
tions at  her  house,  where  the  kindest  hospitality  ever 
presided. 

In  the  year  1799  she  married  Benjamin  Johnson, 
an  estimable  Friend  who  had  recently  returned  from 
a  visit  to  England  and  some  parts  of  France  and 
Germany,  as  the  companion  of  that  eminent  minister 
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of  the  Gospel,  "William  Savery.  During  her  married  Ik 
life  she  had  mostly  a  numerous  household,  including  i 
several  apprentices,  towards  whom  the  Christian  care  k 
of  herself  and  her  husband  was  exemplary,  and  in  i 
several  instances  signally  blessed. 

In  1822  her  beloved  husband  was  removed  from  i 
her  by  death  under  circumstances  of  peculiar  trial.  II 
In  the  hope  of  improving  his  health  they  had  passed  c 
the  winter  in  Richmond,  Virginia.    Returning  in  the  i 
early  spring  on  account  of  his  anxious  desire  to  be  i 
once  more  at  home,  his  strength  failed  by  the  way.  I 
In  a  little  inn  at  Havre  de  Grace,  Md.,  he  breathed  \ 
his  last,  with  no  friend  or  acquaintance  near  save  his 
sorrowing  wife  and  a  colored  man  who  attended  them,  o 
In  this  painful  trial  she  was  not  forsaken  by  her  \ 
Heavenly  Father ;  and  under  many  other  deep  afflic-  j 
tions,  which  were  her  lot  during  forty  years  of  i 
widowhood,  she  was  mercifully  supported.     Her  ; 
eldest  son  and  two  daughters,  all  of  them  children  i 
of  unusual  promise  and  excellence  of  character,  were 
early  removed  by  death.    These  and  other  close 
trials  and  bereavements  seem  to  have  led  her  to  place 
her  trust  more  fully  in  Him  who  has  promised  to  care 
for  the  widow.    She  had  abundant  cause  to  testify  of 
His  faithfulness,  and  often  did  she  give  thanks  that 
this  faith  had  been  her  refuge  in  times  of  trouble. 

"When  near  the  close  of  her  pilgrimage  she  feelingly 
said,  "  Goodness  and  Mercy  have  followed  me  all  the 
days  of  my  life."    Having  from  a  child  loved  the  I 
Holy  Scriptures  she  was  diligent  in  reading  them  1 
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both  in  private  and  with  her  assembled  family,  which 
was  her  practice  each  morning  as  long  as  able  to 
leave  her  chamber,  ller  manner  on  these  occasions 
was  very  impressive,  especially  during  the  latter 
years  of  her  life.  Often  did  she  exhort  her  children 
and  others  to  faithfulness  in  this  duty,  and  charge 
them  to  teach  their  children  in  early  life  the  blessed 
truths  of  the  gospel.  She  was  much  attached  to  the 
society  of  which  she  was  a  member  ;  a  constant 
attender  of  its  meetings,  whenever  health  permitted, 
to  the  latest  period  of  her  life,  willing  to  spend  and 
be  spent  in  its  service.  Her  house  was  always  open 
to  her  friends,  whom  she  received  with  a  warm  wel- 
come, often  saying,  with  a  smile,  "it  was  a  little  inn 
by  the  wayside."  To  the  young  it  was  always  a 
place  of  pleasant  resort,  making  them  almost  forget 
the  difference  in  age.  She  had  a  peculiar  qualifica- 
tion for  entering  into  feeling  with  the  afflicted,  and 
with  those  who  were  cast  down  and  felt  as  though 
thpy  had  none  to  help  them,  while  her  firmness  in 
supporting  those  who  had  to  endure  severe  bodily 
suffering  was  equal  to  her  tenderness.  For  many 
years  she  filled  with  great  faithfulness  the  station  of 
an  overseer  of  the  Western  District  Monthly  Meeting, 
and  subsequently  that  of  an  elder.  Friends  in  the 
mini -try  claimed  a  large  share  of  her  sympathy  and 
interest.  She  travelled  as  companion  with  Hannah 
Backhouse  and  Elizabeth  Eobson,  and  frequently 
with  ministers  of  her  own  Monthly  Meeting.  In  this 
way  she  attended  nearly  all  the  Yearly  Meetings  in  the 
12 
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United  States,  and  several  times  visited  the  meetings1 
composing  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting.  Even  to 
extreme  old  age  she  was  faithfully  engaged  in  visiting 
the  sick  and  suffering.  "When  at  length  confined  to 
her  bed,  and  life  was  slowly  ebbing,  her  exhortations  i 
were  fervent  and  frequent  to  her  children  and  visitors, 
and  to  those  engaged  in  the  ministry  to  be  faithful 
in  preaching  the  gospel.  She  was  also  often  filled 
with  praise  to  Him,  whom  she  had  long  endeavored  to 
serve.  To  a  minister  with  whom  she  had  often  travel- 
led, and  to  whom  she  had  for  many  years  been  closelyt 
united  in  religious  exercise,  and  in  almost  daily  works 
of  Christian  charity,  she  uttered  these  dying  words : 
"  Preach  the  gospel,  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  prcn 
claim  it  to  the  people,  tell  them  of  the  Crucified  One.] 
He  was  nailed  to  the  Cross  for  their  sins  and  the  sins 
of  all  mankind.  Tell  them  their  sins  must  go  beforeJ 
hand  to  Judgment  or  follow  after.  He  will  giye  thed 
words.  He  will  give  thee  utterance  and  springs  ofl 
living  water.  Praise  Him.  Praise  Him  for  even 
more.  Glory,  glory  to  the  Lord  God,  and  to  the 
Lamb."  These  were  her  last  connected  words.  Slid 
soon  after  quietly  breathed  her  last.

In  early  life  he  yielded  obedience  to  the  vls'tations 


Its  round  have  told ; 
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and  impressions  of  Divine  love.  In  allusion  to  his 
conversion,  he  said  in  after  life ;  "  It  came  not  by  or 
through  the  instrumentality  of  man ;  the  manifesta- 
tions of  the  Spirit  and  love  of  God  so  impressed  me 
in  my  twelfth  and  thirteenth  years,  that  I  resolved  to 
seek  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  ;  and  the  following 
summer,  being  at  work  in  the  field,  my  sins  were  set 
in  order  before  me,  and  feeling  them  to  be  very  great, 
it  seemed  more  than  I  could  live  under.  In  great 
distress  and  agony  of  mind,  I  knelt  down  and  be- 
sought the  Lord  in  prayer,  who  in  mercy  heard  my 
cry;  after  which,  for  a  time  my  peace  flowed  as  a 
river." 

When  quite  young  he  was  remarkable  for  quiet- 
ness of  manner  and  deportment ;  and  his  decision  and 
integrity  were  such  that  he  was  very  seldom  known 
to  join  with  those  who  associate  together  for  levity  ; 
but  it  appears  from  memoranda  which  he  left, 
that  he  became  very  watchful  and  prayerful.  In  one 
of  these  he  writes,  "  I  have,  through  grace,  and  the 
help  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  endeavored  to  subdue  my 
earthly,  selfish  nature  to  the  will  of  my  Heavenly 
Father;' 

By  giving  heed  to  the  admonitions  of  Truth  in  the 
soul,  he  continued  to  grow  in  grace,  and  in  the  saving 
knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  and 
•his  conduct  and  conversation  answering  thereto,  he 
was  appointed  to  the  station  of  an  Elder  in  the 
twenty-sixth  year  of  his  age.  This  place  in  the 
Church  he  filled  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  Friends. 
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It  might  be  truly  said  he  was  an  Elder  worthy 
of  double  honor,  being  a  father  and  counsellor  in 
Israel. 

Jle  had  a  great  regard  tor  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
believing  they  are  able  to  make  wise  unto  salvation, 
■trough  faith  in  Christ  Jesus,  and,  therefore,  he  often 
read  and  dwelt  on  their  contents,  and  earnestly 
ieeomraended  others  to  do  so.  He  encouraged 
Friends  and  others  to  sustain  Scripture  Schools,  and 
that  a  portion  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  should  be  rend 
daily  in  families  in  a  collective  capacity  ;  from  which 
practice  he  says,  "  I  have  often  been  comforted  and 
instructed,  and  the  Good  Master  has  many  times 
solemnized  our  minds  into  the  place  of  waiting  where 
true  and  effectual  prayer  is  wont  to  be  made." 

He  valued  very  highly  the  privilege  of  meeting 
with  his  Friends  for  Divine  worship — a  duty  which, 
he  diligently  attended  to,  frequently  encouraging  his 
Friends  to  like  service,  and  to  provide  suitably  for 
their  families  to  attend. 

Some  years  before  his  last  illness  he  made  the  fol- 
lowing record :  "  It  has  appeared  to  me,  for  some 
time  past,  that  my  pilgrimage  in  this  world  is  draw- 
ing to  a  close;  and  the  language  to  my  heart  has  been, 
while  in  my  fields  at  work,  as  well  as  at  other  times 
(indeed  it  has  been  almost  the  clothing  of  my  spirit), 
*  set  thy  house  in  order,  for  thy  time  is  drawing  to  a 
close.'  My  soul  is  often  drawn  forth  in  prayer  to  my 
God,  whose  mercy  and  truth  have  followed  me  all  the 
days  of  my  life,  that  He  would  be  pleased  in  mercy  to 
12* 
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give  me  clearly  to  see  the  state  and  condition  that  I  am 
in ;  for  I  have  often  felt  concerned  for  fear  the  enemy 
of  all  good,  in  his  appearing  as  an  angel  of  light,  would 
deceive  me,  and  so  cheat  me  out  of  my  eternal  hap- 
piness. The  language  often  came  before  me,  1  Teach 
me,  0  Lord,  and  if  there  be  iniquity  in  me  do  thou  it 
away ;  for  the  heart  of  man  is  deceitful  above  all 
things,  and  desperately  wicked — who  can  know  it.' 

"  There  is  one  that  kuoweth,  not  only  my  heart, 
but  the  hearts  of  ail  men,  and  the  day  is  near  when 
I  shall  have  to  stand  before  the  judgment-seat  of 
Christ,  where  I  cannot  have  one  vestige  of  my  own 
righteousness  to  cover  me ;  but  I  shall  have  to  appear 
just  as  I  am.  I  greatly  desire  that  I  may  be  as  the 
clay  in  the  hand  of  the  potter,  to  lay  down  my  own 
selfish  will,  suffer  the  old  man  and  his  deeds  to  be 
cast  out,  and  the  new  man  Christ  Jesus  to  come  in 
and  take  up  his  abode  within  and  rule  and  reign 
there." 

Although  he  entertained  the  most  humble  views  of 
his  own  worth  or  attainments,  yet  in  transacting  the 
affairs  of  the  Church,  his  judgment  was  sound  and 
clear.  Punctuality  was  a  conspicuous  trait  in  his 
character,  being  careful  to  comply  with  all  his  con- 
tracts and  engagements  timely ;  his  daily  walk 
evincing  the  spirit  of  genuine  Christianity.  He  was  a 
decided  friend  of  education,  often  encouraging  his 
brethren  to  be  more  liberal  in  educating  their  child- 
ren, and  that  all  parents  should  endeavor  to  instil 
into  the  minds  of  their  offspring  an  interest  in  the 
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Saviour's*  love,  and  the  peaceable  fruits  of  His  king- 
dom. 

He  was  truly  liberal  with  his  worldly  goods,  spend- 
ing much  in  travelling  in  Gospel  service,  aid  the 
■eatitute  were  objects  of  his  care  and  sympathy  . 
indeed,  he  counted  it  a  trrortt,  privilege  to  have  the 
Opportunity  and  ability  to  c  >n tribute  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  Church,  an  1  would  sometimes  acknow- 
ledge tli  i  temporal  blessings,  with  which  lie  was  fa- 
vored, were  at  tinier  showered  upon  him  in  accordance 
in  -  ene  measure  with  the  freedom  and  liberality, 
whieh  he  had  been  c  >nc  -rued  to  minister  of  his  sub- 
stance to  those  in  need.  { 

Towards  the  close  of  Twelfth  month,  1861,  he  was 
■laud  with  a  violent  hemorrhage  of  the  lungs,  which 
soon  reduced  him  very  low  ;  yet  he  was  perfectly  re- 
signed to  his  condition,  and  encouraged  his  family 
and  the  Friends  who  visited  him  to  faithfulness  whilst 
in  health  to  seeking  a  preparation  to  meet  their  God. 
Regarding  himself,  he  said,  "  I  have  been  led  to  exa- 
mine myself  very  closely,  and  I  do  not  see  anything 
in  my  way.  Oh !  how  humiliating  the  thought — Christ 
died  for  me.  Poor  and  unworthy  as  I  am,  it  is  by 
his  Live  in  my  soul  that  I  have  experienced  this  true 
peace,  which  fills  my  heart  to  overflowing  towards 
all  mankind.  It  is  not  of  myself  to  have  attained  to 
this,  but  as  I  have  given  heed  to  the  spirit  of  Christ, 
who  has  condescended  to  be  near  me." 

"With  respect  to  his  family,  he  said,  "  I  rejoice  that 
my  children  and  grand -children  are  all  members  of  the 
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Society  of  Friends,  but  it  would  gladden  my  heart 
still  more  to  know  that  they  were  coming  up  in  their 
allotted  places,  endeavoring  to  follow  Christ  The 
Lord  will  bless  those  who  with  singleness  of  heart 
seek  to  follow  Him.  If  the  little  intimations  in  the 
secret  of  the  soul  were  attended  to,  there  could  be 
more  given,  and  the  hearts  of  such  would  be  enlarged. 
Yea,  He  would  lengthen  their  cords  and  strengthen 
their  stakes,  and  they  would  go  on  in  His  cause,  con- 
quering and  to  conquer,  until  they  come  up  even  to 
perfection." 

He  remarked  to  a  minister  of  the  gospel  who  called 
to  see  him,  "  I  have  craved  that  the  Lord  would  bless 
thy  labors,  for  I  believe  thou  mayst  be  instrumental 
in  His  hands,  in  doing  much  good ;  therefore  follow 
thy  dear  Master  faithfully  whithersoever  He  may  be 
pleased  to  lead  thee.  We  have  labored  together  in 
the  church  militant,  and  my  heart  is  enlarged  in  the 
love  of  Christ  towards  thee  ;  I  know  not  how  soon  I 
may  be  called  away,  the  Lord's  will  be  done." 

He  often  expressed  his  earnest  concern  that  the 
ministry  in  our  Society  might  be  kept  pure,  in  the 
simplicity,  in  the  life,  and  in  the  power  of  truth — 
clear  of  the  wisdom  of  man.  A  glass  of  water  being 
offered  him,  he  said,  "  How  pure ;  the  Creator  does 
not  offer  this  through  poisonous  conduits,  thereby 
bringing  death.  How  fitly  this  applies  to  ministers 
—the  word  of  life  should  be  conveyed  to  us  in  its 
purity,  even  as  the  fountain  is  pure.  Oh!  then  bow 
spotless  should  the  minister  be  through  whom  the 
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I  pure  wine  of  the  Kingdom  flows  rrom  the  great 
I  Minister  of  ministers.     Thus  would  pure  religion,  ■ 
flowing  freely  from  the  love  of  God  in  the  soul,  be 
j  Experienced  as  iu  the  lays  of  the  Apostles  and  primi- 
tive believers." 

At  one  time,  being  asked  how  he  was,  he  replied  : 
"  All  is  peace,  all  is  peace.  It  is  a  great  blessing  to  rest 
quiet  and  easy  in  body,  but  unspeakably  more  so  to 
feel  the  love  of  God  in  my  soul  to  overflowing — come 
life,  come  death,  the  Lord's  will  be  done."  On 
another  occasion  he  said  :  "  I  have  had  a  good  oppor- 
tunity to  look  back  on  my  past  life.  I  have  lived  a 
moral  life,  never  used  a  profane  word,  never  design- 
edly wronged  any  one,  but  all  this  will  not  make  a 
Christian." 

"  As  this,  my  tabernacle,  is  fast  wasting  away,  and 
having  had  a  pleasant  home  here  for  several  years,  I 
have  looked  beyond  these  shores  to  see  if  there  is  a 
home  for  me  in  Heaven  ;  and  examining  very  closely, 

I  cannot  see  anything  to  hinder  me  from  the  enjoy- 
ment of  a  mansion  in  that  better  world. 

"  Oh  !  what  a  favor  to  feel  that  we  have  a  merci- 
ful Father,  for  it  is  all  of  this  mercy  that  I  enjoy  this 
sweet  peace." 

An  aged  friend  calling  to  visit  him,  he  exclaimed : 

I I  did  not  think  of  seeing  thee  here.  buVl  have  re- 
membered the  friendship  that  has  existed,  and  the 
love  that  has  bound  us  together.  Oh !  the  love  that 
has  flowed  from  my  heart  to  thee,  not  only  to  thee, 
but  to  all  mankind  the  world  over.    If  we  were  all 
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bound  together  in  this  bundle  of  love,  it  would  waft 
us  on  to  the  shores  of  never-ending  bliss  and  glory. 

u  I  have  not  at  all  times  done  what  I  believe  was 
required,  but  I  have  sincerely  desired  and  fervently 
prayed  to  the  Lord  that  these  omissions  might 
be  forgiven,   and  I  feel  a  hope,   yes,  a  happy  j 
hope,  they  are  remembered  no  more — that  hope 
I  would  not  give  for  a  world,  nor  for  ten  thou-  1 
sand  worlds,  no — no.    Farewell,  I  have  nothing  but  I 
peace ;  dwell  in  peace,  and  love,  and  in  the  Holy  1 
Ghost :  as  Friends  abide  here  they  will  be  pre-  I 
served."  <

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She  was  a  patient  sufferer  for  six  years,  and  when 
almost  as  helpless  as  an  infant,  she  cheerfully  gave 
up  her  home,  and  removed  with  her  children,  out  of 
a  land  of  slavery,  to  the  state  of  Iowa.

She  manifested  much  concern  for  the  welfare  of 
the  Society  of  Friends,  and  was  useful  in  meetings  for 
discipline. 

She  evinced  through  many  years  of  suffering  that 
her  faith  and  trust  were  fixed  on  her  Saviour,  and 
was  supported  in  her  last  illness  by  an  assurance  that 
through  the  mercies  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus  all  would 
be  peace.

She  was  the  daughter  of  James  and  Mary  French, 
and  was  born  in  Burlington  county,  E~ew  Jersey, 
with  whom  she  removed  to  Columbiana  county,  Ohio, 
in  the  spring  of  1820.  Her  temperament  was 
lively  and  cheerful,  fond  of  reading  and  of  com- 
pany. 

Through  mercy  she  was  early  led  to  love  her  bible, 
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and  delighted  co  read  the  lives  and  writings  of  good 
men,  which  were  doubtless  blessed  to  her. 

She  had  united  in  marriage  with  Francis  J.  Town- 
send  in  1827,  and  in  1835  they  settled  in  Cincinnati. 
In  1836  she  first  appeared  as  a  minister.  Of  her 
deep  exercises  in  relation  to  this  call  of  her  Heavenly 
Father,  she  has  left  behind  her  an  interesting  account 
in  her  private  memoranda,  from  which  we  extract  as 
follows  : — 

M  Having  partaken  largely  of  the  loving  kindness 
and  mercy  of  the  Lord,  I  have  for  a  long  time  felt 
that  it  would  be  right  for  me  in  great  humility  to 
acknowledge  that  I  have  not  in  any  degree  merited 
these  His  tender  mercies  by  any  works  of  righteous- 
ness that  I  have  done,  that  unto  me  belongs  only 
blushing  and  confusion  of  face,  but  unto  Thee,  Oh! 
Lord,  and  to  Thy  dear  Son  belongeth  all  praise. 
Grant  me  ability,  Holy  Father,  to  ascribe  it  unto 
Thee  and  to  the  Lamb,  for  truly  Tiiou  hast  very 
marvellously  wrought  many  deliverances  for  Thy 
very  unworthy  creature,  and  in  a  most  compassion- 
ate manner  followed  me  from  my  infancy  to  the 
present  time.  Oh  that  I  could  availingly  say  unto 
the  children  of  men,  1  Come,  taste  and  see  for  your- 
selves that  the  Lord  is  good.  He  waiteth  long  to  be 
gracious  unto  you,  even  to  receive  you  unto  Himself 
and  grant  you  an  inheritance  amongst  all  those  who 
are  sanctified.'  Being  in  my  early  years  deprived  by 
mental  affliction  of  a  tender  mother's  care,  I  was  left 
very  much  to  my  own  inclinations,  my  dear  father 
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beinir  frequently  from  home,  so  that  I  was  left  with- 
out much  restraint ;  this  suited  my  light  volatile  cuV 
position,  and  I  often  took  liberties  which  were  not 
proper,  and  that  were  very  hurtful  to  me;  but  at  a 
wry  early  age,  even  before  I  knew  what  it  was,  the 
swift  witness  tor  truth  reproved  me  for  doing  wrong, 
so  that  I  often  felt  very  unhappy.  On  one  occa- 
sion, which  has  ever  remained  impressed  on  my 
memory,  was  this  reproval  so  powerfully  felt  by  me, 
that  being  tempted  to  commit  a  fault,  I  shrank  from 
it  with  a  feeling  of  fear  and  dread;  a  fear  to  do  the 
act,  and  a  dread  of  the  consequence  if  I  did  it;  and 
although  I  did  not  fully  understand  the  nature  of  the 
restraint  at  that  time,  yet  it  was  sufficient  to  check 
me  from  doing  the  wrong. 

"  As  early  as  I  can  recollect  anything,  the  exist- 
ence of  a  God  who  created  all  things  by  His  almighty 
power,  seems  to  have  had  a  place  in  my  mind;  and 
that  He  made  man  a  happy  being,  but  that  he  dis- 
obeyed the  command  of  the  Lord,  and  lost  his  happy 
condition  by  his  disobedience;  that  God  then  pro- 
mised a  Saviour,  through  whom  man  might  become 
reconciled  to  Him  again,  and  that  Jesus  Christ  was 
this  Saviour.  These  impressions  were  made  on  my 
mind,  I  believe,  by  hearing  the  Scriptures  read,  and 
having  access  to  them  as  soon  as  I  could  read  them 
for  myself.  Here  it  may  not  be  improper  to  mention 
a  dream  which  I  had,  perhaps  in  my  seventh  year, 
in  which  I  was  shown  my  sinful  condition,  and  the 
necessity  of  praying  to  the  Lord  myself  for  forgive- 
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ness,  and  that  the  prayers  of  others  would  not  save 
my  soul  from  the  just  punishment  pronounced  upon 
the  wicked  and  rebellious  ones.  In  this  dream  I  have 
ever  had  to  feel  that  the  Lord  manifested  His  tender 
mercy  unto  me  ;  for  having,  in  His  wisdom,  no  doubt, 
cut  off  those  tender  instructions,  which  so  many  dear 
children  are  blest  with  who  have  a  watchful  mother's 
care  over  them,  He  mercifully  condescended  to  open 
in  this  manner  to  my  childish  understanding  the  ne- 
cessity there  was  for  me  to  ask  in  prayer  of  Him  for 
the  remission  of  my  sins,  and  for  an  assurance  of  His 
divine  favor.  I  dreamed  of  seeing  the  outward  ele- 
ments all  in  commotion,  that  the  end  of  the  world, 
was  come,  and  that  the  righteous  were  to  be  gathered 
into  the  heavenly  rest,  but  the  wicked  should  be  pun- 
ished with  unutterable  misery  and  woe.  In  this 
view  my  own  helpless,  lost  condition  rushed  upon 
me,  and  I  called  aloud  upon  my  father  to  pray  both 
for  himself  and  for  me,  but  I  thought  he  heard  not 
my  cry,  and  was  indifferent  both  to  his  own  condi- 
tion and  mine.  My  grief  and  fear  was  great.  I  turned 
to  my  eldest  brother,  and  entreated  him  in  the  same 
manner,  but  found,  to  my  inexpressible  distress,  that 
he  too  was  entirely  regardless  of  my  sorrow.  Then  I 
turned  from  them,  and,  kneeling,  prayed  for  myself. 
When  I  awaked,  and  felt  that  no  one  could  do  the 
work  of  repentance  and  prayer  for  me,  a  deep  sense 
of  the  necessity  of  it  rested  on  my  spirit  for  days  and 
nights,  with  what  I  believe  I  may  say  was  my  first 
sincere  sorrow  for  sin ;  and  even  now  as  I  record 
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this,  after  a  lapse  of  more  than  thirty  years,  I  can 
remember  the  terror  I  felt  in  this  dream  for  sin,  and 
the  fear  of  being  cut  off  unprepared  ;  and  while  some 
may  be  disposed  to  smile  at  its  littleness,  I  bless  the 
Lord  Most  High  lor  His  mercy  thus  extended  to  me. 
Well  would  it  have  been  for  me  if  I  had  cherished 
this  visitation,  and  not  passed  from  under  it;  but  such 
was  not  my  happy  abiding  course. 

u  I  had  a  strung  desire  to  gratify  my  sinful  propen- 
sities, and  often  turned  aside  from  what  I  felt  in  the 
secret  of  my  heart  to  be  the  right  way.  Thus  I  went 
on,  often  feeling  a  degree  of  remorse  and  sorrow  for 
my  many  inconsistencies  and  wrong  doings,  nntil, 
about  my  fifteenth  year,  renewed  desires  were  raised 
in  my  heart  by  the  Lord  of  Life  and  Peace  to  walk 
more  in  accordance  with  His  blessed  will. 

"Being  naturally  cheerful  and  much  addicted  to 
mirth  and  lightness,  I  often  laughed  and  jested  away 
the  tenderness  I  felt  when  alone,  not  caring  for  my 
associates  to  know  how  it  was  with  me. 

u  Oh !  that  none  may  do  as  I  have  done  in  this 
respect,  for  it  makes  hard  work  for  the  poor  unstable 
sou u  and  offends  a  tender  and  merciful  Lord.  I  am 
ready  nowr  to  wonder  that  He  did  not  leave  me  to 
myself  to  grope  my  way  in  the  dark ;  but,  blessed  be 
His  name,  He  called  me  out  of  this  wilderness 
state,  and  showed  me  that  I  was  not  to  deny  Him, 
but  own  Him  before  men,  and  if  I  was  obedient  unto 
His  heavenly  call,  that  He  would  be  with  me,  and  go 
before  me  in  the  way  in  which  He  would  lead  me. 
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All!  I  believe,  while  memory  holds  her  place  in  my 
mind,  I  shall  never  forget  how  gently  He  led  me  in 
those  days,  a  lone  child  with  none  to  commune  with 
on  the  way  of  true  holiness.  I  was  often  sad  at  heart, 
with  fears  without  and  besetments  from  the  enemy 
of  all  good  within,  yet  my  merciful  Heavenly  Father 
looked  lovingly  on  me,  and  at  times  gave  me  the 
consoling  evidence  that  my  sighs  were  numbered  and 
my  tears  observed  by  Him  whose  ear  is  ever  ready 
to  hear  the  cries  of  the  simple  confiding  ones. 

"  I  spent  much  of  my  leisure  in  reading  the  Scrip- 
tures, which  I  think  I  can  truthfully  say  I  have  over 
loved.  These  lay  in  my  room,  and  1  often  read  them 
on  retiring  to  rest  for  the  night,  and  was  at  times 
much  tendered  and  comforted.  The  religious  exer- 
cises and  travels  of  good  men  I  read  with  all  eager- 
ness, and  was  often  much  broken  in  spirit  as  I  pe- 
rused such  works. 

u  The  history  of  the  rise,  progress,  and  sufferings 
of  the  Society  of  Friends,  of  which  I  was  a  member, 
came  in  my  way  about  this  time,  and  the  reading  of 
it  did  much  towards  strengthening  my  love  for  the 
truth  and  my  attachment  to  Friends  ;  and  I  often 
longed  to  be  of  the  number  of  those  who  truly  loved 
and  served  the  Lord  Jesus.  But  alas !  there  was 
much  in  me  to  be  consumed  of  the  corruption  and 
deceitfulness  of  my  own  heart.  I  had  not  had  a  full 
view,  nor  in  truth  did  I  continuously  desire  to  see 
my  proneness  to  go  astray  from  the  narrow  way,  but 
I  would  gladly  have  passed  on  in  another,  not  having 
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to  on  lure  the  laying  of  the  axe  to  the  root  of  the 
Oorrupt  tree  ;  therefore  there  was  not  that  progress 
made  in  the  Zionward  journey  that  there  might  have 
been,  had  I  willingly  surrendered  up  all  unto  Him 
who  knows  how  to  separate  the  precious  from  the 
vile,  and  who  will  make  every  branch  that  heareth 
fruit  to  undergo  the  necessary  pruning  and  purging, 
in  order  that  it  may  bring  forth  more  fruit,  carefully 
cutting  otf  that  which  is  of  the  wild  nature.  About 
this  time  I  felt  my  mind  impressed  with  the  belief 
that  if  I  was  obedient  unto  the  teachings  of  the 
Lord's  Spirit  iu  my  heart,  lie  would  call  and 
qualify  me  to  declare  openly  unto  the  children  of  men 
the  glad  tidings  of  the  gospel  of  peace  and  salvation; 
and  I  was  led  to  cry  unto  Him  for  help  to  bow  unto 
His  requi rings,  and  to  be  preserved  from  running 
without  a  clear  manifestation  of  its  being  His  call. 

UI  felt  it  was  a  very  serious  thing  to  appear  before 
the  congregation  as  His  messenger  to  declare  His 
words  unto  them,  and  my  soul  was  often  bowed  un- 
der a  deep  concern  to  be  made  fit  for  this  great  w^ork. 
But  there  were  seasons  in  which  I  was  not  so  thought- 
ful and  watchful  as  I  should  have  been,  and  then  the 
enemy  of  all  good  would  rush  upon  and  overtake  me, 
and  alas!  unhappily  draw  me  into  his  snare,  and 
thereby  bring  me  into  bondage  again,  from  which  I 
Lai  no  power  to  retrieve  myself;  but  condemnation 
and  sorrow  was  my  portion,  until  in  mercy  access 
Was  granted  me  to  approach  His  footstool,  and  beg 
acceptably  for  forgiveness  and  remission  of  my 
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sins  through  the  atoning  blood  of  my  dear  Ee- 
deemer. 

"  Thus  I  passed  on  until  I  entered  my  seventeenth 
year,  when,  as  I  apprehended,  I  felt  the  call  renewed, 
that  I  must  openly  declare  Christ  crucified  the  all- 
atoning  sacrifice  for  sin,  and  direct  the  attention  of 
my  fellow-beings  unto  Him  as  our  Great  High  Priest, 
who  though  He  offered  Himself  a  sacrifice  for  us 
upon  the  cross,  with  the  weight  of  the  sius  of  all 
mankind  upon  Him,  yet  being  the  Son  of  the  Eternal 
God  who  had  committed  all  power  unto  Him,  He 
could  not  be  holden  by  death,  but  burst  its  bonds, 
and  triumphed  over  death,  hell,  and  the  grave,  was 
received  up  into  heaven,  and  is  set  down  at  the  right 
hand  of  the  Majesty  on  high,  where  He  ever  liveth  to 
make  intercession  for  poor  guilty  fallen  man.  These 
apprehensions  rested  upon  my  spirit  by  day  and  by 
night,  and  often,  when  no  human  eye  saw  me  nor  ear 
heard  me,  was  my  heart  turned  unto  my  Father  in 
heaven,  that  He  would  go  before  me  and  open  the 
way.  I  felt  it  right  to  be  diligent  in  attending  meet- 
ings, also  the  necessity  of  an  humble  waiting  frame 
of  mind  being  sought  after  and  abode  in,  which  could 
not  be  attained  without  diyine  aid.  I  felt  an  increas- 
ing interest  in  meetings  for  discipline,  and  at  times  a 
fervent  desire  was  raised  in  my  heart  that  all  things 
in  the  church  might  be  done  in  decency  and  order  as 
becomes  the  followers  of  Christ,  so  that  the  Lord 
might  be  honored  therein.  I  was  young,  and  the 
mortification  of  the  cross  was  great,  yet  there  was 
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something  alive  in  me  that  struggled  after  a  willing- 
ness to  be  enabled  to  yield  to  this  duty  when  the  right 
time  should  arrive;  but  such  was  my  timidity  and 
fear  of  my  companions,  lest  I  should  fail  in  making  an 
attempt  by  standing  up  before  them  in  public  testi- 
mony, that  1  begged  of  the  Lord  that  if  He  required 
such  a  work  of  me,  to  be  pleased  to  let  my  first  ap- 
pearance be  in  supplication,  for  I  felt  in  this  way  I 
would  be  screened  from  public  gaze.  Ah!  poor, 
weak  creature,  while  I  can  truly  say  that  I  felt  long- 
ing desires  to  be  obedient,  yet  my  own  natural  will 
would  have  something  to  do  in  the  way  and  manner 
of  ir,  or  rather  in  choosing  the  offering;  but  even 
here  I  have  to  remember  the  compassion  of  my  dear 
Lord,  who,  I  believe,  looked  at  the  sincerity  of  my 
desire  to  love  and  obey  Him,  for  He  was  pleased,  in 
our  Quarterly  Meeting  for  business  in  the  5th  mo., 
1826,  to  draw  me  under  a  deep  exercise  of  mind,  and 
therein  I  was  made  willing  to  bow  and  vocally  sup- 
plicate unto  Him  who  is  a  God  hearing  prayer.  For 
this  little  act  of  dedication  unto  Him,  I  felt  a  peace- 
ful calm  to  cover  my  spirit ;  and  towards  my  asso- 
ciates and  companions,  of  whom  I  had  felt  such  a 
fear,  as  though  I  could  not  meet  them,  when  the 
meeting  closed,  as  a  number  of  them  approached  to 
take  me  by  the  hand,  all  fear  was  removed,  and  I  felt, 
if  it  had  been  possible,  that  I  could  have  taken  them 
all  in  my  arms  and  embraced  them  in  tender  affec- 
tion ;  such  was  the  love  and  good  will  towards  them 
that  filled  my  heart.    Truly  I  shall  never  forget  this 
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irat  dedication  in  the  work  of  the  ministry  which  I 
felt  the  Lord  required  of  me,  nor  His  all-sustaining 
help  which  He  mercifully  afforded  me,  a  feeble  one.,. 
I  here  record  it,  with  thankfulness  unto  Him  to  whom 
all  the  praise  is  ever  due." 

After  the  above  her  surviving  friends  find  only 
occasional  notes ;  these  show  her  earnest  desire  for 
purity  of  heart  and  entire  dedication.  Some  of  them 
are  as  follows  : 

"  Be  pleased,  Oh  Lord !  to  give  me  an  humble 
heart  and  a  willing  mind,  and,  if  consistent  with  Thy 
good  pleasure,  make  me  to  understand  Thy  will,  and 
strengthen  me  to  do  it. 

"  Holy  Father,  please  to  enable  me  to  say  in  all 
things  Thy  will,  and  not  mine,  be  done.  When  shall 
I  be  wholly  redeemed  from  my  besetting  sin?  Oh! 
for  light  to  see  myself  as  I  really  am.  When  shall  I 
love  and  serve  Thee  as  I  really  ought?  Be  pleased, 
Oh  Lord,  to  forgive  all  my  shortcomings.  Hide  not 
Thy  face  from  me,  for  my  joy  is  in  the  light  of  Thy 
countenance. 

"  Be  pleased,  dear  Bedeemer,  to  make  me  a  clean 
vessel.  When  shall  I  learn  wholly  to  resign  my  own 
will,  and  be  willing  to  be  just  what  Thou  would  have 
me  to  be  ?  Spare  not,  Oh  Lord,  until  all  within  me 
is  in  subjection  to  Thy  divine  will. 

"Preserve  me,  Oh  Lord,  from  bringing  reproach 
upon  Thy  cause ;  may  it  be  more  and  more  precious 
in  my  sight,  so  that  I  may  become  willing  to  give  up 
all  for  Thy  sake. 
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"Remember  me,  Oh  Lord,  for  good,  also  all  those 
who  cry  unto  Thee. 

"  Preserve  me,  Oh  Lord,  from  sin  in  thought, 
word,  or  action.  Oh  that  my  thoughts  may  be  right 
in  Thy  eight.  Deliver  me  from  every  evil  thing,  that 
my  soul  may  be  pure  in  Thy  holy  sight. 

11  Redeem  me,  Oh  Lord,  from  all  iniquity.  Remove 
sin  from  me,  that  through  Thy  unmerited  mercy  my 
soul  may  live.  My  hope,  my  confidence,  is  only  in 
Thee;  strengthen  me  by  the  might  of  Thy  power  to 
be  more  faithTul.  To  Thee,  Oh  Lord,  belongeth  all 
praise,  yea,  all. 

"Show  me,  Oh  Lord,  my  proneness  to  do  evil; 
make  me  deeply  sensible  of  my  un worthiness. 

"  Watch  unto  prayer,  Oh  my  soul,  that  I  may  be 
in  readiness  to  meet  the  Lord  at  His  coming,  having 
through  unmerited  mercy  been  permitted  to  feel  sen- 
sible of  the  loving  kindness  of  the  Most  High  to  me- 
W&rd.  May  it  be  my  earnest  desire  to  be  found  more 
faithfully  dedicated  to  His  holy  will. 

u  Many  are  the  blessings  bestowed  upon  me ;  Oh 
that  I  may  seek  to  be  more  truly  thankful. 

u  A  few  moments  spent  in  silent  supplication  to 
the  God  of  all  our  sure  mercies  affords  more  solid, 
comfort  to  us,  when  we  look  over  the  past,  than  all 
those  sacrificed  to  worldly  pleasures. 

"He  who  loveth  G-od  sincerely,  with  the  whole 
heart,  will  not  fail  to  show  it  openly  before  men  by 
a  consistency  in  his  daily  walk  and  conversation. 

"  11  mo.  25th,  1844. — This  has  been  a  day  of  sweet 
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favor,  through  the  unmerited  mercies  of  the  Almighty 
One.  My  heart  has  been  broken  and  contrited  in  the 
consideration  of  my  utter  inability  to  do  any  good 
work,  and  my  great  proneness  to  do  evil ;  but  through 
divine  love  the  spirit  of  supplication  flowed  through 
my  soul,  so  that,  with  many  tears,  I  have  craved 
strength  of  the  Lord  to  journey  onward  in  the  way 
He  may  be  pleased  for  me  to  walk.  May  reverential 
fear,  love,  and  a  ready  obedience  to  Thy  divine  will, 
be  the  humble  return  of  my  heart  for  these  seasons  of 
heavenly  consolation. 

u  12mo.  1st. — 1  Bless  the  Lord,  Oh  my  soul,  and  all 
that  is  within  me,  bless  His  holy  name !'  for  this  day 
has  been  a  season  of  divine  favor. 

"  12mo.  Gth. — The  Lord  heareth  the  prayers  of  the 
poor  from  his  habitation.  Lord,  I  am  poor  and  needy ; 
bring  me,  if  it  be  Thy  will,  unto  the  4  place  where 
prayer  is  wont  to  be  made;'  and  grant  that  one  so 
unworthy  may  be  permitted  to  gather  up  the  crumbs 
that  fall  from  Thy  table,  yea,  the  precious  crumbs  of 
soul-sustaining  bread  which  are  only  to  be  found  in 
Thee,  Thou  who  art  the  sure  source  of  all  good. 

"  Evening. — I  have  this  day  been  feasting  of  Thy 
bounty  ;  ma}7  my  soul  bow  low. 

"  9mo.  1845. — Having  passed  through  some  close 
exercises,  and  at  times  enabled,  in  some  measure, 
to  feel  that  of  myself  I  can  do  nothing  that  will  be 
acceptable  to  Him  with  whom  we  have  to  do,  my 
desires  have  been,  through  divine  mercy,  raised  to 
Israel's  Shepherd  for  help,  and  may  I  with  humble 
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thankfulness  acknowledge  that  lie,  in  the  condescend- 
ing of  His  love  and  mercy,  has  been  pleased  to  grant 
it  both  immediately  and  instrumentally.  Oh !  that 
more  entire  devotedness  to  His  divine  will  may  be 
the  return  of  my  heart  for  the  unmerited  favors  of 
the  Lord. 

a  lOmo.  1845. — Through  the  unmerited  mercy  and 
goodness  of  the  Lord,  I  have  been  again  permitted  to 
attend  the  Yearly  Meeting,  which,  praised  be  His 
ever  glorious  name,  He  was  pleased  sweetly  to  own 
by  the  overshadowing  wing  of  His  love.  Surely 
many  of  us  can  with  bowedness  of  soul  acknowledge 
that  the  Lord  hath  indeed  been  mindful  of  us,  yea, 
that  we  have  been,  through  the  extending  of  His 
mercy,  watered  and  refreshed  by  His  life-giving  pre- 
sence. It  has  been  a  season  of  great  favor;  may  my 
soul  bow  under  a  sense  of  my  great  unworthiness, 
and  may  faithful  obedience  to  His  will  be  the  return 
of  my  heart. 

"lOmo. — Favored  with  the  company  of  several 
dear  friends,  whose  sweet  spirits  have  much  of  the 
savor  of  Life — bow  precious  is  the  company  of  such 
— how  sweet  is  the  union  of  hearts  that  feel  that  we 
can  ail  partake  of  the  same  spiritual  food,  and  all 
drink  at  the  same  divine  fountain,  even  Jesus  Christ, 
in  whom  is  the  well-spring  of  immortal  life.  Oh  Lord, 
enable  me,  I  beseech  Thee,  more  abidingly  to  lay  at 
the  feet  of  Jesus,  that  I  may  be  found  in  the  way  of 
Thy  requirings." 

She  was  approved  as  a  Minister  in  the  year  1843 
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by  Cincinnati  Monthly  Meeting,  subsequent  to  which  I : 
she  travelled  considerably  in  the  service  of  her  Lord,  j  T 
Possessing  a  lively,  earnest  faith,  her  mission  wasJj 
especially  to  preach  Christ,  and  Him  crucified,  which  I  ,- 
she  was  often  enabled  to  do  in  the  demonstration  of  || 
the  spirit  and  of  power,  to  the  comfort  and  edification  j 
of  many  who  heard  her,  and  to  the  gathering  of  wan»j>i 
derers  to  the  fold  of  rest. 

Of  strong  natural  abilities  and  an  active  mind,  r 
which  were  submitted  to  the  purifying  operations  of 
divine  grace,  she  was  efficient  and  useful  in  meetings:  : 
for  discipline.    Having  been  a  widow  for  some  yearal  lr 
she  was  married  in  1852  to  AVilliam  Kenworthy,  of 
Richmond,  Indiana,  from  which  time  that  city  became  ■ 
her  home,  and  the  meeting  and  families  there  became  y 
the  scene  of  many  earnest  exhortations  to  come  to  the  • 
Saviour.    In  1855,  accompanied  by  her  husband,  she 
attended  Ohio  Yearly  Meeting,  and  in  the  following  T 
year  she  attended  New  England  Yearly  Meeting,  and  : 
the  meetings  constituting  it,  and  some  of  those  of  > 
Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting.    Besides  other  engage-  v 
ments  from  home  in  1858,  she  was  called  to  religious  T. 
service  among  the  colored  population  in  "Whitewater 
and  New  Garden  Quarterly  Meetings,  also  with  the 
inmates  of  the  Asylum  for  the  poor  in  Wayne  county  T 
Indiana,  and  the  House  of  Refuge  in  Cincinnati ;  all 
these  services  were  with  the  approval  of  her  friends,  ; 
and  were  to  their  comfort  and  edification  as  well  as  • 
to  her  own  peace. 

She  took  much  interest  in  the  colored  population  >■ 
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of  her  own  city  :  assisting  them  in  their  schools,  and, 
Tisiting  them  in  their  families,  she  would  enter  into 
a  consideration  of  their  cares  and  trials  with  much 
sympathy,  and  her  advice  and  counsel  was  very 
helpful  to  thorn. 

She  was  deeply  interested  in  the  First-day  school 
for  scriptural  instruction,  held  at  the  Meeting  House 
in  Richmond,  and  also  in  the  evening  classes  in 
Friend^'  families  for  the  searching  of  the  Scriptures, 
in  whioh  her  voice  was  at  times  heard  pleading  with 
our  Father  in  heaven  for  a  divine  blessing  to  rest 
upon  their  efforts.  For  some  months  before  the  close 
of  her  useful  life  her  health  began  to  fail,  and  sha 
was  able  to  attend  only  a  part  of  one  session  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting,  after  which  she  was  wholly  confined 
to  the  house.  Her  illness  was  of  a  character  that 
affected  her  head  greatly  ;  but  her  blessed  Saviour 
was  very  near  to  support  and  comfort  her,  yea,  "  He 
made  all  her  bed  in  her  sickness."  On  one  occasion 
she  said  to  a  friend,  14 1  have  been  given  to  feel 
the  goodness,  mercy,  and  protecting  care  of  my  Hea- 
venly Father  during  the  past  few  weeks  more  than 
during  any  previous  period  of  my  life,  and  I  feel 
assured  that  none  of  those  who  put  their  trust  in  Him 
will  be  confounded." 

At  another  time  she  said,  "I  cannot  see  the 
issue  of  my  present  illness,  but  I  have  no  anxiety  as 
to  the  result." 

To  a  friend,  a  few  days  before  her  close,  she  said, 
"  I  have  in  great  mercy  been  favored  to  realize  on 
14 
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this  bed  of  languishing,  that  the  Lord  liveth,  and  be- 
cause He  liveth,  I  live  also," — twice  repeating  the 
last  expression. 

Thus  sweetly  was  her  mind  stayed  on  the  Lord, 
trusting  in  Him,  until  consciousness  ceased,  and  she 
entered  into  her  rest. 

"  Completed  is  her  chosen  work !  thus  early  hath  she  trod 
The  path  of  Gospel  ministry  assigned  her  by  her  God ; 
And  now,  through  grace  and  conquering  faith,  the  crown  of  end_ 
less  life, 

Worn  on  the  hills  of  peace,  afar  from  earthly  toil  and  strife ! 

I  see  her  now,  in  Memory's  glass,  that  calm,  bright,  happy  look, 
Worn  only  by  the  lovers  of  one  sweet  and  blessed  Book ; 
I  hear  again,  with  Memory's  ear,  the  music  of  her  song, 
Whose  tones,  I  can  but  fancy,  to  angelic  strains  belong. 

She  sits  upon  the  sofa  in  my  little  parlor  now, 
And  the  peace  of  heaven  seems  to  rest  upon  her  placid  brow ; 
The  solemn  silence  then  she  breaks  with  messages  divine, 
And  through  her  eyes  the  holy  light  of  heaven  seems  to  shine. 

It  was  a  solemn  season — oh !  it  was  a  favored  hour, 
And  every  spirit  present  must  have  felt  the  Spirit's  power ; 
The  Master  condescended  through  His  handmaid  there  to  tell 
How  thirsty  souls  might  water  draw  from  out  Salvation's  well. 

All  scattered  now  the  little  group  that  listened  to  her  there, 
Far  from  that  pleasant  island  home,  that  native  land  so  dear; 
And  two  have  launched  upon  the  sea  that  skirts  her  heavenly 
shore, 

And,  like  that  Gospel  minister,  they  speak  on  earth  no  more. 

Blest  be  thy  memory,  sainted  one  1  thou  favored  of  the  Lord, 
To  bear  to  many  a  fainting  soul  the  precious,  living  Word  ; 
And  may  thy  Gospel  mantle  fall  on  some  sweet  trusting  heart, 
Who  in  thy  steps  may  gently  tread,  rich  blessings  to  impart ! 
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I  hope  to  moot  thee,  crowned  one  !  upon  the  heavenly  height, 
And  clasp  thy  hand,  amid  the  saved,  with  new  and  rare  delight, 
And  thank  thee  once  again  for  that  sweet  ministry  of  love 
Thou  gayest  mo  and  mine,  one  morn,  ere  thou  wast  called  above.1  '

He  was  a 
sympathizing  friend  to  the  orphan  and  afflicted, 
visiting  them  at  their  homes  and  ministering  to  their 
need. 

His  afflictions  were  borne  with  Christian  fortitude, 
looking  to  Him  who  is  a  present  help  to  those  who 
trust  in  Him.

She  said  to  a  friend  who  con- 
versed with  her  on  the  necessity  of  being  prepared 
for  the  final  change,  M  I  am  glad  that  thou  hast  come 
to  talk  to  and  sympathize  with  me;  I  do  not  want  to 
hear  any  vain  and  foolish  talk  now.  If  I  had  my 
i  live  oyer,  how  different  I  would  live.  Oh, 
thai  I  bad  given  np  to  love  and  serve  my  blessed  Sa-

She  was  a  person  of  great  intelligence,  cheerful  dis- 
position, fond  of  study,  and  acquired  a  degree  of  in- 
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formation  in  early  life  beyond  many  of  her  age,  of  a 
social  disposition  and  strongly  attached  to  her  friends. 
When  quite  young  she  was  impressed  with  a  desire 
to  be  accepted  by  her  Saviour,  and  surrendering  her 
heart  to  Him,  was  enabled  to  follow  the  teachings  of 
His  Spirit,  and  thus  became  fitted  for  usefulness  in 
His  cause.  In  10th  mo.  1844,  she  was  united  in 
marriage  to  Edward  Marshall.  In  taking  this  import- 
ant step,  she  sought  Divine  guidance,  frequently  re- 
marking in  after  life,  she  believed  it  had  been  given 
her,  and  that  the  Lord  had  sanctioned  and  blessed 
their  union.  Her  domestic  life  exemplified  the  power 
of  Divine  grace :  she  was  a  kind  and  judicious  mis- 
tress, remembering  her  responsibility  towards  the  ser- 
vants placed  under  her  care,  endeavoring  to  instruct 
and  encourage  them  in  best  things.  To  the  poor  and 
sick  she  was  a  sympathizing  friend,  brightening  the 
sick  room  with  cheerful,  loving  words,  relieving 
suffering  and  want  by  judicious  counsel  and  benevo- 
lent acts.  She  was  much  interested  in  the  House  of 
Refuge,  and  her  labors  in  that  institution  were  justly 
appreciated.  Straightforwardness  of  purpose,  a  sin- 
gle eye  to  her  Saviour,  marked  her  character,  and  all 
expediency  contrary  to  direct  faithfulness  she  entirely 
disapproved.  She  was  concerned  to  bring  her  deeds 
to  the  light,  that  those  which  were  not  approved 
might  be  abandoned.  She  was  a  devoted  student  of 
the  Holy  Scriptures,  prizing  them  as  a  precious  gift 
of  Divine  goodness,  searching  them  with  prayer. 
She  encouraged  Bible .  Classes  amongst  Friends,  ex- 
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pressing  how  much  she  herself  had  been  benefited, 
and  her  faith  strengthened  by  this  study.  She  was  a 
member  of  the  Friends'  Bible  Class  in  New  York. 
The  following  minute  will  show  the  estimation  in 
which  she  was  held. 

Minute  of  the  women's  Bible  Class,  11th  mo.  1863. 

"  At  the  commencement  of  the  tenth  year  of  the 
Bible  Class  our  hearts  were  sad,  for  we  missed  a  dear 
familiar  lace,  which  would  be  seen  no  more  amongst 
us.  Anna  Maria  Marshall,  who  has  met  with  us 
from  the  beginning,  has  been  called  to  a  mansion  of 
eternal  rest  and  blessedness. 

k*  A  few  days  before  her  death  she  left  a  loving  mes- 
sage for  us,  which  was  feelingly  presented  to  the 
class,  and  we  felt  that  words  we  had  before  heard 
from  her  lips,  were  received  as  a  legacy  from  one 
who  had  "  gone  before."  She  desired  we  might  not 
be  weary  in  well-doing,  believing  our  coming  toge- 
ther to  study  the  Holy  Scriptures  had  been  owned 
by  our  Lord,  and  was  pleasing  in  the  divine  sight. 
She  encouraged  us  to  continue  our  meetings,  for  they 
had  been  blest,  and  if  the  Holy  Spirit  was  still  sought 
after  to  lead  and  direct  us,  they  would  prove  a  bless- 
ing to  many. 

"  Faithful  was  our  dear  Friend  in  any  duty  required 
of  her;  and  valuable  were  her  utterances  on  occasions 
when  our  minds  were  peculiarly  solemnized  by  the 
teachings  of  the  lesson  before  us,  and  not  unfrequent- 
ly  would  she  with  others  be  led  by  the  perceptible 
influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  speak  of  the  abounding 
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graca  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  with  earnest  desires, 
that  all  might  come  unto  Jesus,  serve  him  wholly, 
and  confess  Him  as  our  Kedeemer  before  the  world." 

She  had  clear  undoubting  views  of  the  efficacy  of 
prayer,  and  understood  literally  the  injunction,  "Be 
careful  for  nothing,  but  in  everything  by  prayer  and 
supplication  with  thanksgiving  let  your  requests  be 
made  known  unto  God,"  knowing  much  of  the 
"  peace  of  God  which  passeth  all  understanding."  to 
keep  her  heart  and  mind  through  Christ  Jesus. 
Frequently  in  secret  did  she  plead  with  her  Heavenly 
Father,  that  He  would  strengthen  her  to  do  His  will. 
Having  faith  in  His  promises,  she  often  repeated  to 
her  husband  the  language  of  our  Saviour,  "  AYhatso- 
ever  ye  shall  ask  in  my  name  I  will  do  it,"  bearing 
many  testimonies  to  those  promises  having  been  ful- 
filled in  her  own  experience,  so  that  she  could  say 
with  the  Psalmist,  "  I  love  the  Lord  because  He  hath 
heard  my  voice  and  my  supplications,  because  He 
hath  inclined  his  ear  unto  me,  therefore  will  I  call 
upon  Him  as  long  as  I  live."  The  common  concerns 
of  her  household,  and  the  business  cares  of  her  hus- 
band were  brought  to  the  mercy-seat,  and  she  grate- 
fully acknowledged  that  these  prayers  never  failed  to 
be  answered.  ✓ 

She  was  diffident  in  speaking  of  her  own  attain- 
ments ;  her  private  memoranda  set  forth  her  concern 
to  be  found  watching  for  the  coming  of  the  Lord. 
We  find  under  date  4mo.  12, 1852,  "  Lord,  let  me  not 
look  unto  Thy  servants,  but  unto  Thee,  for  thus  only 
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can  I  hope  to  run  the  race  that  is  set  before  me,  or 
to  win  the  crown  that  is  placed  at  the  end  of  it." 

Tina  26,  1852  she  records,  M  I  have  just  been  read- 
ing Wm.  Penn's  advice  to  his  wife  on  his  leaving 
England,  particularly  charging  her  to  be  systematic 
in  the  division  of  her  time,  and  that  of  her  servants, 
in  thfir  several  duties,  thus  promoting  in  a  high  de- 
gree not  only  the  comfort  of  the  family  but  securing 
a  suitable  opportunity  for  religious  retirement  and 
reading  ;  this  latter  clause  of  my  quotation  should  re- 
ceive special  attention  from  me,  as  I  am  sensible  that 
this  important  engagement  is  too  often  crowded  out 
of  its  place  by  other  business." 

8th  mo.  12th,  1852,  "  This  morning  in  my  retire- 
ment I  was  much  comforted  in  remembering  some 
promises  to  those  who  were  willing  to  wait,  though 
it  tarry  long." 

10th  mo.  31st,  1855.  "My  private  retirement  this 
morning  was  a  season  of  deep  instruction,  partly 
because  I  realized  the  immediate  power  of  the 
spirit  in  an  unusual  degree,  a  memorable  time ;  a 
very  comfortable  feeling  has  continued  through  the 
day." 

1 1  M>  mo.  14th,  1861.  "  We  must  not  only  have 
faith  in  our  Saviour's  love  and  power,  but  must  use 
diligently  the  means  wThich  in  the  Divine  economy 
are  provided.  Not  only  are  we  told  to  1  Watch,' 
but  also  to  4  Pray,'  and  not  to  do  these  things  once, 
but  to  persevere  in  them." 

12th  mo.  26th.  "  Our  treasure  is  not  to  be  laid  up 
15 
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on  earth,  but  in  Heaven,  "  where  neither  moth  nor 
rust  doth  corrupt."  The  fowls  of  the  air  are  an 
example  of  trust  in  Providence  which  is  for  our  in- 
struction. One  of  the  most  important  of  Scripture 
promises  is  here  given,  that  those  who  seek  first  the 
kingdom  of  Heaven  shall  have  all  necessary  things 
added." 

1st  mo.  2d,  1862.  "  We  are  enjoined  to  ask  our 
Heavenly  Father  for  things  that  we  need ;  He  that 
asketh  receivetb,  is  a  blessed  promise  ;  and  as  we 
know  the  heart  of  an  earthly  parent  is  inclined  to 
give  good  things  to  Lis  child,  how  much  more  will 
our  Heavenly  Parent  give  his  blessings  to  those  who 
seek  them  by  prayer  in  faith." 

1st  mo.  8th.  "  Not  all  that  call  on  the  Lord  by- 
word only  shall  enter  the  kingdom,  but  those  who 
also  do  His  will.  It  is  an  unfailing  consequence  of 
liviug  faith  in  Him  that  His  disciples  are  immediately 
ready  to  do  His  will ;  those  who  profess  a  belief  in 
Him  without  this  consequence  are  resting  on  a  false 
faith ;  if  they  realize  how  much  He  has  done  for 
them  they  cannot  forbear  from  love  and  gratitude 
wishing  to  manifest  that  love  by  acts  of  service." 

She  was  suddenly  taken  ill  on  the  8th  of  the  eleventh 
month,  and  for  two  or  three  hours  suffered  intense  pain, 
but  during  this  severe  trial  her  mind  was  remarkably 
clear  and  bright,  and  on  experiencing  relief  she  ob- 
served, u  What  a  favor,  I  hav'3  no  pain."  The  next 
morning  she  inquired  of  one  of  her  medical  attend- 
ants if  her  case  was  considered  a  dangerous  one,  say- 
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in-  "Tell  mo,  doctor,  exactly  what  thou  thinks — I 
sliall  not  be  alarmed."  When  he  said,  "We  consider 
thy  case  critical,"  she  asked,  "Shall  I  live  till  twelve 
O'clock  to-day  f"  To  which  he  replied  he  thought 
she  would.  After  expressing  pleasure  at  seeing  some 
friend-,  she  said  she  had  had  very  severe  pain  the 
evening  before,  and  that  she  had  prayed  again  that 
Ikt  Heavenly  Father  would  be  pleased  to  relieve  her 
bom  its  severity,  which  He  not  only  did,  but  also 
poured  into  her  heart  much  comfort  and  happiness, 
and  enabled  her  to  be  resigned  to  His  will. 

She  said  that  since  the  age  of  fourteen  years  she 
had  been  seriously  inclined,  had  desired  to  live  a 
Christian  life,  and  subsequently  had  experienced  a 
change  of  heart,  saying,  "It  is  not  by  works  of 
Hghteonsnesa  which  I  have  done,  but  of  the  free  and 
bnmerited  love  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,"  re- 
marking, aOh,  I  am  so  happy,  not  exactly  gloriously 
happy,  but  calmly  and  peacefully  so;  no  pain,  no 
sorrow;  I  have  no  tears  to  shed;  I  hiow  my  sins 
have  been  forgiven  me  ;  I  did  not  expect  such  abun- 
dant peace  ;  indeed,  I  think  I  can  say  that  I  am  glo- 
riously happy." 

On  one  occasion,  noticing  those  around  her  looking 
anxious,  she  said,  "Now  do  let  us  take  this  trial 
cheerfully  ;  it  will  do  us  so  much  more  good."  On 
her  husband  inquiring  of  her  if  she  would  not  like  to 
recover,  she  replied,  "For  your  sakes  (alluding  to  her 
husband  and  only  daughter)  I  would  be  willing  to 
recover,  but  for  myself  I  have  no  choice." 
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She  desired  to  see  lier  brothers  and  sister,  whom 
she  encouraged  to  accept  the  Lord  as  their  Saviour, 
and  to  incite  one  another  to  love  and  good  works, 
and  not  to  fear  man,  saying,  "I  could  have  wished 
to  have  glorified  my  Saviour  more,  but  Oh,  the  fear 
of  man  has  been  a  great  hindrance  to  me,"  and 
quoted  the  following  text,  "  Peace  I  leave  with  you ; 
My  peace  I  give  unto  you  ;  not  as  the  world  giv-eth, 
give  I  unto  you."  At  another  time,  on  being  asked 
if  her  peace  continued,  she  replied,  "  Oh  yes,  my 
trust  is  in  my  Saviour,  I  have  none  other  to 
trust," 

Her  mind  continued  clear  till  nearly  the  last.  The 
day  before  her  death  her  husband  asked  if  she  still 
felt  prepared  for  the  change  ;  she  replied,  "  Yes,  it  is 
all  of  the  mercy  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus ;  I  have  no- 
thing else  to  trust  to."  She  continued  firm  in  her 
confidence  that  she  was  one  of  the  Lord's  redeemed 
children,  and  that  a  mansion  was  prepared  for  her  in 
the  heavens,  and  on  the  morning  of  First-day  the  17th 
8mo.  she  calmly  fell  asleep  in  Jesus,  and  as  the  spirit 
ascended  to  its  God,  a  friend  present  expressed  the 
language  of  the  Psalmist:  "  Precious  in  the  sight  of 
the  Lord  is  the  death  of  His  saints." 

[In  recording  the'death  of  this  dear  Friend,  the  Edi- 
tors of  the  Annual  Monitor  feel  called  to  speak  of  the 
loss  they  have  sustained.  Year  after  year  they  have 
met  an  unbroken  band  of  united  laborers.  Now  one 
much  beloved,  who  so  cheerfully  performed  her  part, 
and  manifested  much  interest  in  the  work,  rests  in 
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Jcsu*.  A  void  is  left  in  their  midst  which  they 
deeply  feel.

Deeply  sensible  of  the  value  of  early  right  impres-  i 
sions  upon  the  minds  of  children,  she  rarely  neglected  i 
an  opportunity  of  benefiting  them  by  kind  and  gen-  i 
tie  words,  attractive  books  and  pictures,  suited  to  I 
their  tender  minds,  and  calculated  to  elevate  and 
awaken  in  them  a  knowledge  and  love  of  the  Saviour  \. 
who  said,  "  Suffer  little  children  to  come  unto  Me,  for  <  : 
of  such  is  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven."  Impressed  with  a 
the  value  of  their  immortal  souls,  so  sweet  and  loving  a 
was  her  manner  of  addressing  them,  that  they  were  i 
always  attracted  to  and  rarely  forgot  her ;  treasuring  i 
her  little  gifts  and  words  of  love  with  such  fond  re-  a 
membrance  as  furnishes  ground  to  hope  that  the  good  o! 
seed  thus  sown  will  bring  forth  "  fruit  to  the  glory  of  L 
God." 

Her  sensitive  mind  was  at  an  early  age  deeply  I 
affected  with  the  wrongs  inflicted  upon  the  African  n 
race ;  and  she  long  labored  earnestly  and  with  honest  al 
endeavor,  not  only  to  efface  as  spse.lily  as  possible  I, 
the  blot  of  Slavery  from  the  Christian  name,  but  to  [ 
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educate  and  elevate  those  whose  freedom  had  been 
secured.  For  many  years  she  had  refused  to  parti- 
cipate in  the  fruits  of  oppression  by  their  use  either 
as  food  or  raiment. 

Daring  a  portion  of  the  years  1856  and  1857,  she 
tm  led  with  her  husband  at  Columbus,  Ohio.  Here 
hh  had  ample  scope  for  the  exercise  of  her  Christian 
philanthropy,  in  every  department  of  which  she 
was  warm  and  untiring.  Fully  sensible  of  her 
solemn  responsibility  for  opportunities  of  doing  good, 
as  one  that  must  give  au  account,  she  industriously 
employed  herself  in  works  of  love,  in  daily  visits  to 
the  Benevolent  Institutions,  and  to  the  extensive 
Penitentiary  there  located,  and  in  inciting  others  to  a 
like  exercise  of  duty.  Ia  the  Penitentiary  she 
labored  diligently  in  imparting  Scriptural  and  other 
►us  instruction  on  the  First  Day  of  the  week, 
and  in  separate  visits  to  the  prisoners  at  other  times 
as  opportunity  offered.  These  visits  of  love  were 
always  welcome,  and  were  peculiarly  impressive  and 
valuable,  the  confidence  bestowed  by  the  sinful, 
and  her  near  access  to  their  feelings,  being  the  result 
of  her  truly  Christian  sympathy,  which  none  could 
fail  to  perceive,  and  which  scarcely  ever  failed  to 
touch  a  responsive  cord  in  their  bosoms.  Like 
Elizabeth  Fry,  she  met  them  as  fellow-sinners  who 
needed  the  Saviour  equally  with  herself,  and  to  whom 
all  must  come  in  the  same  manner.  The  delicacy  of 
her  mind  led  her  to  appreciate  the  desirableness  of 
perfectly- private  labor  with  the  erring.    The  follow- 
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ing  instance  may  be  selected  as  an  illustration : — In 
visiting  a  Penitentiary,  she  was  informed  of  two 
young  sisters  confined  in  a  cell,  who  were  considered 
unusually  impious  and  hardened,  and  who  rejected 
with  abusive  scorn  all  efforts  of  religious  counsel. 
She  "asked  to  be  allowed  to  enter  their  cell  entirely 
alone,  which  was  thought  to  be  not  unattended  with 
personal  risk.  "When  locked  in  with  them,  they 
commenced  the  conversation  by  deprecating  the 
advice  they  anticipated,  declaring  that  they  were  so 
habituated  to  their  course  of  vice  that  they  could  not 
reform,  and  that  they  had  no  desire  to  do  so.  Our 
dear  Friend,  overcome  with  a  sense  of  their  depravity 
and  moral  darkness,  feeling  as  though  she  were  in 
the  presence  of  lost  spirits,  spoke  not,  but  sinking 
into  a  seat  covered  her  face  and  wept  aloud.  They 
stood  gazing  with  amazement,  and  bursting  into  tears 
declared  for  the  first  time  a  desire  to  amend  their 
lives.  The  door  was  thus  opened  for  Christian  labor, 
but  the  incident  is  briefly  mentioned  here  to  impress 
the  Christian  example  of  thus  in  delicate  privacy 
seeking  to  call  the  sinners  to  repentance,  caring  for 
their  souls,  and  pointing  them  to  One  who  is  still 
ready  to  say,  a  Neither  do  I  condemn  thee,  Go  and 
sin  no  more.  " 

During  her  residence  at  the  State  Capital,  several 
of  her  relatives  and  intimate  friends  being  Members 
of  the  Legislature,  her  influence,  though  put  forth 
with  characteristic  gentleness  and  modesty,  was  felt, 
and  the  value  of  her  counsel  appreciated  and  acknow- 
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ledged  in  more  than  one  important  humanitary 
ineas 

She  was  liberal  in  contributing  of  her  substance  for 
the  comfort  and  benefit  of  those  less  favored  than 
herself,  regarding  herself  in  the  light  of  a  steward  ; 
she  was  self-denying  in  her  own  expenditure  rthat 
she  might  augment  her  means  of  doing  so,  and  was 
an  example  of  Christian  simplicity  in  her  dress  and 
in  her  household.    She  was  very  charitable  towards 
y  the  failings  of  others,  rather  concealing  or  excusing 
,  them  than  detracting  in  any  degree  from  their  repu- 
,  kation,  ever  having  in  this  respect  a  careful  guard 
j  iapon  her  lips.    In  all  the  social  relations  of  life  she 
j  was  a  bright  example  of  self-denial,  always  cheerfully 
.  preferring  the  comfort  and  honor  of  others  to  her 
.  own. 

,  Her  attachments  were  peculiarly  strong  and  en- 
.  during  ;  the  friends  of  her  childhood  and  early  youth 
.  (then  wisely  chosen)  were  the  cherished  and  endeared 
J  friends  of  her  maturer  years. 

Although  it  was  evident  to  those  around  that  her 
I  life  was  one  of  watchfulness  and  prayer,  yet  enter- 
i  taining  as  she  did  the  necessity  of  a  high  standard  of 
Christian  attainments,  various  passages  in  her  diary 
show  with  what  deep  humility  and  self-distrnst  she 
j  viewed  her  own. 

^     Under  date  of  6th  mo.  10th,  1847,  she  writes, 
a  "  This  day  completed  my  27th  year.    Can  it  he  possi^- 
.  ble  I  have  lived  so  long  !    0  !  how  great  is  the  mer- 
cy  of  God  in  sparing  me  to  the  present  moment :  I 
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am  surely  most  undeserving,  for  I  have  presumed' 
upon  his  love.  0!  what  tongue  can  utter,  what, 
heart  conceive  the  deep  guilt  of  so  doing !  I  have 
desired  Christ  to  come  to  me,  rather  than  been  will- 
ing to  go  to  Him  on  His  own  terms.  O!  the  pride  i 
and  selfishness  of  my  heart :  how  is  the  carnal  mind* 
alienated  from  God!  Let  me  solemnly  ask  mysefl 
have  I  experienced  that  new  birth  without  which! 
none  shall  obtain  an  inheritance  amongst  the  'just 
made  perfect?'  It  is  true  I  feel  an  abiding  sense  of' 
religious  obligation,  and  I  believe  a  sincere  desire  toi 
do  good  and  advance  the  cause  of  Christ,  but  am  I 
willing  to  give  up  all,  to  become  a  4  fool  for  His  sake ' 
to  renounce  the  world,  to  live  by  faith,  continually  tO< 
watch  unto  prayer  ?  What  doth  hinder  me  from 
laying  hold  of  the  blessed  promises  ?  Is  not  Christ 
willing  to  receive  even  the  vilest  and  most  unworthy, 
and  am  not  I  willing  to  go  to  Him  ?  O!  Lord  Jesus,' 
Saviour  of  Sinners,  Thou  hast  been  very  merciful  im 
sparing  my  life  to  the  present  moment,  Thou  hast 
not  cut  me  off  in  my  rebellion  and  fonjetfuloess.  Wilt 
Thou  still  further  manifest  Thy  abounding  mercy,  and 
aid  me  by  Thy  grace?  O  !  help  me,  sanctify  my  soul, 
enlighten  my  heart,  4  Cast  me  not  away  from  Thy; 
presence,  and  take  not  Thy  Holy  Spirit  from  me,\ 
make  me  truly,  full 'y  Thine  own." 

The  theme  above  all  others  upon  which  she  most 
delighted  to  dwell  was  the  mercy  of  God  in  Christ 
Jesus,  and  the  love  of  the  Saviour  to  a  fallen  world. 
She  was  earnestly  desirous  that  the  ministers  of  thai

Go>;hI  in  ill  branches  of  the  Christian  church* should 
be  faithful  to  their  hijh  and  holy  calling,  and  preach 
Jesu*,  tl>o  friend  of  Sinners,  the  baviour  of  the  world, 
the  ho\K'  of  our  lost  and  fallen  race. 

Although  for  many  years  she  seemed  to  live  in  a 
•Distant  ser.>e  of  the  uncertainty  of  life  and  often 
Ipoke  •  the  probability  of  her  own  life  being  short, 
and  the  summons  of  death  sudden,  an  alarming  sus- 
pct.>ion  of  the  circulation  ofthe  blood  in  the  summer 
Of  lNiS,  w.is  felt  to  he  a  very  solemn  call  to  be  ready 
With  her  "  lamp  trimmed  and  burning."  Under  date 
Of  iKh  mo.  29th,  of  that  year,  she  thus  refers  to  it  in 
her  diary,  44  1  desire  ever  to  remember  the  alarming 
Call  I  have  ha!,  to  have  my  accouuts  in  readiness: 
thi-<  1  feel  was  something  serious.  01  may  I  more 
diligently  improve  the  moments  that  remain." 

Thenceforward  the  probability  of  being  suddenly 
called,  seemed,  without  materially  affecting  the 
cheerful  brightness  of  her  temperament,  to  be  almost 
constantly  present  with  her,  and  the  closing  para- 
graph of  the  last  entry  iu  her  diary  reads,  "  Blessed 
Saviour  of  Sinuers,  I  would  come  to  Thee,  let  not 
Satan  hinder  me,  or  my  own  evil  heart  prevent  me. 
And  0!  give  me  grace  to  improve  with  all  diligence 
the  few  remaining  moments  of  life,  and  be  ready  to 
meet  Thy  messenger,  should  he  come  in  an  unexpect- 
ed moment."'  How  well  founded  wrere  her  apprehen- 
sions of  a  sudden  call  the  event  proved.  With  the 
exception  of  some  evidences  of  slight  disturbance  of 
proper  action  of  the  heart  during  the  month  preced- 
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ing  the  close  of  her  life,  her  general  health  was 
good,  and  she  was  often  more  than  usually  animated. 
The  day  preceding  her  decease  she  perused  with  deep 
interest  the  life  of  Mary  Fletcher,  reading  many 
portions  of  it  aloud  to  her  husband,  and  remarking 
with  much  feeling  upon  particular  passages,  espe- 
cially the  words  of  John  Fletcher  to  his  wife  when 
speaking  of  happy  deaths,  "  Let  us  live  holy  lives, 
and  leave  the  rest  to  Gofr,"  entirely  concurring  in  the 
sentiment.  In  the  evening  at  the  family  Scripture 
reading,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  usual  chapter,  she 
asked  for  the  91st  Psalm,  then  for  the  Hymn  com- 
mencing, "  Jesus  lover  of  my  Soul,"  and  after  that 
the  following : 

i;  My  soul  be  on  thy  guard ; 
Ten  thousand  foes  arise, 
And  hosts  of  sins  are  pressing  hard 
To  draw  thee  from  the  skies. 

0 !  watch,  and  fight,  and  pray— 

The  battle  ne'er  give  o'er; 
Eenew  it  boldly  every  day, 

And  help  divine  irnplore. 

Ne'er  think  the  victory  won, 

Nor  lay  thine  armor  down, 
Thine  arduous  work  will  not  be  done 

Till  thou  obtain  thy  crown." 

Into  the  sentiment  of  which  she  seemed  to  enter 
with  much  feeling.  When  the  family,  except  herself! 
and  husband,  had  retired  for  the  night,  she  knelt 
down  with  him,  and  poured  forth  fervent  prayer  iD 
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hifl  behalf,  as  if  perceiving  a  foreshadowing  of  the 
heavy  trial  about  to  befall  him,  in  a  strain  of  melting 
tenderness  and  sympathy,  imploring  that  the  sus- 
taining band  of  Divine  love  might  be  underneath  to 
■npport  him  in  every  trial ;  that  he  might  be  faithful 
to  hia  God,  and  have  faith  to  see  His  hand  in  all 
things,  and  <zrace  to  acquiesce  in  the  Divine  will. 

The  forenoon  of  the  18th  of  llmo.,  besides  atten- 
tion to  her  household  affairs,  following  the  interest  of 
the  preceding  day,  she  read  John  Wesley's  sermon 
on  the  Death  of  John  Fletcher;  and  when  her  hus- 
band was  present  gave  him  many  cheering  words 
and  evidences  of  her  affection  and  sympathy.  After 
dinner  she  wrote  a  letter  to  a  friend  in  Minnesota,  in 
an;  lei  pat  ion  of  another  friend  calling  who  was  about 
irt  to  that  State.     Soon  afterwards  her  friend 
oalled,  when  A.  T.  M.  proposed  making  up  for  her 
distant  c  ^respondent  a  package  of  articles  of  utility 
fci  a  memento  of  affection,  in  which  she  and  her 
jpN  st  were  busied  for  half  an  hour;  on  completing 
which,  they  retired  to  another  room  to  be  seated  at 
the  lire  for  a  little  parting  converse.    They  were 
Unas  engaged  with  animation  when  the  precious  sub- 
ject of  this  notice  having  scarcely  finished  a  sentence, 
suddenly  leaned  her  head  upon  her  friend's  shoulder, 
and  without  struggle  or  apparent  pang  ceased  to 
breathe,  and  u  Was  not,  for  God  took  her." 

This  friend  in  a  latter  written  from  Minnesota, 
says,  "  I  watched  her  countenance  during  all  the  time 
we  were  conversing,  for  I  loved  to  look  upon  her 
16 
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bright,  animated,  and  loving  face,  and  did  not  per- 
ceive the  slightest  change  in  its  expression.  I  cannot 
convey  the  impression  she  gave  through  the  whole, 
by  words,  looks,  and  gestures — never  did  she  appear 
more  loving,  more  lovely.  There  were  words  I  would 
give  much  to  recall,  which  should  have  beeu  ineffaeea- 
bly  impressed  on  memory,  could  I  for  a  moment 
have  thought  I  was  listening  to  her  for  the  last  time. 
Her  presence  never  failed  to  make  goodness,  purity, 
and  holiness,  seem  more  attractive.  I  clearly  recol- 
lect this  feeling  with  regard  to  her  while  engaged  in 
collecting  materials  for  the  package,  as  well  as  very 
often  before."  "While  engaged  as  above  referred  to, 
she  met  with  a  scrap  from  a  periodical  containing 
what  the  late  Dr.  Alexander  said  to  his  friend  Dr. 
Hall : — M  The  greatest  heresy  is  want  of  love.  I  feel 
as  if  I  could  join  with  any  who  would  humbly  unite 
in  direct  and  kind  efforts  to  save  sinners  and  relieve 
human  misery."  This  she  handed  to  her  friend  to 
keep,  saying,  "  I  would  like  thee  to  read  this,  it  con- 
veys nearly  my  creed,  which  is  Lote,  all  Lovey 

Whilst  warmly  attached  to  the  principles  of  the 
Society  of  Friends,  and  desiring  to  be  useful  therein, 
her  Christian  fellowship  was  of  too  expansive  a  cha- 
racter to  be  limited  to  a  portion  of  the  Church  :  ic 
embraced  no  less  cordially  all  who  bore  the  image  of 
her  Divine  Master,  whom  only  she  delighted  to 
honor :  numbering  amongst  her  intimate  and  valued 
friends  persons  of  many  religious  denominations  ;  and 
letters  of  sympathy  received  by  her  family  since  her 
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diverge  from  many  branches  of  the  Church  of  Christ, 
Mrinoe  the  reoiprooal  recognition  of  that  image,  and 
the  huh  estimate  in  which  the  writers  held  her  cha- 
racter.

He  had  a  kind  word  for  all,  espe- 
cially for  those  in  affliction,  and  the  oppressed  Afri- 
cans were  subjects  of  his  solicitude,  and  by  word  and 
deed  he  manifested  the  deep  interest  he  felt  for  their 
welfare.  He  was  diligent  in  the  attendance  of  meet- 
ings, even  when  disease  was  making  rapid  progress 
in  his  system,  expressing  that  he  was  anxious  to  as- 
semble with  his  friends,  to  perform  the  solemn  duty 
of  worship  while  strength  would  admit.  Through 
his  sickness  he  was  favored  with  calmness  and  resig- 
nation, remarking  at  different  times,  that  his  only 
hope  and  reliance  were  through  the  merits  of  a  cru- 
cified and  risen  Saviour,  who  alone  can  wash  away 
sins  and  forgive  transgressions.  On  the  day  of  his 
departure  he  passed  through  much  bodily  suffering, 
which  he  bore  with  Christian  patience,  saying  to 
those  in  attendance,  "  I  have  been  very  much  dis- 
tressed, tried  to  a  hair's  breadtii,  but  the  gracious 
Lord  has  sustained  me  with  His  all-powerful  arm,  and 
I  feel  that  all  is  well.

Being  of  a  lively  and  social  disposition  he  was  en- 
deared to  a  large  circle  of  acquaintances  whose  socie- 
ty he  very  much  enjoyed.    Some  months  before  his 
death  he  expressed  the  belief  that  it  would  be  right 
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for  him  to  enlist  in  the  army  in  defence  of  his  beloved 
military.  This  was  a  great  trial  to  his  parents  (be- 
lieving as  they  do  that  all  wars  and  fightings  are  in- 
compatible with  the  teachings  of  Christ),  and  he  was 
tenderly  entreated  by  them  to  abandon  the  idea,  but 
notwithstanding  their  admonitions,  he  joined  the 
army  in  the  11th  mo.  1861.  He  had  not,  however, 
been  long  thus  engaged  before  he  was  convinced  that 
Christ's  Kingdom  is  not  of  this  world,  and  therefore 
His  servants  could  not  fight,  which  he  often  expressed 
in  letters  written  to  his  parents  and  friends  at  home. 

About  three  months  before  his  death  he  was  de- 
tailed as  a  nurse  in  the  hospital,  and  the  afflicted  found 
in  him  an  excellent  nurse  and  a  sympathizing  friend. 
After  an  absence  of  seven  months  he  came  home  on 
I  visit.  One  of  his  friends,  who  took  a  deep  interest 
in  his  spiritual  welfare,  inquired  of  him  how  he  felt  in 
his  present  situation,  alluding  to  its  perils  and  awful 
responsibility,  to  which  he  replied,  M  My  trust  is  in 
my  dear  Saviour,  I  have  never  hurt  my  one  yet,  and 
I  never  intend  to.  I  want  thee  to  pray  for  me.  I  hope 
to  be  of  use  to  some  of  those  poor  sick  soldiers  both 
bodily  and  spiritnally,  for  I  feel  that  it  is  time  I  was 
doing  something  for  my  Lord  and  Master.  In  His 
unbounded  mercy  He  has  brought  me  to  see  that  I 
was  a  great  sinner,  and  now  I  hope  to  spend  the 
balance  of  my  days  in  His  service.  "War  I  now  feel 
sure  is  very  wrong,  and  I  am  more  attached  to  the 
principles  of  peace  professed  by  Friends  than  ever 
before.    If  we  should  never  meet  again  on  earth  I 
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hope  to  meet  thee  in  heaven.  I  have  a  hope  in  that 
Arm  that  is  able  to  save  to  the  uttermost." 

Soon  after  his  return  from  this  visit  he  was  seized 
by  what  proved  to  be  his  last  sickness.  His  father 
hearing  of  his  illness  went  to  him,  and  was  with  him 
the  two  last  weeks  of  his  life  ;  although  his  suffering 
was  at  times  very  great  he  bore  it  with  patience,  de- 
siring that  his  faith  might  continue  unto  the  end. 
His  language  often  gave  evidence  that  he  had  sub- 
mitted to  the  purifying  influence  of  Divine  Grace, 
and  thankfulness  seemed  to  be  the  clothing  of  his 

spirit  At  one  time  he  prayed  as  follows,  "  Oh  ! 

Heavenly  Father,  wilt  Thou  be  pleased  to  have  com- 
passion on  me  a  poor  unworthy  creature,  one  who 
has  strayed  far  from  Thy  fold,  be  pleased  to  for- 
give my  many  sins  and  transgressions.  Create  in  me 
a  clean  heart,  Oh !  Lord,  and  renew  a  right  spirit 
within  me.  Wash  me  and  make  me  clean  in  the 
blood  of  Thy  dear  Son,  that  I  may  be  prepared  to 
join  that  innumerable  company  which  surround  Thy 
throne  in  singing  praises  to  Thee  and  Thy  beloved 
Son  for  ever  and  ever."' 

Lying  still  for  several  minutes  he  then  requested 
his  father  to  pray  for  him,  which  request  being  com- 
plied with  he  appeared  calm  for  a  short  time,  then 
looking  up  in  his  father's  face  he  smiled  and  said, 
"  Father,  thine  and  mother's  prayers  have  been 
answered,  praise  be  to  His  ever  blessed  name.  .  .  . 
About  twenty -four  hours  before  the  close  he  said  to 
his  father,  "  Give  my  love  to  my  dear  mother  and

>  my  brothers  and  sisters,  tell  them  my  dear  Saviour 
calls  and  I  must  go;  bid  them  all  farewell,  and  tell 
them  to  prepare  for  death,  and  invite  them  to  follow 
me  feo  that  mansion  in  our  Father's  house  where  I 
shall  shortly  he."  After  which  he  soon  became  un- 
conscious, and  gradually  and  quietly  passed  away. 
The  following  verse  was  found  carefully  folded  in  his 
pocket-book.

He  submitted  to  the  renovating  power  of  divine 
grace,  and  being  attached  by  sincere  conviction  to 
the  doctrines  and  testimonies  of  our  religious  Society, 
he  endeavored  to  maintain  them  in  a  circumspect  and 
consistent  walk,  as  an  upright  self-denying  follower 
of  his  Saviour.

I  long  to  de- 
part, and  be  with  Christ,  but  I  pray  for  patience  to 
wait  the  Lord's  time,  the  Lord  is  so  good  to  me."  In 
reply  to  an  observation,  he  said  he  rejoiced  that  he 
wa>  made  willing  to  go,  he  had  longed  for  the  time 
to  c  me,  but  he  felt  willing  to  wait  the  Lord's  time.

The  early  removal  of  this  young  Friend  has  occa- 
Bioned  I  void  that  will  be  keenly  felt  by  a  large  num- 
ber of  relatives  and  friends.  Possessing  mental  qua- 
lities of  a  high  order,  combined  with  an  unassuming 
and  amiable  disposition,  in  college  as  a  student,  and 
in  school  as  a  teacher,  as  well  as  in  the  social  walks 
of  life,  she  won  the  esteem  of  her  associates.  At  the 
elose  of  the  diary  for  the  year  1861  she  expressed  a 
fear  that  she  had  not  made  that  progress  in  religion 
which  she  should  have  doue,  but  renewed  her  cove- 
nant with  her  Saviour  to  serve  Him  more  devotedly, 
closing  with  the  expression — "I  hope  I  may  not  see 
the  last  of  another  year  until  I  am  prepared  for 
death."

He  long  felt  the  feebleness  of  age,  and  his  memo- 
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randa  give  evidence  that  he  had  endeavored,  while 
in  health,  to  make  his  calling  and  election  sure.  At

"  This  morning  I  felt  with  such  preciseness  and 
endeared  love  as  is  never  to  be  forgotten,  the  stretched 
out  arm  of  the  Lord  to  lead  and  preserve  me,  whom 
his  dear  Son  had  purchased  and  reconciled  to  the 
Father,  by  the  sacrifice  of  Himself.'' 

During  his  last  illness  of  one  week  he  was  conscious 
that  his  time  for  departure  was  near,  but  expressed  a 
willingness  to  await  his  Heavenly  Father's  pleasure. 
More  than  once  he  was  heard  to  repeat  part  of  the 
following  lines  which  he  had  previously  copied,  and 
added,  "with  which  my  feelings  unite."

He  was  among  the  early  settlers  of  Friends  in  Mi- 
obigao,  where  be  became  acquainted  with  the  diffi- 
culties and  privations  of  a  new  country,  and  being  of 
a  sympathizing  disposition,  he  wa9  very  helpful  to 
those  who  were  seeking  for  homes,  entertaining  them 
cor.Jiaiiy  at  his  house. 

Bat  few  years  elapsed  before  affliction  marked  his 
path,  and  his  beloved  wife,  to  whom  he  had  been 
very  closely  united,  was  takeu  from  him.  Thus  be- 
reaved he  was  led  to  seek  more  earnestly  for  sup- 
porting C irace,  to  help  him  in  his  solitary  walk,  and 
to  look  to  his  Saviour  for  right  qualification,  to  go 
out  and  come  in  before  his  children  and  those  with 
whom  he  mingled. 

In  the  establishment  of  the  meetings  of  Adrian 
Quarterly  Meeting,  he  was  engaged  with  others  in  vi- 
siting the  members  of  these  small,  remote  gatherings, 
and  was  often  the  means  of  encouraging  them,  and  his 
house  became  the  resting-place  of  friends  travelling 
in  the  ministry,  his  experience  enabling  him  deeply  to 
sympathize  with  them  in  their  labors  of  love. 

As  he  advanced  in  life  he  became  increasingly  en- 
18 
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gaged  earnestly  to  follow  the  example  of  his  Saviour. 
In  the  winter  of  1861  he  accompanied  a  minister  to 
Canada,  where  he  gave  evidence  by  his  daily  example 
that  the  language  of  the  Psalmist — "  I  shall  dwell  in 
the  house  of  the  Lord  for  ever" — was  the  desire  of 
his  heart. 

Soon  after  his  return  from  this  journey  he  found 
fresh  trials  awaiting  him,  giving  evidence  of  the 
uncertainty  of  all  earthly  things,  but  in  the  midst  of 
affliction  he  remarked,  that  he  had  been  encouraged 
in  remembering  that  all  things  shall  work  together 
for  good  to  them  that  love  the  Lord.

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In  the  death  of  this  beloved  Friend,  not  only  is  a 
deep  bereavement  felt  in  the  family  and  social  circle, 
but  from  the  Church  has  been  removed  one  who  had 
long  known  the  love  and  power  of  God. 

Impressed  with  this  love,  and  yielding  to  the 
convictions  and  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  he  grew 
in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Sa- 
viour Jesus  Christ,  and  thus  became  established  on 
the  Everlasting  Rock,  the  sure  foundation. 

Christian  humility  and  Christian  cheerfulness  were 
marked  features  in  his  character.  Of  sound  discri- 
minating judgment  and  amiable  disposition  he  had  the 
esteem  and  confidence  of  those  around  him,  and  was 
often  called  on  to  act  as  peacemaker  in  the  settle- 
ment of  differences.  He  was  always  cautious  in 
coming  to  conclusions  on  subjects  of  importance,  and 
when  his  sentiments  were  matured  he  communicated 
them  with  great  moderation.

After  his  return  home  he  rapidly  declined,  at  times 
suffering  severe  pain,  which  was  borne  with  Christian 
patience.    He  remarked  to  a  friend  who  called  to  see 
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him,  that  he  felt  his  hold  on  life  to  be  very  slight, 
that  he  had  been  favored  with  a  happy  life,  and  all 
he  desired  mor3  was  that  he  might  be  permitted  to 
reach  the  place  of  rest,  expressing  his  entire  resigna- 
tion to  the  will  of  his  Heavenly  Father,  whether  in 
life  or  death. 

Towards  the  end  his  sufferings  appeared  to  cease,

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He  was  the  son  of  much  respected  parents,  mem- 
bers of  our  religious  Society,  residing  in  Chester 
county.  Having  been  educated  to  the  profession  of 
law,  he  removed  to  the  interior  of  the  State,  and 
ultimately  became  a  leading  member  of  the  bar  of  his 
Judicial  District.  His  unimpeachable  integrity, 
sound  learning,  and  attractive  social  qualities,  gave 
him  great  influence  in  that  community.  His  pro- 
fessional engagements  introduced  him  into  a  wide 
circle  of  associates.  Their  habits  were  by  no  means 
favorable  to  Christian  thoughtfulness.  For  some 
years  he  yielded  to  these  influences,  and  while  main- 
taining a  high  standard  of  professional  integrity,  was 
absorbed  in  pursuits  and  pleasures  little  controlled  by 
religious  con  viction.  He  was  at  length  awakened  to 
a  sense  of  his  condition.  At  Arch  street  meeting,  in 
Philadelphia,  a  female  minister,  whose  name  be  never 
knew,  quoted  the  language  of  our  Saviour  u  Some- 
body hath  touched  me :  for  I  perceive  that  virtue 
has  gone  out  of  me,"  and  added  a  few  simple  words 
on  the  regenerating  power  of  Divine  Grace.  This 
brief  discourse  deeply  impressed  him.  From  that 
^ime  he  dated  the  beginning  of  the  great  change 
under  which  the  whole  course  of  his  life  was  altered. 
Becoming  a  firm  believer  in  the  truths  of  Christianity, 
as  held  by  the  Society  of  Friends%  he  soon  found  it 
his  duty  to  acknowledge  this  conviction  by  con- 
forming to  its  practice.  In  a  community  where 
these  self-denying  habits  were  not  understood,  and  in 
a  profession  little  tolerant  of  departures  from  wonted 
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u-age,  this  was  a  peculiar  trial.  Bat  his  sterling 
integrity,  and  the  well  known  simplicity  of  his 
character,  averse  to  mere  forms,  won  for  him  the 
increased  confidence  and  respect  both  of  the  colu- 
mn nity  and  of  his  associates  at  the  bar.  As  his 
religious  convictions  deepened,  he  felt  the  inherent 
difficulties  attendant  upon  the  legal  profession,  and 
withdraw  from  it.  Some  years  later  he  was  recog- 
nized by  his  friends  as  a  minister  of  the  Gospel.  As 
a  pleader  and  a  public  speaker  his  addresses  had  been 
marked  by  impassioned  earnestness  ;  but  when  called 
to  the  ministry,  and  impressed  even  to  trembling 
with  the  responsibility  of  the  calling,  it  was  instruc- 
tive to  notice  the  humility  and  simplicity  with  which 
he  delivered  the  message  intrusted  to  him.  His 
ministry  was  not  in  the  enticing  words  of  man's 
wisdom,  but  it  ever  tended  to  exalt  that  Grace  of 
which  he  was  himself  a  living  witness. 

In  the  social  circle  he  was  very  attractive ;  with- 
out reserve,  original,  genial,  and  simple.  Those  to 
whom  lie  confided  his  secret  experiences  know  how 
deep  and  paramount  was  his  devotion  to  the  cause  of 
his  Divine  Master.  Of  later  years  his  health  had 
been  impaired.  But  the  summons  came  at  last  in  an 
unexpected  moment,  and  a  few  hours  after  he  was 
attacked  he  quietlv  departed.  Great  is  the  loss  to 
his  family,  to  a  wide  circle  of  friends,  to  the  church 
at  large,  and  especially  to  the  small  meeting  in  which 
he  faithfully  labored.
